Law, 
aa a [tractioal pi-ofcasion, haa several departments, and it is not ud- 
n«un) to we a lawyer di^linf^iUhcd ia wnic of (hem, with a com- 
pcnvatiiig deficiency in ullwra. Some practitioners arc sucochIi)] 
colk-clors; »<>mc arc much evtcomcd as judicious ndviscrre in matten 
not strictly legal ; some arc I'livorite advocutea. with a subdivision 
into ihoae who are iiifluentiiil wJih the court, and those who are per- 
■uaiivc before a jury ; eoiue arc designated good judges of law, or, 
in other wonb, Hafe couns«Uor8, and of some the forte is Common 
Law l*t*ctice, while others are distinguished as chancery lawyers. 
Tlio organization of tlie coiirto in Virginia, and tlie nature of t)ie 
bunoeea, at least in the interior, rc<juirei* every lawyer to enter 
apoD the whole of this miMellancous practice ; and it is not to be 
wontlenxl at that some, even good lawyers, ore not equally strong 
in every part.

AVe muv iidd ttint uoinc liiwycrs who t-xhiFiit UiO 
highest skill ill Beciiring lh« rii^hta of ihdr clients. lire fouliohly ij(- 
uoi-iiiK of tlieirown; in other words, thoy let Rlip the fair, well 
ciiniMl proBia of thi^ir pri>ressiun — not eo with Mr. Pejton. He 
knew tho value of hia profeaaionul sci-viceii ; he giive them to tlie 
fullest extent to those who npplie'l fur them, and llicii he inainii:^ 
upon just remtinerHtion. Wu notice llii« point, not at random, hut 
10 present a fciituro belonging to the cnaracter of tho cumplcta , 
lawyer. 

The chai-acteriatic of Mr. Peyton's life wiis efficiency. This effi- 
ciency ha4l for its clenienu native vigor of inl<'lleut, gn;nt rcsulute- 
neas of ehnrtiotor lunl courageous Hctf-coofidoncc, nniplc and thorough 
fivfjiiirements and the quickness, precision and dexterity of action 
that Ijcli-ng only to thooe who have been taught by a \arieil ex])eri- 
once to uiidcrsland lhoriMij,'lily hiimiin ntilure. In ciniverifnlion .Mr. 
Peyton was ready, entertiuning and instructive. But convvreatiuD 
wnii not his forte, tliough he was fond of it. He was not fluent, 
his manner was somotimee too direct for the hi;;hest style of polished 
social intercourse of a gencnd nature, and bejildt^i he had a remarka- 
ble way of induli^ing in a iitrmn of covert .intincid hnnter. whc-n his 
wonU would lie so much at variance with the expression of his coun- 
tenance, and particularly with the expression of his mouth, that th« 
bearer was often in an uncomfortable state of uncertainly how to 
take him. His pertmn was hu-go, and his hearing dii^iiScd hut nut 
grnecful. His manner wiis unaflceted, hut not without furinNlily, 
nor was it perfectly conciliatory. Some styled liiui aristocratic, 
while none oould deny that his self-reepect and conllilent energy 
gave an imperious OMSt to his deinennor. Wc luive oUenei- than 
once thought applicable to him, in u general way, those lines uf 
Terence : 

" Elliini.conlldcna, catiia, 
Cum fitclnm vldean. vidntiir Mse <)iisntiTis prvti. 
Tristid sHVuritos inoet iu Tullu,iil<iiie In verLie (idea." 

His voice was true and clear, and capable of sufficient variety, 
but without a single musical intonation, and a little sharper than 
you would expect to hear fiom it man of his .lixe and form. If it is 
aiiked what was the style oriiiNxpeakinir, it may be replied — ^just what 
might be expecttxl to belong to such a man a» he has been described, 
that is to say, never was the speaker a more complete rcBedion of 
tlie man than in his case. Wo cannot believe tnat any one ivho 
knew him was ever surprised when they heard liiui speak ; what he 
Mid was Juki what iliey would expect him to sajr. This is of\en the 
oatc with s|i«ikers and writers, hut not always. Energy, reality 
mh) efficiency were his cbaractorietics as a man, and equally so aa a 
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•p«*kvr. nulifictn«8t ofconocjition Inv nt tlie foundatioD of hi« czoet- 
leoce. Some fireal s|icakcrs. torac even pi*Pniincnlly great epoitlc- 
er«. not uDtrei[iipnll)' hurl iinftir^d llnin(lcrl>ult]>. Ilicy feel the 
ntiuMi'iiinj: iiii[iiilM- of tlie gw\, Imt ^ive foilli ibcir uttcniiices be- 
fore llie tni« jiri>j>ln-lic fury corue'i <>n. 

Mr. Peyton's miisJ was no sybil's wivc, whence came forlh wind- 
dritCD lenvca inecribcil irith tni;{hty thoii^ht« clif>[io«ed by dianoet 
but n aiHifiniiA paatK', from whose wide open pi>rlitl Uaiicd men at 
nrnu, orderly iirnin};i;il. He hml liiinlly o|i«iicd his cs«e, when ibu 
hcuriT WM Bwsrc tliat \w hiitl iboitt,'lii nvri- the whole of it. hnd a 
^fcn course to pursue, nnj would okwe wbi^ii he oMnc to the end 
of it. Thia dtatinctneas of conception ctmiprelichdi'd the cuhjcel as 
a whole, and fhcd it« light upon each detail bclouiiEing to it. Tbi* 
cni>un;0 tl>e iihi«1 jtcrfix't nii'lbot] in nil tlmt he eaid. Before he 
bo^nn to epcnk he bml dcti-ruiitic<! in hia owu mind, not only the 
onit-r uf the diHcreni p)irt« of his diHOourse, but nl«o tbeir relative 
importance in prodiinn^ the ffcnernl iniprcMion. Heneo lie wna 
never led nwiiy by the toinplin^; cboracler of any peculiar topic, to 
expatiate upon it unduly ; he did not take up matter irrclevimt to 
the caee bccau'^e it mi-.'ht touch himself peritonully : he never spoke 
fur t)iu»e behind the )>ar, nor did be neglect In Ncciirc the fruits of 
lictory in onler to purenc an adversary to utter di§L-oniGl nn-. He 
■poke «e a lawyer, be iipoke for lite verdict, and expeetcd to jjatn 
it by shuwintt that be was i-ntitle^l to it. Some ti]>eakerd hope 
to nceompli.ib their object by eiiijjle. or al Iwwt, tucoun^ivc 
impul»ef — now n clincbin;; argumentative queeiiun, now n buret 
of brilbaiit dct-liimiition. nnd now ii piece of keen wit, or a 
rou^lb personality. SuL-h epcakcrs for<;ei, or do not know, tliat a 
jury mav ndtnirc, may bo diverted, and even moved, without being 
won. He that >.'>iins the verdict muiit mould, and sway, and lead, 
and tbifl \» to bo eflVctvd by ciMitiniit'd pi'mi^teni pressure, mlber 
than by tour» de force. Tlii* Mr. I\ylitn linew well, and ohsorve*! 
it with perfect eelf'Conimand. llis beiircri^ ennie away mti4iH(-<l with 
the whole, niher (ban treaeurinfi: up remarkable points and pns- 
9Kpt». Let it not be nuppoim], however, that he was n cold speak- 
er, who treated men iib niere inielleetuid mncbitica, to he set in mo- 
tion by the |inllcy8, mtcws and Icvt-r* uf li>^ic. Fur frmn it; he 
mideitftoiHl human nature well, and kntw the motive power of the 
feelinpn; but iben bv knew, loo, timt the way to excite the mo«t 
elTvrtive vymjuitby is not to nmke a loml imlcry. but to make a 
fonriblu cshihiiion of real ifuffering — ibiit the beat way to rouac 
our indignation a^ftin<^t fnud, deceit, or o|ipreMiiiin. \t not (o exhort 
us |o bnle it, but to »bow its hatefulntss. One of bii> most dielin- 
gui«l)ed cutcm|)oranca upon tlie same circuit wa« celebraled for bia 
powera a* a criminnl advocate; bii* manner was obviously upon 
ibc pathetic order, nnd [>eTha)i« a trifle too drchunatory. We liare 
•cen iliem in the name cause, aod have thought that if the eloquence 
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of Gen. Briscoe G. Baldwin fluahod tb« countennoce quicker,! 
tlie eiime«Ui«»ii of Mr. P«vti)n ntlrrvd rhe lieart deejier. Of t)ie 
oratory of* class of «pvnk<<Tit hy no tniiuDt rare {nol, however, in- 
cludio;; in tlictr clues the (listingui»hcd jurist a)>uvc nllmlcd to), itj 
hue liGtrn well xaid. " dcclaniation roiu'D while paMioo Hlceps ; " of 
•peaking justly cimmcteriiicd i>y ihie line, Mr. Peyton's waa the 
precipe reverse. With him thought bccnuic [wssianate before the 
cxprrwion became glowing, lu tlic wave swells before it crest« itnelf 
with foam. ^1 

Mr. Pcj-ton's langiutge was forcible, pure and idiomatic. ItV 
served well llie vehicle of his tliou^liiEi, hut contributed nothing to 
ibom. Hicre is 3 ixuil mid le^liiimtc ndvuntiijic belonging to the , 
mHiiefly use uf wurda, oF which many great spvakeni knuw well 
how to avail themselves, 

Mr. Peyton aiu-ui|iti'd untiling of the sort. Itie diction vrn»| 
ihoniu^hly Kn;:li?li, with n marked preference for the Anglo-Saxoa] 
branch of thv Innguage, and Iiis pcntcncen eame out in the mo 
natuml ordijr with umisuul clearness and vigur, but not unfrcquentl) 
with a plainneas that bordered upon homeliness. Ilis style, how- ' 
evvr, was always thai uf Kpeiiking m distinguished from mere con- 
vervalinn — a distinction which sonic ol'uur modern sjieiikers forpet, 
when in urdcr to appear at their ease, they treat with no little dJs- 
regiird not only the rules of rhetoric, but the rules of grammar na 
wdl, and uxe xvot'ds and phnises which are (to take a word from 
the viicabuiary wo are cnndcmmng) nothing better than shing.J 
On ihe cuntriiry, there wne in Mr. Peyton's stylo the fruit 
early studies luid hi^h-bred iifi^ociation, a cJaBsicnl tinge, extrcme-j 
ly plciuiani to the (•chcdnr, though |)erlm]is not up pre dub le hy (hos»| 
^r whom be generally spoke. It mu»t nut be siippusi'il, fmni whatf 
has been said of his excellent method, that he resembled in this 
siiect some of our able but greatly tedious lawyers, who tako up in 
re^rular succession every p».4i>iibk< point in the ease, however miuute, 
and worry us by officiously offering help where iiune is needed — so 
far Irom it he showral his consummate skill am well in wbnt be omit- 
ted as in whiit he handled, and. as a general thing, his speeches wer« 
shorter in duration, ami yet fuller of nuilter than those of bis oppo^J 
nvnt. His ui>c of figurative Inuguagv was eaay and naturid, audi 
not stinted : but his figures were always intriKhiced ivh illuotratiuiMJ 
and not tia arguinenta. It is not unusual to meet with » speaker who] 
is unable to enuunee distinctly the general principle he wishes to ueo,^ 
ihruw out nn i 11 ui>t ration to enable him:>elf tu pick out the principle 
from it, or at legist tu give his hearers n chitnco to do it for thum- 
pelves ; nut so with Mr. Peyton, lie bcltl up tin* torch of illustrn- 
tiun, not to throw a light forward tu guide himself in his uwo >(>-^_ 
TCMigntions, hut ti> riiHbIc ihosc fi>llowing the more rciidily to treattjH 
the road along witJi him. He hnd a very noticeable fondne^ for 
recurring to the primary fuudamcnlid principles of uiurols, and 
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vciiiikl jiiilii'iouBne«a, from Id- 
ciul^iu^ tliU (lu{>o*iti(>n U> llif riill. Oiiu ul his favMiitc houVji triu 
LonI Uiicon'H Kn»y«, and under other *:irci]iu«ti)iic(;ii he might Iiito- 
sdf hare been a (lUtinguialieil moral pesnyist. 

As may well bo E>u|)[K>a(N], hia general Alrain wus grave. The 
jh idea be eiiu-rt.nini'jt »f the (li'niity of lii« {irufeaaiun. miU the 
unteaUteM with which lie (^uvi: himeolf to U, ulike |)rcclu(U-d ciilter 
iBTtt; or cartksmcM. However, h« woe fullr nble, quite ready 
upun occaeiou, to avail hiaiBelf of a kecu wtt, tliat wae all the itiore 
cffbctivG l)eonusc it wn<i dry and piircHatic. It ocnin to ua tu in«n* 
tion an instance wull known tu his ciri'uit, nut dliititrurivv of Wis 
wvcrity but lite plcH«iiiitry. In a criinimd |>r»iti.'culiuii, be, m* [iroso- 
eatin^ attorney, wa« oppuBc<l by iwo gentlemen of abihty, whoeo pa- 
tlius had Iweii so greiit in to draw abundunt teitrii from their own eyes. 
Odc of tlicin, a f;iMiitviiun) who lias since filled a distinguished na> 
Itonid put>ition (Hon. Alexander U. U. Sltwrt, ScvreCnry of the 
latvrior uf tlic United .Smtcf^, 1H5U-3), wa^ nulcil for ihu facility 
with which he could cover over liis brilliant eloquence with the 
li<|ui4) vaminh of bin tejtrs. On this ncciwiun bo bad beeu singularly 
lachrymoM, and nupported by hia cclUtigtit- in the siitne wsy, tbs 
peo«utit>n produced wnf very coniiderublo. Mr. Peyton ci> nun '.need 
his reply hy regretting the diBadvanlage the communwoaitb Istbored 
under in being ropreaeiited tiy him who wad a very poor lumd at 
crying, and certainly vim not able to cri- aj^nst two «t a time. 
The ludicroii«ncf8 of the expression completely neutralized the pft- 
thoe of his ojiponents. He was not nversf eitbor to n bit of fa roe 
DOW wnl then, a« h shown by a story luld of him. Id a remote 
part of the circuit a luwyer witbcd t^> :id»rn a nii>ving pMttge of a 
flpccch he was just rising to make, with an .ippo^itc example, and ap. 
pocd to Mr. Peyton, setting beside of him, to help him to tbe name 
of the man in tli« JiiUc who wuuhl have bis pound of flesli. With 
importurlMditc gravity bo nnswen-d Abniiiom! The effect of thus 
oonfoundinj^ Shnksp'-arc and t>cripturc may be itnnpncd. 

IVe have enid that Mr. Peyton was thomngbly furniabcd in every 
part of his profensimi ; in une department liUi <iualilications were 
[teculiar and un«ui-i>awcd. Without dis|iaragoinfni to otiKrs. it 
may be said, we think, that be trne the best communwcaltbV atlor^ 
ncy in the elate of Virginia, He was the lawyer of the common- 
wealth, and l>e treated tbo cunnnonweiillb ns a clieni, and liibored 
for her with the same indiL^try, zeal and fiilL'lity that he manifested 
in,l>eitair of any other client. The oil-quold meniiful maxim of 
the common law, " belter that ninety and nine guilty men should 
CMUi)<e than one innocent man slionld iiutVi-r," he interpreted as a 
caution to reA[K!Ct the n;j;btn uf Uie innocent, tuid not lut an injune- 
tion to clear tlie guilty, and he labored tu reduce the percentage of 
rogues unwliipt of juHtioe as low as po«sible. With a clearness and 
Jbroe rarely equalled would be point out the necessity of punidhing 
vol.. XXXT. 2" 
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Uie guiltv in order that tlic inmn-cut mi^lit l)0 «»fi;, lliiitt cxliilitm^ 
llu) alMolutc ooDsUleocy nf strict justici: vrith true mercy. So eim- 
]ily nnil fiirni-atJy wuuki ho Jo this, that he not only bound tlie con> 
«cicnci-0 uf the jury, but also nindc them feel thut tliey were iiidt- 
Tuhiiilly inlcree(c<l in the liiithrul exfotiliou of tliu lnw». Here his 
ch-nr |R'ri'*'|>lion ol' tlio nmrnl prtniri|ih'i) upoii nliJch rcetB the peniil 
C4>ih', mill hi" lun<)i)c«s fur rcciiiTin^ to (^nonil princiiilee, elood him 
in tfTciit eteml. It was dclightlul to hear him ex|mLiate upon thid 
thomo. tor upon no other vriis he more truly elotjnt-nt. 

Mr. I'rylon fi«r\'e(l ut ihJlijrent liinw iu botli brunches of the IcR- 
Mluiurc, but we Hpi-ttk ni>t uf him at m pi>liliuiin. Our purpose has 
been m>lely to exhibit so mi; of ihc quAlitics which made him an emi- 
nent member and ornaniont of the le^ul profeuion. 

I'o tliU skerch may iippropriutely bo Hp|>ended the leading incj- 
(Irnt* in tlio life of Mr. IVyton, nnd the vtcwa entertained of bim 
by a few of hie cotempornrics, n-ho have reduced them to writing. 
Ho WM born at Stony Hill. Stafford County, Virginia, April 3, 
1778. After having ri>eeived the elemeutti of ctlucation in Frcde- 
rlckvburg, be entvri'd Ihe Univorifity of New Jeriiey, I'rinovton, 
where ho wna graduated in 1797, nnd received from that insti- 
tution the degree of A.M. Ho returned to Virginia and studied 
law under .Judge Huahrod Washington, of the Supreme Court 
of the I'liited SliiU-x. Though pursuing a hiboriouH course of 
Icgid n'nding, he eontinu<^il to cultivate the tattte for literature 
with which hia parents had inspired him, and soon acquired the 
unticc nf tlie able and learned men of Fredericksburg an<l Hich- 
mtind by the extensive and varied knowledge he disjilityod in hia 
<!on versa! ion. In 1800 lie commenced the pnictice of tbc law 
at Fredericksburg, and almost immediately obtained an oppor- 
luuity, in defence of a man charged with murder, of exhihtting 
liis rare powrr* ns an advocate. New opportunities for diotin- 
guieJiing himself were soon ofibrodi and in the euurte of two 
years he was in full practice antl his aervicett rewarded by a 
IiWldimnie income. In IHdl he married Susan, daughter of Wil- 
liam .'^. Miuli^on, a ni^-ee of James Madison, D-D,. Bisliop of Vir- 
ginia, and cousin of Jnmea MiidiMin, fourth President of tl>c United 
States. In IMlfi he was elcclutl a member of llie Hotwc of Delc- 
gStVS from his native county, and scrvi.il until 1810 wiih distin- 

Sjalicd ability. He entered the legisliuurc -is the friend of Jamca 
wliaon. nnd adrocalcd tlie foreign and domestic ]M>licy which aftcr- 
wnnls guided Mr. Mndison** ttdministiauon as Prcaideiit of the 
United States. Fn>m tlifl first bo waa regarded aa a brilliant de- 
ttater, and at the end of his first session it was the general opinion 
that he had no superior in the fltnte as a parliamentary orator. I>ur- 
tag his term of (service he wrote and preaeed to adoption a aeriea of 
resolutions ufHin tlie attitude of the aUte of I'enuiiv'lvauia witli refiir- 
cnec to an uutndmcDl uf th« constituliuu of the United Slatee pro- 
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Tiding; a tribunal for ecttliDg ilUputcs between the state and fedenl 
judk-iary. "So :il)te »di1 iinpdrtnnt," tiiiys Ju(]ge Jobo H. McCtu, 
" wen tlicw re»oIutio»«, m to uttravt tlic altcntiun of llic IcwliDg 
■t*ie»in«ti of the nnlion. and to guiilo wtsry otI>cr etatc in opiMifing 
the effort* of Pconsylvamn. In tho tnemonble diBCUEsion bctwoen 
Daniel Webeter and Gen. Hayne of Soutb C«r«>tii)a, Mr. Webster, 
ill bid seootui speech in K\>\y to H\yae, mkrcvA (■> itud quou-il Afr. 
Pfiyion'a rctiotuttoni), iind <lfc]nrc(l tbnt llicy wcro «<> conclasivc of 
tb« qiicstioD ne to admit of no furiher diecuseion.'* [See Webster's 
Works, Vol. lU.. pp. 352-54.] ** Mr. W'ebatfir waa k> imucIi im- 
proved with Mr. P«^-ton'a ability," contiiiucit Judge McCue, "tikot 
meeting Daniel Sliefley, long one of Virginia's rAprcaontAtivvM in 
eongrcH, lie linked, 

" Do you know Peyton, of Virg:inia, the author of the reeolutiona 
passed by your legislature in 1810, on the subject of the federal aoil 
atale judii-iary ? " 

" YcM." replied Shcffcy. " he is the lender of my circuit." 

" 1 am not surprised to hear it," rejoined Mr. Webeler. 

" Xo." said Sheiley, " be is a sound lawyer, who unites to rigor> 
oufl judgment and nierling ability intense ittudy itn<l nut learning." 

" la be a speaker T' imiuim) Mr. Webster. 

" Not in the popular acnso." said ShefTey ; " lio is not ■ florid 
speaker, indcil^fes in no meretrit-iuuB ilii-|ibiy of rhetoric, but tho- 
roughly anneii in the ftrcngtb of bin knuwlodge, research and oul- 
tiTmted abilily* without oBbrt bo possefises gifrantic power, umI by 
it has risen to tlie head of the profession. And he in not only * 
great, bat a good man." 

" It is a misfurtimc that such a man hnd not been seni to Wiuth- 
tngt»n l')nfj a^o," said Mr. W. : "he would have niaintainol Vir- 
pniaV intellectual supremacy and by bis sound glatesnianship have 
enhanced her influence." 

In 1W);>-10 Mr. Peyton reinovitl from Frcderickeburg t<i Srauo- 
ton, (luiin^ to pr>:>tractud ill hfallli (be had eiiflbrcd for yonro with 
clironic dy«cntery), and to nceept the responsible office of Public 
Prosecutor in the Au^sla, All>emarle and Koek bridge district. Tho 
late Judge Archibald Stuart met Mr. Peyton in Kieliniond in 1809, 
and wn» hu much Htruck with his energy and ability, that he not 
only tendered this appointment to him, but pereieteatly argod il« 
acceptance. For over thirty years Mr. Peyton discharged the duties 
of ibis othce, and one of bid biogriiplici*, a former menit)Gr of the 
Virginia bar, say* ibnt " his ftinio as a prosecutor of the pleas of 
Ifae commoawnilth lias never been surpassed, if equalled, in Vir- 
ghiia. On this field he achieved triuniplLi of tlie most brilliant 
kind." This writer continues :

Tliia of course, for the niiwl pan, ihcy 
could not do, ami in ihe argniaent of the cause herore the Jury, the same 
counsel strove lo tlirow discredit and ontvmpl upon ihoJte wiuivMes (all tneu 
of goo<l cbaracior) forlheir failure luid iualiilitysu lo duscribo the quality and 
pocutiiir marks in tlir calligraphy of the signers as to show they were lamiU 
iar with their h^indw riling. In Ins reply to tbcso mIIigs of his opponent, Mr- 
Peyton swept aWfiy tlie whole airy fabric by a single happy illu'traticin. 
" Gentlomeu," ho said, " yon have often been assemtiled in crowds upon 
aome public or festive occiuioii. Yuur bati liavo been thrown pell-mell in 
Duss witli perhaps a hundred other hata, all having a gcnoml rcscmlilunco. 
Sapposo yoJi ha<] attdupiud lo describe your hat Ci a friend or si;rvnnt, so 
that hv might go and pick it out fur yiiu. It has as many poinU for sicen- 
rate deNeri(itiijii OS a wriU'-n sij;uutnre — ita eolur, lidglit of crown, width of 
brim, lining, 8lc. Yio you tluuk thut friend or servant could l>y .iny possi> 
bility have pickeil ont your hat for yuu? And yui wlieu you wont yourself, 

' the moment your eye would ligbl upon it you insliintly n'^iigniiie it amongst 
a hundreit or Hvr bundriHl othei hai«. Familiarity with it has siuiupi'd its 
picture on your mind, and the mouiuut yuu aou it tlie hat fiUt and Jilt die 
pt'eturr OH your mind ta perfectly as itie same hat fits your head." The 
jury were evidently won and gave full cnNleoce tu ibe ridieuU^l witncMe*.

■nd to <»>nliiiiiig lli0 rl«w to At $i-jnatiin <mly—u\ma tbe dunliar <h»:trine 
of tbe Iftir of aindeDoe forhiddiftg » iMM^arMMi o^fAe taritrnt hmiltrtiingt 
of tbe puiyi sa a grooud Tor an i>|)iiiIon upon tbe identity or geuuiuuiHsu 
of ibe d^MUeIl writing. Aud tJiiii point waa itUly uid elaborately argued 
faj the priMoer's couumI. 

Tko learned prosecutor idl-i it tbus :

No, he would tie M strange to you an tliis acotime'l kuad has 
ever been atimuge to that worthy gentltunau. Col- Adam Dickiiuoo. but a 
glance at wbnae lace trauea ttie guilty authonhip diivci to thu priMucr M 
tfae kur." 

Thl* looat striking itluitraliQU aeumed to thrill tli« whole audianoe, at il 
vtrtnally earri^ ike jury. 

Hr. Peyloin never was a politioiau. lit* lajttu aud predilection lay not 
in tliat dtraction. But no matt wiu briier iufonncd of ihc course of puln 
Be affaira, nor had a keener iiiiiglit into thu dinrnutrr i>r moiivei of public 
m«D. Onoei and so br na I knew once only, did he purticipatu in tho do- 
bates of a ^eaideiitlol oaovas*. Il wua tbo memotaUo one of 1840; oud 
tbu upceoh wiu iJcliTdrei] ivuta tlie AllKUuatle kuitingL Ui» auiily«is of the 
political cliariicler uf ^iurtiu Van Buren, aud hit dolinealiuu of hi* tiublio 
carver from hia ik>4i-riion uf De Wilt Cliutou down to hii otwoifuioui uigra* 
Uniioti with Andrew Jnokaou, wat incisive aud niaittu'ly, aud all the mora 
p(in-iTrfiil aud lni|>reMive becauae pranounoed In a judidiJ rather llian a par- 
tiiau temper. CompeteDt Judgt!!i. li>ug familiar with th« vurj- able ha- 
ranguea awl debates oo that roitrum. liujclured it onn of the ablcvt tliat had 
b«en linieoed to by any Allwoiarte itudienoe. 

Of hia larvloea bi tbe Virginia Seniitv, I need oidy say, what ereiv odo 
wouM naturally expect, tliey were moU raluablu lh>m tliat enlighteued cou- 
MT^'Mlitm iu tbe prerentioii of crude and vicious legislation, lu tlMi but 
K«&iou of his flrtt tenu tu tlie teoaie a vlgurouN cflurl was rnado for the 
paxuxeofa tUiy^atc rattier iliau aa Increate of ttixiition. 

It liardly ueedi tu t>e caid Uiat lie oppoaed tlic funiux and nust.ainol tha 
latter mesHiTC with all the vij^ur of liia bonest and nunly nntiirv. Nor could 
be ever have looked with aiij patleoce upou that brood of enactmenta since

There uevur was a broader cuiiirnst prc^cnte^l in the same person tlian 
(liat between llowe Peyton the lawyer, tbo I'alilic Proseuutor. or even ths 
•euaiorial c^audidate aaioagAt tlie people, and thi^ saioe individual iti his owd 
liome, Ilere, iii (be mii)«c of hh family, or fiurroundeil hy IViend^, all the 
ri^r of his nianuer relaxed, aud he wils the model of an iifTeetiouato bus- 
buid and father, and the most genial of companions. Uc was "giveo to 
kospitaltty." and thei'e was perhaps no mansion in all tliis fiivvred region 
where it waa more generously aud olegnnily dispensed, through iDauy yean, 
Uian at " Montgomery Hall." 

In tlic war of 1813-15 he sorvcd with distinction ae major on 
tlio etatt'ofGen. Robert I*orter6cld, and on liis return was choten 
Diiiyor of the city of Staunton, and xcrveil till iKl 7. 

From the clo^c of ihc war he gave liis entire enerfties to the ppo- 
feseion. During this time the diHtin^iitsliiii^ iKciilinrities <ir hi* 
iotellect inaile theDiaelvea more inaiiifiNit. It wha nlifervid that 
ill nil of hia invt'-iiti<;ationN h!« philo«ophiciil mini) rt>«e uIkivg tlie 
technical iti cfl of the eyelcm of oommuii law to the eunEidcrarion of 
general principles, and he wa« never more eloquent than when ex- 
patiating upon those principles which lie at the foundation of all 
duly, and are vtjiiully npplicublv to nil it« forms. 

In I8S2 Mr. I'cylon inurricd his second wife, Ann Mnnlgomery, 
daughter of Col. ,John Lewis, of the Sweet Springs, by hiu wife 
Mnry, a daughter of Col. William I'rcoton, uf Sinithfichl. To her 
mrm nflection, which waa dioplaycd in ihc care of his only eon 
anil L-litld hy hiu lir»t marriage, Williiini Madison I'eylon, and as 
the companion of his long life and the mother of a rising family, Iw 
owed for many years that domestic liappini'Kd whicli wa« the chief 
■olaoe of hid life, nnd from which he allowed no pnhlic honun 
wholly to withdraw him. 

In 1S3(> ho was clceied state aenalor for the AugiiAta and Rock- 
bridge district, and eerved af^er a second election till l<t46, when li* 
reeiffned the position on account of hU declining health.

The great ihallow* tell of ialaudi that once rote aliove the wavet. In the 
jt»i 1701 the *' Sloop Mary " aiii:hor«il niider ilie }>:*> of an inhiiid of which 
no veMige now remains.* NorertbeleM. at tlie beginning of ibe sixtecuili 
ceoturj. when the French and SpAnisb uavigatora L-ame upon the cijuit. It 
prewuied eubttuutUlly tlie tame aipecl as lo-day. Then, aa now. the mark- 
ed fe*ttire of Ibe coant waa found iu the j{reiii rifli nbicb niaintaiued a 
deafcfiitii; roar, even at a dUUnce being ominous in the mariner's «ar. The 
floor of tbo sea was literally ploughed up by the roaring tide. The clastic 
age, however, bad pcuaed uvray, and tliu miilun, iualeud of referritig to 8cyl* 
la and Ckarybdis, applied utlier but nut lesd rmpliatio tiumeit, whiuli, whad^ 
ever may have been the languuge. alwiiys aiKiitficd ibe taino ibing— Tax 
Sboals; while the cape was known as The Cafe op the Shoals. Ver- 
razaao employed ibe term "alrtis," though otbere used such words aa 
" airecifes." " furalones," " mallebarre," " baiurier " niid ■■ Baxoa." 

ThU r«|jellatit cuuat more than uuce frustrated the scheme uf the Fieiiob, 
SfHUiiah and Duiub narigator. and ien'«d, in a lenke, lo check ibe edvaiics 
of continental euterjirise at a lime wlieu £iigli»hm<?ii wer« nui prepared to 
take poueasion of the New Kngluud dhureiu Still ilie KngltHh found ii far 
frotn ft (rletMllT coast, and for years the udvocucy of ibe Capo Cod Cunal 
has been marked by au undertone Huggcalive of the mariner's woe. 

In his letter to FrancU I. Verrazano does not mention the syrLiB, ibongh 
tbs deBCription of bis voyage implies a piusage around ibe cape. The 
thoall were probably descnbed in the " little book " lo nbicb he refers a* 
OOBtuniag delailSf while the map of his hrulliei' »bowB them proniineuily, 
ihs Und opposite being called "C. dclla BuHsa." which »ecms to be the 
•qoiralcnt of ~ balurier," applied in following lime. In the old carlology,. 
therefbro, Ca,pa Cod, under various names, is constantly coming to noticei. 
Two other point* nr« also indicated, and with even more prominesoe. 
TIhm are Sandy Hook and the Bay <rf Funtly. It io, indited, by the car» 
ftil ilndy of these three featnroi of t)i« old maps that we arc able to flrnpoa 
Ibe tm« place of Capo Cod, and to indioAte hovr well it was knowo to the 
•ailon KM geographers of tbo sixteenth century.

The earliutl map tbul liiu tu\y bt-'iiriug iiixin iliis subject is the tiiinnr- 
moui mn]) of 1527, wiiicli Mhout* -Suii'ly llnok lu "c. i). aronns," wliilo 
eaatwartt is tlie ironl "gutfu." nhicli umy imlicmi' the Hay of Funijy. In 
I£!9 «i« liavc the map of Ribcro, wliiub is «imilnr to tliu map of 1^27, 
thoiijih it lias more coait uainun. Busulei Saiiily Hook auil "j^ifo " u the 
iuilicaliuD of " e. de aret^ircn," ihoujcb it is pluceil eastward of what nfttm* 
to liuTu been Julouiloil (or llie Funobicot. Tbi-se mo mapH represent the 
Voyage of Guioirz, about wliiuh little is known. It was evidentl;r a piirlial 
Burvej, which at^vnuiits fur the failure of the iiiapH. On the other hand, 
Vurraxauo ciuiuiiied the coast from llie Cnroliuas to Now Fomidlaiid, and 
hU map is more defiuity. On this map. beiitk-s the '■ sirlin " and ■' linma." 
indicalinK Cape Cud, we limi the Hay of Fuiidy. while the Cape of 
Sandjr lleuk is also wt-ll dol)n<^I, the imnio being " LamiietIo."t 'iliewj 
three points were never lost sight of. The nnmea were freiiiienily changed. 
Bandy Hook often Iwing «Ilcil the Cape of Si. Mary or St. John. To 
Verriirano Iwluugi the erwlil of giving thwe poluia their Aral deJtnitioD, 
while hi& delineaiJoD of Sandy iluok exen-'ised a cucitrolliag influence over 
Freiieli map makers for nearly a hundreil yeurs. 

Paining by such tnapi as that of Ituniusio, 1^34, and the Propaganda 
Eoap of the same period.! let ui pruci'wl to the maji of Alouxo Chavee, as 
^Mcribed by Oviedo in 1537, who sets Itihero aside until after paaaJnr 
northward of Cape Breton, a region evidently not included by Ctiave«,f 
Prawiiig upon the mnp of Cbnveii. Ovicdn shows much knowledge of the 
three {luiotn under notice. Tho latitudes nre incorrect, but this is the <m9e 
with maps in general at that period. The Cupe uf the Arenas a put too 
far south. The latitude of the Iludsou, however. Is nearly right, being in 
41' N.. and the Kiitmlion is dnncrilH^tl perfectly. Thence. Oriedo says, tho 
GOiast Bl retches tiorlh-fiulerty to Ca|>e "Arrecifes;" while at a |)Ouit br- 
iber ou is t]ie Bay of Fundy, called " Bahia de la Enseuada." The dis- 
taiiOM. like the latiludi!*, arc inaccuratv. but the nnun fctatures of the ooaat 
are well described. The Hudson (Rio S. Autuniu) is depicted as running 
Di>nli and south, while eastward, boyond Arrecifes. there is an " archipeln- 
gO."ll This iluBcription alone would be tofllcient to escablish th« identity 
of Capo Cod. eullL-.| - Arrecifw," or the " Ite^f Cape." This latter word, 
it should be observed, is Arabfo, and b related to tho English " reef:" but. 
u the Cnstilian tongno uaproved, the word fell out of use. aud the pare 
Spanish word "Baxos" generally t4X>k its pl;tce, though on aunie t^haris 
the old "arrecir<a" was retained. The failure to understand tliis hu led 
to mudi ooufu&iou, some suppouug tbal the two namet referred to sepamte 
oftpea.

I'VcrraKSNo. The Orleliini of I't70~\!i73, 1AT5 and IJTd. copies the

maintain the identity of Baxos. Ortelius, like Mercntor, piit« Lexus aad 
Claudia in the right latitude, and the Bay of l-'iindy (B. de Ioe Comics) in 
Um proper place, though ' C. do Arenas " is too tar south, lie also du- 
plicates Cape Cod. 

Dr. Dee'* unpublished map of l.iSO, now in the British Museum, does 
Dot follow Mcrcattir in his outline of the Now Knglanil coast, but copies his 
error in putting " arrecifos " (Capo Cod) east of tho Noiumlwsa, though 
showing Sandy Hook and the Bay of Knndy io (heir proper plaoea. 

Lolt** map of I'lH'i eIiows .Sandy Honk as " Carcnni," but pnti Claudia 
coat of whiit was intended for Norumhoga, thus reflecting the miatako of 
Mercator. 

In iiSZ Hukluyt's friend, Stephen Rellinger, of Rouen, sailed to Capo 
Breton, and tboneo connliHl south-wcMcirly six huTidicd miles, which would 
hare taken him near Capo Cod. lie " Iiud (rafiijue with the people in tenno 
or twclue placeK."t Ilakluyt layi. uiing the term in the seusc of exploring, 
that he ** din-one red vury dilicrntly cc. leagues lowardes NorumUcga," llto 
latter term being used in 11 loonc way. Ho doubtless snir Cnjio Cod. 

Bellinger's entcrjiriio leenied to stir up the men of St. John cle Lue, 
" who sent Insloyere tosiillictte the Krcnebe Klngc andliii CouukcII toplit»l« 
there.*'!

Tlio "now map," as well an the work of Linsehoten, mnat hove lieeu in 
the hnnd^ of Barlholotnew Go4uoM when he uiiled on liis voyajiu in I6(l'2. 
Thig brinffs us to the repulud •' Dincoverer" of Caiw) Coil.t and recnllu the 
^t thnt &Ir. Bancroft, In ApoukiuK of tiuioold, says, *' Cupe Cod was th« 
fint (pot io New Kngland ever trod by EngliBUuien."§ This, ucvcrtlidust, 
ia uDtnic, u other Knjtlishnien wore on ibo coaec of New Knglniid long be- 
foire. Nor is it probable ihnt Goinold was the llrst Englithmati who landed 
upon tbo Ciipo.ll Still, Goanold is popularly credilod at the " Discovurcr." 
Upon what, thon. is bis claim baaed ? The answer hu alrcwly lucn givftii, 
a* ihn Cnpo had been well known to Keograplior* over aince the time of 
Terrazano and Gomez. Under the circuniBtancos, tho advancomeiit of Goa- 
nold in this connection is a little cnriuns. 

Pint of all, it shonld be noticed that Go«nold made no cinim for bim- 
■elf. It i« aimply recorded that he gave the present namo lo tho Cape. 
Oti tlic other hatui no e.-irly writer made any claim on bis behalf. It is Iruo 
that, in 160'J, when Undson was on the coast, Jnet, his pilot, wmle in the 
Journal, "This is that headland which Captaine Bariholomew Gosnold dis- 
oorcrcd in the year 1G02. and culled Cape Cod."^ Juot, however, ntea this 
wont, not in the modern sense, but simply Ui convey the ifloa of exploration 
or lurvey. This was the coinmoa use of the word in English. In iho con- 
tineiilal langiia)>e8 it was employed in the same way. The failure to appro- 
date this fact has led to bluuderu.** Verranano says that he " dUcovorod " 
{diteofitrto) countriea that all the world knew were discovered in thn mod- 
em sense that is found, many yoara before. Thus also liarlow '* dismvitrcd " 
Virginia in 1A84, at a time when the rej;ion was already famous; while tho 
Dutch in 1614 "discovered" portions of New Ivng land well depicted in 
the published French maps of 1G09 and IG13. All such writers as Mourt 
(Morton), 8mith, Bradford, lioiiier and Josselyn, use the word "discover" 
iu tho sense of to explore or survey. Hubbard kept up the usngi\ and ila 
general signilicaiiou was always underntuod. Juet simply meant to say,

tD(«r]>riie, wbilo his own ioteru«t* would pceveni biin fram mukiu^ i>ny over 
ilMWDiMit. It inu»l bu ctiucedrd. ibLTt-fure, tbui ilie Dutdi v/are thus 
earlv at (ho Ihidsun ; and. m Om way lionie luy ulon;; Cape Cml towards 
ll>e bankn of Xeivfuuiidlund, they inudt hrtvi* been fiimiliur with the region. 
Tlie llndMMi wa* llieir wntml point for thn tnule in peltry, uml ibenoe 
tbev ranged tlie coast fur and wide. Tbry <lid not imblish tlieir operalloos, 
whfch would bate defeated thi^ir plum, bul ibey went buck and fonb quietly 
eolleotitii' ilit-ir ^altu, liuinji eontfolpd wilb the solid profit*. 

If any mlditioiiBl evidence were waiittd. it could be found in eonnection 
witJi AUi-foiMee, who viiu on the ooiuL war iliu year l-'>4'2. In his narra- 
tive il wan described a« " a cnpe wbicb i* lii;:b Inud. and bus a j-mit Inland 
■ml three or four small otias." Tbe refeL-eme here npjieurs to lie the VMt^ 
beth f:T«up. poaribly In counection with Nantucket.

Tlie aii«iver is at hstid. la the lanj[tuj!:o of 
that ptrifKl. the term " llope" iDd(>e<l Iiad ii< modeni ■ignifloaiiuu, bat to 
tbJR wa« Aild^l another and a goograjiliii-al ineuiiing, being equivalent to hii 
opiriiini; ill the hillft. The term, as used in the narrative, hud a ditubli! sig. 
tiiHruiiinn. (losnoid wai on the lookout for a paBsnga through the himl to 
tho Iixlios. As late as 16C0 the land aepariirini; Eh« Atiaiitii: ttova the 
Pacilii' vrss aapposed 10 be only about two hundred and flfty inilfli} wide. 
When Gmnold saw the ajien water, he thoii:;ht. ho had what, in modern 
parlance. i« Bometitnes oilleil " a f^tr show." In the tract* appended to 
tho iiarraiivo of Uo3Tiold*« voyage, amon;; the reason* urged in favor of 
explorntiou was, that lome voyage would yet "conduct iis (o the hopes 
tlijiC men ilo ;;i'eoiii!y thirst after." and to a " way to bo made part over- 
land and {Mirt by rivers and lakes into the Soiilh iSe.a unto Cathay, Cliiua 
tLuA thote passing rich eounirie^ 'yiirg in ihe east partx of tlio world." 

Ilrikhiyt, in sotting I'ortii " loiluL-cmeots " for the voyage "in 40 and 42 
degrrrt a( latitudo," apjiended to Krereloii, m'TUiicinB as his liHh, "a great 
po»ihilily of further iliHooveries of other regioiiK from tlie north part of the 
Mime land by sen," thus givin-^ the trade to the [tidies. 

Thi" was the Iwautiful drenin of Gosaold >nil all the men of his time. 
Dernier, when at New York, in Hi 10. where llixlson ^-ainly KOarched in lti09, 
fondly believed thai be liad reacheai the ffalenuy to the oa«t. It was everj 
irny llliin;;. therefore, to eall what appeared lo bo a water gnto through llie 
l*tid a " llojie." Thu term was perfectly iitte1Iit;ii>la to the goognipher* 
of tlic time. Hut why the "Shoal" 1Io[h.>? Thiii loiult to t)ie stalvmeDt 
that (j'i«nold seemed to know bis g'^""*' : "' heforo any shoal water i> 
nctitioned ho applies the name of " .^lioal llo|ie." while after the bhallotr 
water is found he eonliniis the name. It would iippcar thai ho had the grew 
■honl in tnind, and. knowing that bo wiu iivni' it, employed the oqnivalent 
of the llaxos (lint he had neon on the maps of Wyttli«I, and rcoil al>oiit on 
the Kiiglith piij^e of Liiisclioten Uiliers liit'l found nothing to boajit of or 
10 URuro their courage in paMing along this rrgion, but it would looin 
ftliDoiit fts though Goshold deured to ■igDaliKo his visit to tliia place, by COH- 
Dccting it with somctliing uniiiue. 

Thut ha knew his position is evident, lie hml come forth on tlus voy- 
age vrilh ihc letter of V«rra»aiio in hi^ haml.S and was iu «rnr(-h of the 
ngion where the Island of l.uiha lay. so isUnil which, as " Claudia," was 
depictoil noar tlie Capo of Gainas on the mnp of Molyneux. It was the 
"Bittiatioti in fourtio degrees" thai C.irli>.lo dcs^irrtd to colontxe in loO.l.j 
It waa tlwi oxact region that Sir Humphrey Gilbert soiled for od liis fatal

lied a \A'illoughby, The sentence above quoted from Margnret 
M'iIIou(;hhy'a will gav« tbo ueo<]ed clew, and opened a place for her 
in tbc lAA'k poli^rce. which Col. Chester had already drawn up. 
including "all the Locks who ever lived in Eiifrhind." The follow- 
ing nbttract of these researches of our leapned fellow-countryman was 
kindly sent hy him to Mrs. Suliahury, wife of Prof. Etiward E. 
Sali^ibury, of New Haven ; and ii> hy her contributed to the Keo- 
it)TKi[, witli «omc few notes added by her hushitnd.

JONATHAN BROWN BRIGHT was born in Waltham. M«^ 
AuhuRetu, April 23, 1800, and died there. Dee. 17, 1879. 

"The BriyhW of Siiff<ilk, Knghind," print- 
ed for private diitribiiiion in 1858, but acccMlbli: to •genealogical 
inquiren, clo9ca with Honry Bright, Jr., who came to New Eng- 
Inod in 1630, a»d ttelUed in Watcrtown, Mubb. Henry Bright, 
Jr., mnrricd Anne Goldrtone. who came from Stilfolk, Kngland, 
'm 1634. Through her he inhcrilty] thu honH>«t6ad of her parents, 
in Walertown. eaet of and adjuinlng the estnto of the late .lohn I*, 
(^.ihing, and o])|M>&ilc that of die late Alvan Adama. Here Hcniy 
Blight, Jr., lived niid di«d. 

His son, the first Nathaniel Bright, of Watcrtown, married Mary 
Cooiidge, of the F.^me ton-n ; and their son, the second Nathaniel 
Bright. tnarrie<) Ann Bowman, all of Watertown. The homestead 
of the second Niithanid Bright was ahout three-fourths of ft mtlo 
weat of the Oiildtttone place, and «<LiII remains in the hand* of bis 
dOBoeodanls. The old hou«c upon it, taken down in 1877, was said 
to have hccn built before 1700. 

TIte third Nathaniel Bright, son of the second, married Svbil 
Stone, of Sudbury, Mass., a deaccndatil of Gregory .Stone. Tticir 
son John Brij^hl, of Walttuun, initrrit-d KtizubetJi Urown. of Wft- 
lertown, daughter of Cant. Jonathnn Brown. This John Bright 
settled, in 177G, in Waltliam, where ho lived until his death, in nis 
87th year, in IHW. Ilis ten children, of whom .louathan Brown 
Bright was the youngeat, were born in the house which stood nearly 
wbm that stands in whicli the hitter died, on the main highway 
into AVoltluim. on the eastern bank of Beaver Brook, the estate 
being divided by Groyc Street. 

Elixabeiti Brown, the motlier of Jonathan B. Bright, was ft 
daughter of Jonathan Brown, of Watenown (captain in the army 
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nt Lwkc Gcorjjo. 1758) and Esther Maeon, of Watcrtown. « de- 
Kendtint of Hugh Mason. C'a[>t. Joiiittlinn Brown was a eon of 
Jonathan Droivn, of Watcrtown, nni) Ett;:ii))cth Simunila, of I^z- 
iDglon. Thi» Jonnthnn was eon of Capt. Abraliam Brown, of W»- 
tertown, and Mary Hj-dc, of Newton. Ciipl. Abrshatn Brown 
dropped the final c, ivhich hia father Jonathan Browne and grand- 
father Abraham Browne hail carrie<l. Abraham Browne had mar- 
ried Lydia , in Enghtnd, and #vtlJed in \Vatertown, "Sliua. j and

The old Bniwn catntc, nn onginnl grant to the first Abritham, 
now reduced in eizc, ia still owned by descendants of the name. 
The main body of the house was built by Cupt. Ahralmni Brown, 
but a part is still more ancient. It stands on th« road from Water* 
town village to Waltham, a little to the ca«t of the o*tiit« ODce 
owned by Gov. Gore, afterward by Theodore Lyman,

John Bright, the fiithcr of Jonathan Brown Bright, was n far- 
mer and a tanner. Unly two of tho dcscenilanis of tlvnry Uriglit, 
Jr.. are known to have received a college cduention; Houry, Har- 
vard 1770, and Nathimiel Francis, Harvard I86fi. But they have 
Ih^cu and are, almost withont exception, men of good senac, with a 
taste for rciuhng, and of prncttcal HDUiid judgment. Mr. John 
Bright's largo family made industry an essential virtue among Ida 
children ; and his strictly religious character made him a strict disci- 
plinarian to enforce it. At the ago of four Jonathan B. waa sent 
to the diMriel school ; and during the next ten years wils taught to 
read, to write and to cypher, working nl home durinj* the long vaca- 
tions. At fourteen he was sent for one quarter to W'"ciitford Acade- 
my ; after which he took lessons for a short time of the Rev. Sam- 
oel Ripley, 00 long pastor of the first pariah, AValthain ; but, having 
no desire for a collegiate cduoatioa, he rexumed labor on the farm 
and in the tan-yard. 

In 18tG ho attended, one term only, Framingham Academy. 
The next year, having no more taate for tanning or farming than 
for study, l>c went, with an older brother, to New Orleans by sea, 
thence up the river to St. Louis, and became his brother's clerk in 
a store. Here he remained until of age, with the exception of one 
season in a branch store at Franklin, on the Missouri. As ww>n oa 
be was of ago he began a retail business for himself in 8t. Sl«- 
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phcRe, Alabama ; but tho next year moved to Seima. Buringthc fol- 
lowing year, 1823, of tl>c eeren meo of northern tnirth in Uwt town, 
four Jieil of fever x ani] the otlter three, includuig Mr. Brigbl, suffered 
■CTcrely with the sami- <li«riue. ThU dmtlctl him t» qtiii (he Hoiith. 
la 18:i4, finding no vcsacl at Mobile for BosKin, he went to New 
York and sought emplavment. Making an engagement with Black- 
Uoclt, Merle & Co., cotton brokers, he jmid first a brief visit, after 
MTCD ycant' iil)»ci>c«, to \m home ; llien returning, spent tweniy-Gve 
yearn in New York, firnt n» derk. aflcrwanU bm j>Hrtner; tlie firm 
changiog to Morlc & Bright, nnd then to Merle. Bright & Co. 

In 1849 he returned to the homestead on Beaver Brook, then 
occupied by his maiden sinter Mary ; with whom also an uomarried 
brother John resided. Mr. Bright built here a larger house a few 
feet caat of the old one ; ami he nnd hi* only ohild, tvith the brother 
and fritter, constituted the fumily. Thirty-two yeara al>Kncc had 
not diminished his attachment to the old place and to tho compan- 
ioDB of hie childliood. They passed away befure him, but tlie thirty 
jeare of quiet enjoyment which followed his retirement to the ])lace 
of Via birth, were made much hap|iier by the prolongation of the 
sister's life nearly to the close of his own. 

In lt^:f 7 Mr. Bright married Miss Mary Ilugucnin Garbrance; 
bat his happiness with her was intenuiited by her early death in 
1830. Her only child, a duughler, came with her father ti> Walt- 
ham in 1849, and lu 18(>1 riisrried her cuuKiii Wdlium Ellery Bright. 
They with tfacir three children still occupy the estate. 

The thirty years, from 1»49 to 187y,'in which Mc Bright liTcd 
free from aeiive UisincsB cares, were by no means yearK of idleucai. 
With the CKCvption of a journey in 185!) to Nni>*au. Havana, New 
Orlcaui and St. Louis ; and a shorter one in 1860 to BuSido and 
Quebec ; the occupation of all thoeo years was found in his native 
town, doing private kinduessea and fostering puhhc improvemente. 
I reineuilier that one of the corlicat impreMious I received of him 
waa from the chninmin nf lEie board of ussniior*, who told me that 
be hud just had a peculiar experience ; Mr. Bright had come in, 
after the town bad been aeeessed, and said, "You hare not made 
my tax large enough ; add bo many thousand dollarfl to my personal 
property." It revealed the diameter of the man ; it was both liia 
integrity nnd hi» public spirit that mixle him thus voluntarily assume 
a larger proportion of the public cxpcoscv. 

In 1866 he was put on a town committee to select ground for n 
new ccmctpry ; drew up the report whicli was accepted, and named 
all the avenues in the new grounds. Mt. Feake. iificr ancient Walt* 
ham familietf ; a l^iken of the strong interest which he liven took in 
the matter of genealogy. 

He (umi«hcd a good deal of valuable local history and antiqtia- 
tian lore to the W'altham Sentinel and the Waltbam Free Press, 
during the years 1856-18t>3. He was iiD active prumuter and lead-

er of the Union League of tlie (uwn during llic civil war ; nnd bc< 
fore that in th« orgiinizatioii of n Farmer'* (Hub, which is «till in 
AOlivc optrution. But the tvirc-pulling Di-cctwiir}' to fuocns in eMX- 
rj'ing on mitttcrs dependent on popular votca was eo dielastcful to a 
man of his pure, siuijilc and munly integrity, that, after ltf5tt, ho 
resoliiiely decUued to aerve »□ uiiy cummitii^e in town afl'iiii-d. 

In IS'lfi^, juBt before miiring Irom buDinvds in New York, Mr. 
Bright nceidentsUjr hcnrd that Dr. Hcnrj Bond, of Philadelphia, 
had a genealogy of the Bright family. Mr. Bright had a great in- 
terest in th»t matter, although u]> to that lime he had had no leisure 
to cxumine it. He immi^dinU-ly wrote to Dr. Bond, and the corre- 
•pundvnee woa kept up until the latter gentleman'* death. Dr. 
Bond proved to have dMccnded, io one lino, from Henry Bright, 
Jr., and was also remotely connected with Mr. J. B. Bright by 
the marriage of his gr.indfather to Mr. Bright'e aimt. Di'. Bond 
riailed Mr. Hrighl at Waltliuin an<l upent acme weeks there, while 
both WL're much engaged in collecting genealogical material. Mr. 
Bright aftvrwuni employed Mr. H. G. Somcrhy to make reeearehea 
in England; and in 1858 printed bis Taluablc records of "The 
Brighis of Suffolk, Eng." 

Since that volume wus jirinled Mr. Bright biii c<tllected material 
which would fill throe nmre volumes of the same size, rehiling to 
tlie fumily on this tide the Atlantic, and to other families of the 
Mine name.* 

The deticendanta of Henry Bright, Jr., have been mostly farmer* 
aod nicchaniw, ocoaatonally shopkeepers, none holding other tlioa 
' town or parish offices ; but none dishonoring the name. The num- 
ber bcJiring the name is fimnll, not exceedtnz. to the year 1850, one 
hun<lrcd and tifty ; but the descendauta in the Jemale line liave been 
more numerous. 

By n will dated December 15, I860, Mr. Bright bequeathed to 
Hnrvanl College fitiv thousand dollars, the income of whieh sh<^uld 
ho equally divided between the purchase of books for the college 
libi-nry and the au|i|Kirt of sdii)lar«lii{is to which Brigbts, lineally 
and legiti mutely descended from Henry Bright. Jr., shall have pri- 
ority of einim. "I have selected Harvard College, " he says, "the 
most ancient and venerated seat of learning in my native state, to 
be the custodian of iliia leg.icy, as an expreesion of my appreciation 
of ita liliernl yet conservative character; tnuling that its govern- 
ment will always ri'Mpcrt the nincerc convictions of the reeipiciit* of 
the income iht'reof." \\\f dnnghter was made sole executrix, and 
by a codicil her husband was added as co^xecutor. They have paid

Mr. llriglil"» phraric " liberal yet coneervalive character," wliicb 
he ftppltc* 10 tlt« college, miglit kcU be einjiloycd in describing him- 
•olf. With an cncr;;}' of chiiriictcr whit^h in low thnn thirty yetst 
lifted bim from Utc humbk-sl coDimcrcinl bc<^tiDiiig to a compcleDoe 
thnt could 3fri>rd such a le^cy, be combined n genuine shrinking 
motkiiy wiiti-h obscured \»a worth from careless eyea. H\» energy 
led him to join in aiding libendising movements ; hi» modesty held 
biu in rcKTTC and allowed lii« cool sound judgment to keep him in a 
more oonservativo position. Ilia independence wo« maintained by this 
happy aelf-reatniiui, which would allow bim to run into neither cx- 
Uvnic of rttiinding by old errors nor of rushing; into new ones. Early 
in life tic mioptcd viewtf of the ebriatiflu religion in Hulntantiid ngree- 
nwnt with tboifcof Dr. Clianning, and he never miw rciuon to urodify 
them io any eescntinl degree. Uis warmest virtues were kept, as it 
were, cool imd in the back ground by this wise and modest aiution. 
He gave time, labor and money to many good causes, public and 
private; and he gave wilh a. kindly, cheerful spinl; yet bo unos- 
tcntfttiouEly and so wisely that menV attention wiis more taken up 
with the results of the action than wilh tlie action itself. In priratA, 
penooal kindnesses be exercised a great delicacy : so that, in somo 
taatm, thv recipient of a needed help received regular pei'ioilicul duno^ 
ttons of a fised sum. mid endeavored for »ome time in vain to know 
IVom whom, or through wbut channel, they came : in other ca«es tho 
recipient tliought of the gifts as tokens of friendship rather than aa 
uiy pecuniary aid. 

Un Sunday he rose from his chiur to remove the blower from the 

I grate, and from Home unexplained caiuc fell, and fnictured his right 
uip. Tlie shock proved (no great fur hiN pbyticiil strength, and on 
Wednesday he passed quietly to his rest; sustainod in his last 
days, as during his whole life, by an unfaltering cheei'ful trust in the 
blc»Md promUe* of the Gospel.

'llio past year, if wc cs«pt rhe usual turmoil in the Eiist and the 
disquietude and distress in Irclmtd, haa beeu remarkable for the 
peace and profpt'riry of ilic world. No great wars liuve drenched 
Die earth with l)l«od, and ni> great revnIutioiiH have i^htikcn the 
thrones of luonarchie^. In our own land, the year has been tliu moot 
tnemorable one in its history, for rapid advancement and general 
pmvperity, placing it only third on the roll of cominercinl nations of 
Um! globe : and the pea<»ful clccliim of niiuther President of the 
Uniro<l State* Ii-id been cvcrvwherc recognized as the precursor of 
•till greater growth, wealth and power. 

Most heartily tlo I rojniiie to meet ngitin tin mnny old friends with 
whom I luivtf dt'iod nhoulder to shoulder for a lung conrne of yc&n 
ia Aoda] inlcrcouriw and in efforts fur the advancement of our 
Society, whose roiccs are ahvnvs heard with pleasure, and wlio«e 
prewncc always adds dignity and enc-ourngcmeni to our work. 

Many who were wilh uh a yeitr ago have pusited the bridge of 
life, and wait for nn un ihc other shore. While we mourn their loaa. 
ami may find consolalion in thoso promises which are everlasting and 
imperishable, wo should reiucmher tlmt our lives arc transitory and 
•hort. Alt are subject to the Almighty behvut that declares "dust 
tbou art and unto duHt nhnit thou return," — wc soon pasa away like 
rinplea un tlic «urfav,c of the water, or n shadow passing over the 
plain. Man rives as the flower in spring time, blooming with bright 
anticifMtions of ripening years — revelling in the summer-tide of 
bvor and honor, when suddenly there eomes "a froiit, n killing 
fro*t.~ at»d he witherci and .-ilnkn lik<! the faded loaf to mother earth. 

During the past year, ax will be seen by the Hilton i>grnphcr'« re- 
port, forty-fonr members of the Sociely have died. Of most of 
tbcin a|)propri«te notiec has been taken in the record of our pro- 
wediugs. This is a larger number than in any other year aincc the 
fbrniAtion of our Society. Their average age is over semnty-ooe 
jcar*, being about the same as for the last live ycara.

Mr. Slaftor, chairman of the 
commitico for .amuiging and binding them, which will be submiued 
at this meeting. 

Joel Muneell, Esq., of Alt>any, tniinirMted in many vim,y* a d«ep 
inten>itl in thid Society. F»r tbrcc yean he wiut (he publiaher <u 
(be New England Histitricnl am! Oeu'.-iilogicit! Register, and for more 
tbnn twenty yoar» wae a trcqiicnt donor to our librarv. He petfi'rmed 
nable service by tlie publication of hia oumrrous works, which an 
uf con»tantly im^reasing value to hiatoricul mudentti. 

The Hon. I'fle^ Sprnfrne, IjT^.I)., honored and rtvpcetcd for hiai 
Icng public mcrviee, baring beld the ufBec of L^niicd Slatca Senator 
aix years, and United SUilcs District Judge for twonlv-five years — 
a gentleman universally i-espectod for hie genial diepaiition, int^^^ 
of character and judical decisions. He wan luic of the oldett 
mcmbcru of our Society. 

The Hon. Hit^bard Frolbingbnm, LL.D,, held a high rank anwoff 
American historical (vriters. Uis "History of the Siege of BostMl, 
"History of Cliarleiilown," "Life o( Geu. Jnaeph Warren," "Kiie of 
the Kcpublio." and utber works, arc modds of cnnneicnliou* n.-Maid] 
and critical aoumen. His memory will be held in grateful reooUoction 
to tbc latest dny of our republic. 

The Rev. E<dwin Hubbell Chapin, D.D., "one of the most power- 
ful and elfeclive pulpit orat^irs in America." during a long and itao* 
ful life baa been a public epeak<.T before numeniiii* literary associa- 
tions, and has exercised a great influence in promoting the cau«e of 
temperance and other moromonls of moral rclbrm. Ho is the 
author of many religious and other works extensively circulateil both 
nt honiR Olid abroad, which have placed lilm in tlie front rank of, 
public men. 

The Rev. Silas Keteluim, whose New Hampshire Biographical 
Dictionary, on which lie was engaged for many years, boa been Wt^ 
rortunnlely left nnliniiihed, was a writer of much talent, oitd of in> 
defiitigable perscveraneo in collectini; historical and hiograpbioal facta.] 
His manuscripts relating to New Hampshire biogniphy, consistinff 
of about one tbouHtnd articl<TS riiitly I'or tlii' press, witli materials for 
two thousand more, were bequeathed by bim to this Society. We 
sbidl endeavor to have this work completed according to lus ploD, 
and published. '

Antony tliuBC irho were with uh at our Imtt Annual Meoiin};, were 
the Uev. Sminucl Cutler, the HiRtorioi^nipher uf thiv Sodeiy, and the 
RcT. George Punchanl. Mr. Culler wae Hioturiogmpher for fiv« 
an<l a half ycnr«, and difchnrgcd the duiies of his ofBi'o with nhility 
and (iTcnt fidelity. He wasnn active co-worker, deeply intcic«(cd in 
the progrcM of our work. He took a lively intcreitt in all benevolent 
eS'oru. especially in Uie CliriHtiJun faith, of whidi im- thirty yeara he 
WM a faithful niinistei, a contcientions laborur, a winr cuunKellur and 
mw friend, whose abidin); faith in the joy« of a better world gave n 
dutrni and beauty to his litV. When I miw him Wt, be guve me 
UlM parting beneiliction, — "If we nureCnut n::»in in thi.-> worM, I hope 
«• dull walk the itrcela of the New Jerusalem together in tliu world 
abova." 

The Rev. Mr. Pnnehard wa« truly a christian man, in whose char- 
acter were combined eboeriulncvd, iiymjMithy and love. He wad active 
in nil ilie bi;n(!v<di-nt objeet4 of the nge — in the pulpit, tlie selionl, 
iumI the cdiloriiil chair. The later years of bis life were devoted to 
viBiting the suffering and »ick. and going about doing good. Although 
rafferuig iVnm severe trials himself, be wiu alwaye cheerful and pa- 
liciit, never for u moment wavering in hiei trust in God and a glorious 
immoriodily beyond the ^ntve. He wits n man of literary tiule und 
■UCDMve reading, and wa« connected with the Uoelon Tniveller for 
many years. Hie writings were marked wkb great eimplicity and 
force of diction. He ivaa especially attached to tlie pure SasoD. 
remarking to me once, after iJie delivery of an address, " Never, my 
fnend, uae Latin while you enn apeak your mother timgue." 

Side by titde tlicae gonllcinen sat on our Inst annivcrvitri', pnimot* 
tag by their presence and woi-ds tJic objects of our Society, and we 
fondly hofic they are now uniting their voices in the melodious sooga 
of the bWl. \\j tlieir gentle deportment, christian character, sym- 
pathy, Bud earnest prayerK fur the welfrtre of their fellow men, tliey 
won the affeciions of all tvlio knew tbcm. and ne cherish tlie fond

ourlh. Thcif work is done, nnd well done I We loourn no blij^ited 
liupe*. Their livea wcte rounded out in Um: full growth uf godlr 
men. Many others wlui liavu liecn iliFtin^tii»iii;() in itiililic lifa: nii^it 
lie mentioned, l>ut we liiive iinly npice to n.ime, llic Hon. Jiicob H, 
L<nid. tlic iliin. ICIins Ilnttkut Oerhv, Col. J. IlcmphiJ] Jonca, 
Col. John T, llcnrd. and the Hon. Williain B, Spooner. 

The average nge of our dec^imed meiubera gives ii greater length 
of life tlian lliat idluUvd by tlie ggiHl liook Ut iiiiiii; cliu» uflurdingi 
IterliiipH, m>n»' evidi-noc, n« Iiiih l)COn »iipjn-^itt'd, ihnt our aMociitlioa 
it H "lite prewrviiisi in»lllut!un."

The annual reporta of the various departments of our Society, 
which are to he submitted at this time, afford •;ratifytng evidence of 
our pro}i;resaivear)d prosperous condiiioii, and ufihoiuereasinf; interest 
inaairesied by the public lu the objects we are seeking to promote. 
These are, the eoUeelion and preservntiun of Historical, Biogniphieal 
and Gencalofpra) material, and the cultivation of an improved tAJit« 
for historical etudlcs. Uur Library contains lli.OOO volumes and 
50.000 piimphlcts, and its collection of Local ilistunes, such as 
towns, cities, counties and parishes, is very large. In family hia- 
toricit, it is more e-xieti>ive ihiin any other in imr country. lliidcr 
the care and supcrviHiim of its connnittcc, and tlic untiring labors of 
Mr. Dean, the Librarian, whose cheerful devotion to our work wc 
desire gratefully to acknowledge, it is now generally considered one 
of the heat depositories of historical information. 

In this connection, I am happy to state, that among the important 
Inbors of our member* the piwt year, and which will be valuable 
ncquieilions to our libraiT, arc those of the Boston Kerx>r<] Commil- 
siouers, Messrs. William 11. Whitmore and William 8. Applctoo. 
Since our Inst meeting, another volume, containing their fourth re- 
port luid the eariiciit records of Don-hcHter, has been issued, and 
uther volumes are now in press, under tlic able and praiseworthy 
superintendence of that committee. 

The first vi.hiiue of the Suffolk County Record of Deeds, which 
wnif in a dilapidated condition, has liiiely been printed in a beautiful 
octavo volume at tlie request uf the leading niembors of tlte Suilolk 
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tMT. bjr the Bo*rd of A!<tern>iMi of the City of Boeton, acting u 
Oonniy coinmiAtionfr*. The volunui, bceidos tu UMfiiliKM to the 
oonroyiuicvr m n reooni of ilie Dranafera of astitci in early timest 
hM ■ ^rt*t raluc as a repoaiurv of liUtnrical facts illuBtTHling tbe 
history of the oietropali? of New Kn^liiiK). Tlie labor of copyiug 
this volume and aupcrintcniling tlic prCK». was enirutted to aiiotlior 
member of thie Society. <klr. W.IIiniii B. Trn^, wh<)«« t>kill in <)o 
eyp^ering tbe obeourc ohirogmpby of those limeii i« ncknotvleilgcd 
by nil. Hv hits mn<lo an nccuratc copy of the book, with nil the 
abbreriiilionfi, eu that the in<iuirer will have no occa^ioD to consult 
the origuwl. An in^^niouK and thonni^h iu(i<;x, in five diviHions, 
fa» been jiraiMureO by slill anotliLT niombor, Mr. John T. ILi««ani, 
Mr. Tmsk rendering material neeistancc. Mr. HnuMtni hiM «pont 
gmtiiitoncly nuifh tinio and labor in perfectina; the volume. 

It i«to bo hoped that our ejry and county will continue the good 
work tiiey have so w«ll be^iin, and that tlie Ommonwealth of Ma»- 
Mchuwtu will follow their example. Uur cnrly iirohivei in tbo 
Swretary of .Stutv*8 office are of priceless value ; »id there it no 
good excuse for delaying longer to |ireaerve them from the risk of 
dcctntction, and muke them x^ccoflitile to tbe people. If entrusted 
to competent and jiulieiiiiu hando, » volume eonld be printed every 
year till tbey arc oomplvttid, without an unreuaouable draft on the 
public trcafiiry. 

It is with great pleasure that I am able to-day to state, as will also 
be seen by the liijmrt of the committee to whom tbe Society are 
much indebted for ^Ttitiiiioui* Inlwrs, ilmt the firsi voIum<- of bio> 
graphio* of deceii«til members of this Society, printed at the ehni^ 
of tbo Memorial I'\ind founded by our lamented associate, the tat* 
William B. Towne. will soon bo rea*ly for delivery, w it is alrealy 
ininted and in the binder'* hniidx. The volume contains biographiea 
of all (he memi>ere of this Society, forty-three in number, who died 
before the voar 18^3, embracing some of (lie mont prominent 
per*t>n«, in their day, in this country, and the memoirs arc from the 
peu of otmpetent writen, among wiiom will be found some of our 
most disiioguiehed authorf. 

Tbe objceu and intentions of this Society are no well known to 
you, as to require but little notice at thiit time, and (lio duty and 
importAneie of susinining it would seem to need no ar<{ument from' 
me. I cannot, however, refrain from expressing the disappoiotJDOnt 
and surprise I feci, that no largo bequests or donations have been 
made to us durin;; t)te pji«t year. Let mo tl)cn-for« suggest nguo, 
the expedtoiicy of keeping this subject couHiantly before oar incmbors 
and friends. If, in the diiitrihution of their wealth, a few noble ex- 
amples by donation or be({Ui-8t were to be made, fur the promotion 
of oar iibjcctB, tlwy would exolic others to similar oots of benevolence, 
and wDuhl suggest what i« eminently tnie, tliat our Society is wor- 
thy of tho generous patronage of an cnligbtoned community. So 
VOL. zxxr.

In my oddress to the Sodety Inst year, I fpoke of the iinportnnco 
of cnlnrged iiccomtntKliition* for our Ubrnry. Evory reluming un- 
niversary rundcn our wuut in tbi« dircirtiun »till mort: prceouig. 
tiincu our liiet moctiog wc have purchnocd two dtablc4 in tbo rear of 
tile 8ocioly*a House. The land on which tho<»e two eiructuroe stand, 
together with au unoccupied piece which already belonged to tlie 
Society, will <'nnt>lu us to enlarge our biiildin)r to about twice iu ! 
prenent capacity. The experience of the piut tenches ua that tJiis ] 
enlargetnont ehould be made at once. The tntcre^t in family and 1 
loc«l hiator)-, which we have done eo much oureelvee to create, waa 1 
never increuclng more rapidly tlian at the preaciit moment. Invea- J 
tigatora crowd to our library n« the ai)urce of a Urge part of ilio ] 
material which they wish to incorporate into their works. I regret 1 
to Bay that while our doord arc open, and in the intercat of hi«lury \ 
wc extend to them a cordial welcome, we have not really the room 
to give ihem tmitnble and couvenit-nt accommodations. Having 
undertaken by tJiu cetnbltshmcnt of this Society thirty-five yeora 
ago to HCimuliite studies in these deportments, wc muet nut in ita 
pruecutstage [intnny hindrance in the way, or, in other words, fail 
to offer the mo#t nniple facilities for tlieir successful prosecution. 
The space for the proper urrangeinent nnd diftjihiy of our books and 
jtamphlets is too narrow and contntctcd. In some depurtnieDta 
the room !h at present sufticicnt, and will be for itomc lime to come, 
but in otiiers, anil in the most important ones, it is wholly inadequate, 
the volumuK arc crowded together in double or triple rows, render- 
ing it difficult to wiilidran- ihcm from their hidin<; places, us well oa 
puriluus to the security of their bindings. Fur oitr pumphlcle wc 
need twice the roon^ they now occu|)y. Our collection in this do- 
portmenl is exceedingly valuable, indispensable for tlie study of local 
and family hirtory ; nnd we arc gradually, as rapidly aa a. prudent 
expenditure of our means wiU warrant, rendering thorn accCAublo 
tijr use. But they require ample space, that any one of tliem may 
he readily found, and witlidrawn for cxamiuatioa without the disar- 
rangement and confuaion of the rest. 

We need likewise another fire-proofroom, oa Inrge, if not larger 
than the one which we luippily now pu«i>esi>. All inHuu»eript« and 
books that cannot be duplicated belong in this room. This material 
is accumulating every day. It is the class of historical literature 
which a great Society which ia really alive, and means to be u^ul 
to the public, must larffcly possess. All writers of hiittory expect 
ff find this material ia the archives of eucli societies. 6o moity 
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Bwnuscripte and nre Iwolu have been deatroycd hy ilre, tiint all 
MtOciiitioDS entrusted wilti tlii^in are iiwrullj' bound (o [>ruvi<]u the 
noun of pntcoting ilicm ii^iuaL the riiviij^un of lliia dc;»tnictivc 
cktntnl. 

I am euro, gentlemen of the Society, that you vUl all agree with 
me as to the iruporianco, I may say necessity, of this enlargement of 
our huiltling, after hearing the reasons winch I Itare (tius briefly 
recircd. 

To acaimplidh it trill rcqiiire tlic f^ifl to the Sucicty of a Urge 
anro of money, cithor by some member, or members of our oseocia- 
lion, ur by some other persoD, who Hpprcciaies the vast work which 
wc nre doing fur our family and local history. 

And now. gentlemen, lu prodjicrity rci^n« tliroughout oiir Innd, I 
commend lo your nlk-ntion tlii» opjifrrloiiity of nesucirilin" your OHrnes 
wilh a benoliecntand noble work, uud at the Mime limo of conferring 
• lasting benefit upon the children by ruruiehing them wilh the means 
of a more ample knowledge of the Fathers of New England. 

Tlie year that ha» junt elosed hna been remarkable for the number 
of centcnari' celebratiunji which hiive taken pliwre in New England. 
Wc rejoice in (hc«c observances, tciidin;; a-* ihoy do to preserve and 
band down to fuiuro generations those examples and principles to 
wlu<rh we are indebtMl, and which must ever control tlie progresa of 
drilixaliun and tlic Iu())pincsa of the human race, 'llicsc cvlebrutions 
crOBto a lively interest in the present generation to learn all we eon 
of the manners, customs and chiiraciers of our ancestors. \V"e look 
with loving evei! on tho^e features which speak from the mitrble, and 
Iing*T witli plenvure More the portraits vi thow; lelt on the eannw, 
who have made us and our nation what wc are.

iirogress of various iosiituiions. the ohjeets for whieli they were 
cirmed. and the events which they commemorate — connecting as 
llKty do the civiiixalion imd enterprise of olden wilh the present time. 
Don^ tlie*e are specialty lo be rctncmbercd the 250lh annivenaiie* 
f the settlement of Boston, and Dorofafleter now within livr domuD, 
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an event wbicli marks a period tlml nill ever be inemomble in the 
htatory of our 4.-uiinUy. Tliitt liltli jubiW uliici) comuicnioratea Uie 
MlUoaicDt up our Piiritiin F»lli(.-n in (tiin city, will cuiiotiiule in 
AmcrioAn Iii»lorv iinuthcr pol<lcii |>a^. tu pcrpctiiiito iIk; iiitluenuu 
of llio past. Mucli aa we revere and honor the laiwlin-,' of our 
Rlgrim Fiithera at Plymouth, we regaitl the crossing of CharW 
River bv the PuriiHod in UtAO aa on« of the luoet uieniorablc evea(» 
in the hintory of New Englnnd, vrhich in connection with the Pil- 
grims* i;xiin)plii!, pntidplctt an<I inMittitJon^, ntU cunfer bvnctnctiona 
on tlic woi'ltl, a# lon^ aa <,'Talitu<le htie a plneo in the licnrt of maa. 

When we look back on what Boeton waa when purchaecd of the 
R«v. William lilaxIOD for tliirty poundit, "lung 'a money," and 
compare it with her prcwnt exalted position, vre ore aMonislicd at 
her progrcws and prosperity. When we reflect on little tiovton, 
which history informs us was " too email to contnin many pttipJe — » 
little pcninHuln, boggy, stouv, and sapped by the eea," whoee nock 
wa^ bulbed in summer by the wa%eii of the ocean, whose harbor tn 
winter was eneaau<l in ice. and whdEie »bures were enrobed in mow 
— when we cominu-e the BMUnn of tlinl diiy, with her nl thi» time, 
with her more than tJircc hnndrcnl and fifty thousand souls, her fret) 
ecboola and fcminnrics of loBming, her nnmeroiis churches, her 
libraries of half a million of volumes, her aliuoat numberlce* associa- 
tiotis for oharitable and hcneficeiit purpiwcis. Iter rapidly augmenting 
commercial, manufacturing and fimuicial vntvrpridco, we involuntarily 
exolaiui, "The Lonl halli done great ihinqs for uk, whereof no are 
glad." 

Uoatou haa played a memoralde part in the history of American 
pru><rvnc Here commenced the oppoiiitiiiM to tlie Stamp Act, which 
mode of her harbor a "great tea pot," theflavirof which haa impreg- 
nated the waters of the globe. Ilorc, on her borders, commenced to* 
war which ended in American iiidepeodeDce. and under her shadow 
was established the first free public school of which wc have any «o- 
count in the world. Well docit an Ku^h.-h writer remark, " Doatoa 
has played a great part in the histuricnl ilnimu of the worhl, and hcT 
SODS arc the best of a mitnblo breed." Boston has had to wait her 
time for largo commercial enterprisee. hut a glorious era is dawning 
upon her. Already she has Mrctc'liiJ her arms to tlie great lakes, tlie 
fertile valleys of the west, clasped the continent with her iron rails, 
laid her hands on Pugct Hound, and ere long will have connections 
with the rich lands of the great North West and South Wc«l. whoec 

Iiroducta arc to find a great entrepot in our city — where there has 
teen "u the rails at the same time fourteen hundred cars waiting to 
deliver thuir freight on Hbi])bi)ar<l, and fn>ni whose wbarve* there 
have depart od in a single week twenty Mcumships, and during the 
past year four hundred iind forty, laden willi the products of our 
land. Boeton may not oxerdse the same coulrolUtig infiucDco that 
alte did a hundred years ago, but she has a great puai, and the wo 
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is enjoying fniiu which Are the ilirect outgrovrlh^ of the principle* of 
thu lathvra, (be hibora of her eons, tlie l>leH«iiigs of her inEtitutioD«, 
uul ihe culture stxl ruliueiucui uf her aocUny. But whatever rank 
nay Ire adai^ned tier un the roll nf citii-«, the li^ht of h«r exnniple 
cut never he cxiinguUhciJ. Ht-r tii:<lury mid fiimc will he cheiisliec) 
*D(] rercrcl while the Dnmc of Franklin the father of Aineriesu 
Soienoc, Uaacock the firet signer of the Declaration of Atuerieaa 
Lkdepentlenoe, and A^^arren ilie great uuulyr on Buukor Uill. Bhall 
have a pagv in tlie unimlei of time. 

The intcrc«t now nuuiifeHteJ in geographical and archieologica] re- 
•eorcho i» worthy of special notice andcommcndtilion. Wonderful 
indeed hare heon the rceulte ohtaioed by the enterprise of our 
geographical societies, the explorations and surveys of national gov- 
eniDients, and tlie uutlring eiiterprine of arolueologists. botli in our 
own and foreign lunds. It is, I think, only about sixty yeais sinoe 
the first geographienl todcty in the world wita esttibliiilied. Now 
there are more than fifly such associnttotis actively engaged in their 
appropriate work, wliich are constantly bringing to light territories and 
resmuroea in tlio hitherto unknown parte of tbe globe. One of the 
most important of iheae ia the American Geogniphical Society, of 
which Chief Justice Daly i« preiyiduiit. To the etlorls of iheso so- 
cieties tnid the patronaj^c uf {^vcrnincnts, wc are largely indebted 
for the extcnfiivo explorations in Asia Minor, Japan, China ; fjiouth, 
Ceotral, and N'ortlj America and the Arctic Shores. In regard to 
Ibe latter, wc umkrstand that Prof. Nordeni>kj'>ld believes that voy- 
ages tron) ihc Atlantic to the Pacific, around the North eo««tof A*ui, 
may be regulurly made by suilable steamers at the proper season of 
theyear. 

The geological and geographical surveys in our vast western ter- 
ritories, from New Mexico to our nortlium Alaska, and tlie great 
territory lying wcat i»nd north-west of the great lakes — wluch our 
ossoeiiiic, Mr. Charles C Coffin, has graphically described as sdfB- 
cient for eleven states as large m Ohio, luid ultimately to be joined 
to oar own territory — wc constantly opening up ti> us more and 
more of t)i« immense acreage and fertility of our soil. It is within 
the present century that Lewis nud CInrke nsccndcd the Missouri to 
its Buurcc, reached the Pacific, and returned throuj;h the Vellow 
Stone, now opening up to u» by the Nurtheru Paciiic ItaiUoadt 
giving the world a knowledge of tlie Hur(Hui»iug ricluiet>» and reoourcai 
of these regioiu. 

The Kcports of Haydcn. Powell and others, in regard to otir 
wirttcm and south-western territories, continue to afford most 
imjiortant information, and are regiinled iiit among the mu«t valuable 
Dullnyii of our gnverniiient. Fruin the researches in South and 
Central America by Ors. Fnhn and Lc Plungcon, whom we hope 
to see here in the spring, we learn that our western world, although 
last discovered, was probably tlic home of u very early civiliza- 
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tion. Snj'S Dr. Fahn, "Tbe reeult of my ob»emitionii is, that 
America ia tbe Old World, from whence emigratctt lli« human 
famiK-, nnd lliat ICurojie, A»iit iiml Africa are the New Wurld." 
"Th« Imigungvn apokeiD by the Imliiina of Peru and Bolivia, exhibit 
Betounding nffinitiM with llui Arabic, imd the roote of tlw early 
Aryan ton^c arc found in the purest condition in the languamB 
of ihoBo Indians." We need niore inrormation in reirani to m 
origin and relation nf the native races, which isso cwcDlial to tha 
study of the aborigimd life of Aincrics, and althoogh wc may nwor 
aaccrtaiji the antiquity or locality of the progenitora of the race, yot 
the invi-i^ti^tions of arcliaiolo^sts and liisloriiins are constaotlj 
bringing to light diacoveries whicJi pvc evidenct- relaiiug to an a^ 
ftr anterior to what we had supiios^, and will, era long, we Iiope, 
settle die quealioa which of the contirtents, the Eastern or Weatera, 
is entitlMl to ifcniurily \\t the residence of niiiiibiiid. 

Lur^e portions of the globe also remaio to be diBCovcrod, nbere 
the light of civilixation, the oonaneroe of imtion«t and the refina- 
ments of social life are yet to l»e e«tabliithed. and where we con- 
fidently bcliev« the Knglivh tongue will yet be spoken. The late 
ex)(lonitioiict by Stanley, Pinto, and other IraTellers in Africa, coo- 
fltituto tome of the most remarkable and valuable contrihutigns to 
modem history, and make known a countr)- with nearly two hiindmd 
millions of souls, one seventh part of the |M>pulation "f the globe, 
eome of whooe imnii-uHe rivers will yet be navigated under the 
influence oftrado and the industries of modern times. 

In these euterpriites, we are glad to learn that Boston is not be- 
hind the age, and (hat the Archnsilogicnl Institute of America, 
whose home u here, and w which we extend a most hearty wcloonM 
— on institution which has now an able student in Colorado and 
New Mexico, engaged in the study of the ruins of the ancient Indiao 
Pncbloa, and of the life and customs of the existing Pueblo Indiana 
— is about to send out a commi»i>ii>n under (he direction of Prof. 
CharleiS Kliot Norton of Harvwd Univemity, ro the ancient city of 
Aaeoa, which the Apostle Paul once TJBiicd, the nite of which in OD 
the eastern shore of the Greek Archipelago, about tliirty miles south 
of the Mte of anoient Troy where Dr. Schleiman has been excavating, 
and who, we understand, is now pursuing aiuiilar work near Thebes. 
Nor would wo omit !■■ mention the cxeaviitlons and discoveries at 
Athuna and Olympia, in Greece, just now being made known to tlw 
public, by Professor Thomas Davidson, of Boston. 

Truly, the world moves I The earth revolves I The sun pours 
his revivifying rays into the bosom of mother earth, and nature* 
daughter of the Kkies, atnicH forth tt> supply the wants of man. 
Science with her pici-eing eye j>cncirate» her very deptlia, and bring* 
forth treasures which have laid hidden from the foumlntinn of the 
world. Civilization waves her banner, ever boukooing us on to 
higher and higher attainments, and hiiitory records with diamond 
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pen the progreM of the age, for tlie benefit of Uiom who are to 
foliovr u(t. 

I linil with ;;mtitiiile "im] plejii<ure the incrcnsetl intercft i<o gcnrnJIy 
manifuflcd iit fumily history snd genealogical rc«carch««, for which 
OUT Suficly is so justly cdebmied, and in which from its earliest in- 
ception it has been zealously engnged. Many of us can refnember 
the time when rory liitle utientiuii wiih ^ivi'ii to the Mibject, by 
•ocictiea or iiidiviiliiuU. Wltlnn the period in whidi I have had the 
honor to occupy thin I'linir, there wiu* Imt little intcrcft, componk* 
dvcly. in the study of family or town history. Nuw tlie whole of 
New England is wide awake to its importaoce, and our libraries are 
eODStiinlly thronged for hooks and information on tliese subjects. 
It hft» Itecoine A (-iimmun muily. nnil our arehivc are richly stored 
with h<Mik« whii-h are daily c»n«tilleil for informntiim. The 
great deficiency of fnmily histories was, until ivilhin n few ycjirs. a 
•oDrco of deep regret. To supply this want was the object and 
purpose of the fnunders of our Society, and ujion it ihe Society has 
bestowed special and persinti'nt labor. Our depnrtuient of genealogy 
and family Inntory. I am happy to repeat, hnw hwiunc a grciit de« 
pooilory and ci>ntiiini< a vnsi nmount of vnluable infonuntion. 

The in^iuiry is sometimes mnde, of whnt use arc nil these 
researches into tlio history of our families? To this we reply, 
tlini tlw history and even the g«m-ulogy of families seems by the 
Bible to have been of Divine origin, the rceunls of whicli hnve l>een 
deemed so important as to have been inscribed on its pni;c«, in the 
Hoes of ancestry and descent from Adam down to the christian era, 
thus to he curcftdly preserved, to sliow u« that the great itnd good 
of the world OItM^ not by chnnco, but are the results of good futhcrs, 
good mothers and <;o<hI examples. Some men boast of biiiig self 
made : but, trace back iheir origin, and it will genemlly be found 
that what they posoesA of exctlli'nce came down from the inheritance 
of good blood and gooil j)ririfiplfit. Not to know from whence we 
came, not to care any thin;^ about otir anc«i>tiiri<, ix to detract from the 
honor and gratitude dtic them, to suppress from posterity and to hlot 
from human record the elements which have made us what we are. 

Strange, indeed, it is. that so little attention hud been given to 
this suUject in fi)rnier ycjirw. Says the late Kev. Mr. Ketchum, 
"It ix a fact that many men of aviTa<;e inlcltigciice do not know tlie 
luiineN nf their own gnuidfnthcra : nnd nil the knowledge they posscM 
■bout their ancestry is the common tradition tlint they descended 
from one of three brothers who came over from the old country, 
and that it is said there ai-e large cetatcs whicii have been tor a long 
tinic waiting to Iw eluimvd by ihone of their name." If it is con- 
ddcred a mnllcr of importance to trace the genealogy of our entile to 
tlie Herd Book, of the horse back to Godolpbin Anbian, or a strain 
of the camel back to an ancestry of one or two hundred years, how 
mur-h more noble and important to trace the blood of roan, made but 
'a little lower than the angels," and lord of thU lower world ! 
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Itcatiming the aul>ject of liistory to which I called your atlentinn 
ln£t venr, I beg again to impn^M on you its iiti|iortnnce stid iiiHticim, 
for 1 know of no thctnc which in nmrc npproiirmtc ur vrorihy of your 
oun»i(lvriition. The hi^ory of ninnkint), ctlhcr mb individunli, 
OODinmnitiva or aatiooB, U like an clcclriu curront coursing through 
the [iiift. present nnd future time, connecting nnd vitaliziiit; by 
iu moral force the huninn mcc, like the providence of Go)l, 
carrying out His hcnificcnt pInnM for ihft elevation imd eal- 
viitioii of thi; world. Thi« influence piould« the cbanicter of 
mankind, transmite from generation to generation examples worthy 
of imitation, prcsenla virtue in her mosi enchanting form, rice in 
its deleitet) garb, and inncribes on toonunienta of fame nanicit and 
deods xvliidi will liv(- in (;riilerul rcnicmbriince lony after thu moun- 
tiiina from which the iihal't« were hewn thrill have melted anay. 
The nchicTcmcnte of men and nations arc like mirrors reflecting the 
principles and precepts of the gieat and good, etimulnting us to 
imitate their exituiph's. tillinj; the heitris <>( millions with high and 
holy a«ptratiiin9, and (ipviikiiig to un from (he printed ]iagc, the 
marble and ihc canvas, procliumin-; n« witli clni'i»n voice, "This ia 
tlic wny, walk ye tlieroin." Thus the goo<l influences permeate 
the minds of men for all time, ever ac<]uiring concentrating 
power, striking their roots deeper and deeper into the heart of 
communities, making men more ut-eful <-iti;;ena. iniipiring them with 
the love of liberty, conntry nnd (jod. The record of our struggles 
for independence and for the preecr^-ation of our union will yet 
cause monuments to nee in the South as well as in the North to 
oommemoniia the bIet«ingB of freedom, union ami equality. His- 
tory linkii together in one great lirde the nations of the world, 
gathers up, preserves and perpetuates the record of human Hfe. 
By it the diecoveriee in art, scieucc and civilisation are miide the 
ministers of untold hlciiainga to the world, and harbingers of still 
greater glories to come. 

We cannot move n step forward without Consulting the records 
of the past. 13!ut these out and we liiivc no Ice^ons for our guid- 
ance : strike these records out of o:tislencc, and our boasted civiliza* 
tioQ would witlicr like the leaves of the forest, and he swept by the 
wintry blast of desolation from the face of the earth. History 
is to direct nnd govern all future generations in the mnrch of im- 
provement, to teach ihcni how to control the forces of nature, to cuiti* 
vale and adorn the earth, unlock thcdoors of nature's secret lahoi'ft* 
tories, and bring forth the treasures of air. earth and water thai arc in 
waiting for the use of man. Hlutory enlarges llie scope of human 
tliought, and prepares u» fur llio greater blessings which arc in store for 
mankind. Onward ! is the word, and wc nmst obey it. CiiristiaD 
civilization spreads out her arms and gathers up for use all tlint may 
tend to the liappiness of our race ; and history promulgates to the 
ends of the earth the power to make men great, and natione pros- 
perous and strung. 
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How iinporltint, then, llint vre #houI(] have h knnwled^c of hiitory ! 
IVesident ChnOWumc, our nMociate mccnhcr. saya, "To him who 
talkes in the history of the {>n6l. life is Iciigthcnul. Lie miiy count 
DO uiore revolving yt:m thiiri lii.* filluw iimii whoae thoii^hu never 
wanitcr fnrlhiT burk thnn his Ijoyhuod. He who reiitln che i>«8t 
muhipliM hifl (lays ■ hundred fold.** Thin^ which appear «( the 
time of little consequence often turn out in their results to be of 
tnomentoua importAncc. A aug^:eetion, an nction or an Kociilcnt 
Kcortled in history ninv hnw hceii the fnthcr of discoveries which 
h«vc confem.^ iintuld hlw#in;.'»i on our race. Jii*i ii» ii grain of 
invitihie (lollcn imprc'^iiaivB the open bloMuni, fertilizing it nnd 
producing n fruit th»t chnrnis the eye. ^mtifies ihc tjiRtC, cnola 
tlie fevered lip, and minislerd tit tlie cuuifurt and relief of millions 
who [inriake of it. 

We hnilil upon the pn»t. we look to hi*tonr for the record of 
buninn thought, of individual life, of national chKrnclm*, Hnd aa the 
uithor laat quoted save, "it is in their light we walk." Nino-ttnlhn 
of all the niovementa in trade, art or neiencc rely for their eucccM 
on the experience of die pa«t. Without these guidea we wander in 
the mazC3> of douKl. nnd nii^'ht n* well expect to pro<luce a beautiful 
flower or luecionit fnnt without a knowledge of the aources from whioli 
they were to cmannte. 

Aud now as our statues coniinemoratinfr the worthy dead are 
risin*; tip in variona pari.* of lhi» city, let us recur for a moment 
to llie hi«b>ry of New En;;hind.

Qenilcnien, I cannot close tJiesc remnrks nithout referring to the 
proeporuus condiiioa of our countrr, to whicli I briefly nlluded 
lost yenr. This I am happy to believe is btill on the inereaec. When 
we oon«idcr the stupcn(^ltl.^ pru^n^M ami primperity eince our fathers 
planted tlicDon-er of freedom ivliieh bus nhed it« friigmiice all over 
our Iai>d — when we tliiiilt of the vnetnees of our country, looking out 
on Europe on the east and Asia on the we«t, capable of produdug 
■fanoet all the products of other climes, of feeding a \pceixl porlion of 
the jwople of the woild, its rapidly increasing poimluiion coining 
front nil piirltf of the gl»be, and eumbining into a ruec mure power- 
ful ihnn nny that has prcceilcd it — with a constant immigrntioi) *lill 
■urging on to the Kreat West, to occupy not only our present lines 
bat die landa of the great Northwest, whofc udvantii^et were bo 
graphienlly described by our a«#uciaie, Mr. Coffin, in his late paper 
rend befurc us— when we reflect on these thin ;^ we instinctively 
inquire to what will this all come at the close of two uod a half 
cenKiriei' mure. 

AVhen 1 think upon what I have witiiesncd in my own day, my 
heart thrtiba with inti^uHc desire that niy life may be prolonged 
for anotlkcr eighty yeur» lu see somelhiti<; more of the great future 
of this blessed land, more of its rising gi'cntncee and power 
when il #hall have been tilled up with the puch und onward march 
of American enlcrprisc, and I involuntarily exclium — "Tell us, ye 
prophets of the Lortl, O tell u«, tu what glorious end these signs 
of pr(»inl>e are |iuiiiiing"? Were we perniiltcd to look forward 
through the lens of the future, methinks we should see, ere some who 
bear me *lmil have gone down to their graves, amazing dcvclop- 
nenU ejiringiug from the benign inlhitnceo of New-Kngland princi' 
pies and institutions. How clearly do wc sec llio hand of an 
overruling Proviilcnee who hai designed tlii« continent for the u«c« 
of a great nation, u most magnificent dwelling-place prepared by 
Him for man's abode — a borne for the oppreued of the world, 
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knd of a people wlto Hre iilmonera of friH-doni to the advancing millioos 
that irc to ilivell within it* l>or'Icn>. 

Th« tide uf litimnnity is <x>ni>(imtl>- vurffing woitwiird without re- 
ganl to ngc or color, and is cvcrr ycnr incrctu>ing it* vnlumc. Our 
•Utcrn citiw And towns join in the gnrnd proocfsioD with thi: Iiiin- 
drciU of thousaiulH who are nocking a home nearer the setting euo, 
in tiiuse rich lamb where ilmvlng villages, towns and cities, will 
arioe as by enclmnlinent, nnil liecoiuc aa populous and affluent as 
we now ari'. Whether thi« cotncs In one or Bvo centuries, it is m 
■ure to come aa that day follows night. 

In a word, our countrj", with is vaat tenitories. its fertile and pro- 
ductive fields, itd rnpidly incrvii»ing popnltitiim, free schools and 
benevolent institutions «prGa<l l>rondca«t ovtr iho land, together with 
the <li;vfl>ipnienl of ite ImmeDSO mineral resources, iiuiy look forward, 
in all htinmn probability, to a future the like of which the world liM 
never seen, a future which neither Greece nor Kouic, nor the most 
tavorcd nationf^ uf t\\v piist could vvcr have dreumcd of — a futuru. 
when naiioim hIihII do honor to our eivilUniion, science and refine- 
ment, a.i it now dues to our progrc«e, power and prowperily — when 
the flag of our republic shall unfold its stars and ktripeH throughout 
the world as the Bvniljols of oivili;:ii[iiiii iind bene vol enc*-. whcix! evoiy 
man may sit nndi^r tlir Khiuhiw of the ti-et: ol liheriy. and enjoy llio rich 
fruits whii-h oprin); from frL-edom of conscience and the right to 
worship Uod according to its dictates. 

Thus Providence has placed our nation where it stands, in the 
luidst of cust-(h>wn or declining mo n arc) lies, as an emblem of Divioo 
juAlicc, the terror ot tyrants, the protector of human rights, and OD 
whoae ensign is inscribed "Law. Freedom, Truth, und Kuilh in 
God" — a nation where, iu tlie words of the martyred Lincoln, "Tha 
mystic lies of memory ttretchiiig from every battJe-tield and patriot 
grave, to every living heart and hearthstone nil over this broad laud. 
ahall yet swell the ehorus of the Union when touched, as surely they 
will he, by tlie better angels of our nature," Nolhin;; but some tre- 
mendous convulsion, some great niond earthrjuakc. some dire revul- 
sion of human excellence, virlne and renuwn, wliicb shall sliutter OUT 
conftderncy into atoms and cover our fair IiiikI with anarchy and dis- 
union, can ever obstruct the grHndc«t und most glorious march of 
civilization on the globe. 

When I look back on the past and see what has been accomplished 
by the pluming of our free insliiuiione on these New England 
shores, when I look forward to the future and consider tlie vastooM 
and capcity of our national territory, its immense annual crop of 
twenty-five hundred milUona of bushels of ^rain, suRicicnl for feed- 
ing its fifty niiUiiins of people and supplying the needs of the rest of 
the world — its vifrhty ihoiittand miles of raili'oad, with net comings uf 
two hundred millions of dollars yearly, and its rich mineral resources 
— a territory yet to be filled op with a free and industrious [lOpulatioDt

''j'HE IVytoo family ia of high nniiquity in the mother country, 
X Aecoruing to Du Moulin, Camden and other antiquariami nnd 
liislorians ihe founder was William de Malet, one of the grtat ba^ 
runs who Bceoinimnivd Williiim I. to the conquest of Knglnnd, and 
obtained from that inonarc-h many grants of mnnors and lordships as 
a rceompeoM for his military services. Among these lonUhips 
were .SihioD and Peyton Halls in Norfolk, from the latter of which 
« junior hmiidi of the de MnlvtH ns«umci) the tturnauic of Fcytoa 
in aceonlanec with the umg« of the time^i. 

The name is also one of the earliest connected with the eolouiza- 
lioo of Virginia. Sir Henry Peyton, who was knighted by James 
I., and was gentleman of the Privy Chumbei of Prince Ilctiry in 
1610, wiui u nM.-tnbcr of the London Company to whom King James 
granted a ehurlcr May S3. 1609, "to deduce a colony and make 
oahilaliou and plantation in that part of America couunonly called 
Virginia." [See Ilcning, vid. i. p. f*:f. | Sir Henry Peyton wu 
the fourth Mon of the Highl Hon. ThiiiniiH IVylon, M. P. for Dun- 
wich in I5A7, by his wife Ludy Cecelia IJouchicr, daughter of Johnt 
second Barlof Bath. He married Lndy Mary, daughter of Ed- 
ward SfliF-ntour, Unke of Somerset, but it docs not appear that he 
ever vl-iti-il Virginia or h.-ft dt-»eendiiiils. His nephew .Tuhu Pey- 
ton, son ol his brother liuberl. 'if i>iipiK>«cd (u have bevti the fir^l of 
the family who undertook the voyage to Virginia circa 1622, when 
voi» xxxr.

ri^HACHER'S American Mcdieni BioRrupliy contains an ialcrcat^ 
I. ing memoir of Dr. JCauuiel Bovlsiw.v. dintin-juiwlied for h«T- 
ing introduced inoculation for emalt-pox into this cimnlry. Thi« 
memoir woe mostly drnivn from intitcrials communicated to the late 
Dr. George C. lilinttuck, by Wnrd Nichola* BoyUton, the eminent 
benefactor of Harvard College. The printed memoir omite an in- 
eident related at the end of Mr. BoyUtoa's paper, and never hilh-^ 
erto msdc public. I copy from hla manuAcript. ^ 

"Here, pcrhapx, aavfl Mt. BoyUioii, I may he allowed lo intro- 
duce an nnet^lotc I leurncd with plenaurc and eurpri«e from the late 
Dr. Franklin, to whom I was introduced at Us seat near Paria, in 
the year 1783. There were aeveral gentlemen and ladies in the 
room at the time of my name being announced to him, when lie aroio 
from bia chiiir and took me by the hand, aayinfr, " I shall ever rc- 
TCre the name of BoyUton ; Sir, arc you of the family of Dr. Zab- 
diel BoyUton of Boston ?" to which I replied tlut he wm my gnut 
uncle ; " then, Sir, I must tell you I owe everjUiing I now am tOj 
him." lie went on giving tliia aeuuiint of himBelf, vis. ; " Wbei 
Dr. BoylBtoii wa4 in Kngland, I was there rLihiced to the ;;real( 
didtre^i, H youth without money, friends or counsel. I ap])lie(l 
my extreme dietross to him, nlio euppUed me with tvreuly guineas; 
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1681.] ZaSdiei tmd John Bayftlon. 

Knd, nlytng nn hta jwlgmcnl, I TuitctI him as opportunities olFcrcd, 
Bad by his fnthi-rly counsels and encouragements I was saved from 
the abyss ol' destruction which awnitcd mv, and my future Tortime was 
based u|iou Ilia pwneiitiil advive mid timi-ly iivnisliinco. Sir, 1 beg yoa 
will vi>ii nic M often m you find yuu hnvo leisure while in l'ari«." 
During my stay I availed myself of this, visiied and dined witli him 
Mversl lime*, and slways received his marked attentions." 

Or. Iloylston was in England in 1724 and 1725, and young 
Franklin reached London nbuiil the end uf the year 172-1, where lie 
fuutxl ht- IiihJ been deceived by worthless letters of reconiniendation 
fnuii <iov. Keith, and was almost friendless and moneyless, though 
lie sOon found cmploynieni as a (trinter. The incident above roluted 
is the more creditable to Ur. Itoyltton from the fiict that the JiVui 
Eniflnml Counint, ronditi-U'd by ihv Franklinn, had joined in the 
xuti'ry against inucuhiliun, by wliieh Dr. Boylston hiid suffered so 
miieh. 



Dr. Boylston Iind a son John, wliu presented many intcrc-nting 
trails of character. His letters to which I have had access show A 
very amiable man, kind to hU relatives in Boston, simple in tastes, 
and wanuly iittaelied to \m native town. He hua been ranked as a 
tory, niid in uienlion^'d accordingly in Sablno'i* " American Loyat- 
t«t«.~ 1( appears that he Icfl Boston fur London in 17(iM, on m> 
eount of impairi'd health. lie was then nenrly sixty yeare old, 
having been born in Ilixton .Mareh 2.'}, ITUil. lie eslablirhed a 
mercantile correspondenci; with Boston and Jamaicii. and resided in 
London till November. 1775, wlicn, on account of increaxing in- 
6rmi(iee, llie interruption of commercial intercourse eauKed by war, 
and ili<> ex|)en8e of living in the meiropulla, he went to Bath, 
wlu-re hi' dit-d unmarriinl in 17!)3. 

His Icttvrt tliriiii^h the tvholc period of the war *h<>w that his 
sympathies were with his "townsmen," as he eontintietl to adi liia 
fi'iends in Boston. He deprecate* the " vindictive mca«urc« " of 
governiitont, semis money fur the relief of the distressed people of 
Boeton, oik) nriirs us fnllitvii', nfier hearing of the dcfeiit of Gates 
at Camden : "This unfortunate event has buried nil pacific ihoughia, 
and inspired this sanguinury administration to continue this inferDal 
contest, witli the ostensible view of subjugating the colonics, 
although the real pnqio»c is continuing in otliee. and fleecing the 
(•eople, whoitc i>pints «-cm wholly dissipated and broke." 

Mc kept up u lung and constant curreispondenc^ with the Ucv. 
Tlioinas Wren, a dissenting clergyman of I'orlsmoulh, England, 
in regard to the relief of American prisoncrs-of-war held at Fortoo. 
Dear Portsmouth. He contributeil money at many difTcreni titnea 
for their aid and oomfort, directing that prefeiTucc be given to ihoee 
w)io IK-Iongcd in Bo«ton, and next to those from other {wirls of Mn»- 
aacbuselts. The Forton prisoners make the subject of an ioterveting

communicntion, pultllslicii in the IIroistrr Troni l^TG to 1879, by 
Williiim R. CuUcr, K»f|. TItc y'mlt of Mr. Wruii, tiimle rrc<iu«nUy 
once iL wcok. arc ro|)cnto(I]y incntii mctl in ihnt Article, with n nottco 
of bis bringing money to tbo prieoners. Mr. lioyleton gave very 
liberiilly for this object : nnd the curreHiiomlence bctwern bini nnd 
Mr. Wi-on vbowa timt butli ]iitriicii were very t«it<3er in ih«ir eympa* 
tbics and Mclivv in bvneltecncc-. 

Mr. noylaton's letters frequently refer to n plan ho long cherished 
of Ifcqiieiithing a largo part of his property for the benefit of the 
poor of Bostiin. It would appear tbat lie lnul tnken nKiuiures with 
thi:« intent befoi'v lenving itimton in 17l!K. Me write:* from Dntb, in 
1789 : " It i« now more than thirty yeiir» «nec by will 1 devoted 
my Bninll property to this purpose, having to this day tnxcd my oz- 
penses for tliia intent." IIi» last will, executed at Bath in ilie year 
1703. creates a trust which U still in operation. C)ne portion of 
the beipie^t in fur the benefit of " p<ior and dei iivmI )ioti»ebolderB of 
the Town of Ili)»ton,'" — "nut under fifty years of age." — "periona 
of good character nnd reduced by the act of Providence, not by in- 
dolence, extravagancy, or other vice." The other portion is to be 
applied to ''die nurture and instruction of Poor Orphans and 
Doserti-d Children, of ihc Town of IloMton, until fourteen year^ of 
ago." Thi: two funds, according to recent reports of the City Audi- 
tor, now amount to considerably mure than one hundred thousand 
dollara. They are re.Hpectivoly known aa the " ItoyUton Relief 
Fund," and tfie " Brtykton fklucation Fund."

WHO WAS THE FIRST MINISTER OF MEND0N7 
By tbe K««. Odoko* F. Clih, of H«ndon, Mnn. 



THE "Aniiclt of the Town of Mendon," hy John G. Blotcalf, M.D., 
hsTc Tcoeuily been |iubli>bcil in a lartfii odavv volume. The book it 
a very valuable coniributiou to lliii local hiitorio of New England, ami 
ought tti be ill tlie handa of all the natire* and ruidL-nts of tlic town, in 
oBo |wriieular, however, retulive to ihc Rni miniJiter, the nuuuliit. ihrungh 
iuadvcrtiitioe, Iuh fallen inlo a miitako ihut itiouM not he r>vorlookv(l and 
alluwnl to CO down to potliTit}' m a veritable fncL On pngea three and 
four of the l)oolt taay be found a report, dated " 22: 6: 1 662," of the com- 
nittcc having charge of the lolllemcnt of the pliuilation at Netmock^t, now 
Mendoo. Among the names of thtise ac:c«pled lu proprieioni, or to whom 
allotmeiila of land were ma<le, a portion of whom arc iinid to be of Brain- 
irce and other* of Wevinontli, appi^ars that of " Goodmrm Jtaj/Htt" of 
Weymouth. Tlie miuuitt has meordtd it aa "Ruj-nur," and connected 
with It. in parentbesis, the wordi ("The Minister"), which do not appear 
in tlie original record, and arc thercforu misleading. IId auumec, more- 
over, that this maOi whom ehrution name appeara to have been "John," 
wu the lint miniater of the town. Now the origitinl entry clearly rcnda 
" Bayoea," And iu a copy of the tlr>l liook of rccurU.i. made by order or the 
town, in I84C, by the anuallit Iiimself, the nnnie ia rightly written 
- Rayue*." 

FartfaernMre, there b no evidence that Rev. John Rayoer, at otie lime a 
pntoher ai Uendou, waa ever an inliahitaiit of Weymouib. His father, 
Bev. John Raynor, waa for several yenrii tbe mUiister of Plymouth, Mui^. 
and about Xdhi removed to Dover, N. H., nliera he resided until liia death. 
Moreover, the John Rayeer, Jr., uaumed to have bceu on« of the proprle* 
Ion nixl tha first min>*t«r of Mendou, wna iu the year I6G2 a ttudeui in 
Harvard Collogo, aud only nineteen ytart old, having been born at I'ly- 
moatli in 1643. Ho could not, therefore, have been tlic man accepted in 
IC62 IU ono of the proprietora of tbe new town, aa no pcnon uadef age 
would hare been. Nor would ik boy of uiueteen haTo been culled 
•■ Goodman." 
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Again, BeT, AI>u«r Krone puhlMiod in tli« Gf-nrnlogioal R«gi«tcr (vol. 
iz. p. 51) tlie noniei uf tliOM n'bu in ICC2 wcra acccjitcd u propriotors 
from Braiulrae and Wefmouib, luul bu ^vc* tliv iianiQ m " GooOman 
Eftyne*." 

Ou pnj^ 19 of ihe " Anna]*," uu<lor dnl*? of Julv 14, ]fi67, mention is 

a>le of a K'^'^t "i* mnxluw laud lo Col. Willinm Oronnc and lA« prntttt 

Mittet. with Dtliera whose naniM are mjen. Tim anualiiit agiun hsubms 

tliat ** (lie ))rv&ei)C miiiiiitor " wan John Rayner, and puU liin numc into tho 

li*( ; wbereib* liu ia uot menuoued bj- name as rcceiviog a jKiriion of tnojt- 

' jow, uor do«« Ilia name, u> far a4 we <^ii a*uertniu. appear any wher§ upon 

' town records. Thaonly ovi<lt?iici> tbui Joliu lUj-nermuBvera preacaer 
in Jleudoti ia lo be found in a pellcion of the tuhabitaiilii to the Gviienl 
Court. duiL'd May HI. 11509, aikirif; for more nieadow land, wliereiu they 
•aj : " AuU now God having ([iven u» (food liiipc to eujoj- the Goapel A gath- 
er a Church by ihis lii'lp of Sir, Jobn liuyner, whcMe labon we have liad 
eomfort ef Mi's vinln, & trust bee will »eti!e niih uh, beudea Beverall good 
people, membera of chnrche«, t«nder ihemseUM to uoiae to ni bad wee 
meado to supply Uiem." Tliii, indicntea that Mr. Riiyner bad been preach- 
iiig for ifaom, how long? The pulitJoners wiy "tlds winter." What win- 
tori' Host dearly tho winter of l<>ti8-0, just past, i^ meant. Had Mr. 
Bayiier been proaching at Mcndoti three years or luord. as the annalist io- 
timaiea. would the pvtition«irs hnvo been likely to have siud simply " this 
winter"? His father diixl at Dover, N. H.. April 30. IfiOS. about a month 
previous to ibo dut« of tho petitiuri above mentioned. Mr. Itaynor doubl- 
Ims led town Pear the dale of hi* father's dcratli, and probably never ro- 
tunied to rcMume his parochial duticis, for on ihu l"M of July, followin};, bo 
was invited to occupy tho pulpit at Dover, made vacant by bis father'a 
death, thoufrU he was not ordained there until July 12, 1G7I. 

Furtherinure, ibe itatomeni is lumle in the Genealogical Register of 
July. IHH. p. 33:f, by Kev. A. H. Quioi. D.D., wbo Is reliable aulbority, 
thrttJubn Bayner.Jr., afUir gradnatiou in 1G63, resided for some time at 
Dover, uuil pursued liis theological studies witli his father, and was in fe^ 
hie health, iboujih some of the lime ho was au UMislant to hb father. Hence 
there in liiudly a puMibility that ho could have been >t Meudon in 1CG4, as 
thf uiiiislJBLsupposc-s. 

It will, therefore, be readily seen that ibe mistake relative I* the jfrrt 
minium arises ft-om tlio a4«iim|ition that "•Goodman Kaynes." of Wey- 
mouth, admitted as a proprietor in li!l>2. was John ICayner the subsequent 
luiiilster. Itul ihey wore very different persons, aa we shall see. 

There was a John Itanes wbo married. November 34, 1659, Mary, tho 
danuliier of Dea. John ttogers, of Weymouth. And be, !u all human 
proliabiliiy, was the " Uooilman Kaynos" meulloued In lGG2asoneof the 
pritpritrtui's of Alendoii, and said to bo of Weyinoutb. In tlioae days the 
same name was fre<]>ionlly spelled dift'orenily. acconling to the fancy of who- 
ever wrote It. [JcH. Uogani, in his will, calls bis xoii-in-Iuw " John Jiane." 
Ttie name lEayner in nUo Rpt-tled several dlft'eri-iiC ways. All this i;ocs to 
prove ibat it was " Gooilman llaynes," or " Banes," or " Bane." to whom 
laiid was allotted in Hit!?. Ho, however, probably iterer reelded at Uen* 
dou. as liis name, wo think, \» found no whore else on the town records. 

Who, iben, was ilio "presnit minister" lo whom meadow land was u- 
•igned in I Ij6f ? Thoro may bo a little doubt wbo he was. But the pro- 
suinptiuu is very tirong Ibat it was Benjamin Kliot, son of tlio ** A|iosll« 
Eliot," aa be is called. At any mto, the drst allusioD to a nuobter in llie

IIo probably did not receive '■ his ^^tlher's Icnva" Co wt' 
tie, IccMMQ hia father was very i)esitt>ti» to Imvo him sm his ourn colloagae 
or»MRtnntnt Roxbary. And he nsm for tomo yrnrt njwociated with his 
fiuhur in pr<^ching to tho Imliiiiis. llu died itt l<iV7, but vriu Dover for- 
mnlly ortbiocd. 

There i* hardly m abitdow of doubt llint Bonjamin Kliot wot " the llrst 
miiii>t«r" of the town.

is thai what lc<l lo the original seltleuont of the fuiniiy lu Lucca vu do 
ambition to osocrt proicriptivo right, but rather that new tense of widening 
opportunity for the improrement of one'* conditiuTi atid culture, which iben 
animntril Itnliim dty-lifo, and was deAtineil, under the favoriiif; circuin- 
atancr« of th'^ aen, U> bring upon the ilieatie of hifitory nil tliuire namet 
whiirh hnre nddiid most to the glory of Iialy in art aud luaniiiig. 

The year 1300. indoml, i* niomorable not only a» luarklng an important 
political and Kocinl cri*i», but as a noteworthy epoch in the history of Ila- 
Itan archiiocmrr, painting and poolrr. From 1204 to 1300, the year in 
whieb be diod, Arnolfo wan ilireciiiig the construction of ilie Sarttii Maria 
del Fiorc, the cntli<:dral-(^hun:h of Florence, of which the dome was after- 
wnrda completed liy Ilrnnellrichi : about the year i:)QO, Andrea Pisaao 
was at work (in his pales ofthc Unptihlery of Pisa; Giotto, too, wa» paas* 
ing from hi* »hepherd-life, to curry into the art of naiiiiing a new iiispira- 
tioii derived from oouverse with limplc nainrti ; and that aamc year wa» th« 
time when Dante wendeil his wny amid the aou I -harrow ing and noul-ahMirh- 
ing scenery of tbo regions of ibe iload. l-'vidcnily. the ago wan prriimincnt 
for intelloftual movement ; and it is not a little interc'tiog to a»i>ociate wilfa 
this movement, ai wkro imturnlly may, the ootniug iu of our Dio<lati* to tales 
part in the city-lifn nl' Lucca, who were-, in ge'nerationii to come, not only 
there but in foreign land*, to prove thi-minlvca nn eaiinoiitir itirring raco. 
by public services, liiemry, profcsiinnul, civil, milttnry and diploDiatic, in 
eminent positions in State and Church, almost always on tbo side of liberty 
and truth. 

I'assing over the eon of the Decemvir of 1370, Dr. Nioolb Diodati, who 
died in N43. we come to a generation of Hfloeu children of bin, by mar- 
riage with Fmnoetca di Poggio, among whom tho third by birth, named 
Wichele, bom in 1410, who married Catennn llnon*i»i, wnn a profiMor in 
Padua aud Pisn — probai'Iy of medicine, and aflcrwHrds a physician in 
LnccA, whefo he was pensioned on 300 ]ivrc4 by the ciiy; aud another, 
Antonio, horn in 1410, held the offlco of Ancient, and was Gonfalonier La 
14fil. 

Tho race seems to have been continued only through Alcasandro. *oa of 
tho Professor Rlidielp, born in HoO ; his sou uerouimo, hara \a 1-IG3, who 
was au eminent literary man, and nine limes Anrionu having died childless, 
and no dtvcr.iid.iiit^ of bis third son, Antonio, wlio was llirco tiiucH Ancient 
and four timc« Gonfalonier, being nnmed. Aleswindro wai repeatedly Gon- 
falonier freni 14!)4 ; the mother of bis children was Angula Balbaiii, whom 
he married in 1^10, alie being then finocn yesri; old, and be fifty-one. 
Now began those encroachments upon the fair docnnin nf liberty and culture 
in Italy oy foreign powers, which culminated in thi- overtlirow of Italian 
independence und<!r the Kmporor Cbnrim .^ih in the middle of tlie 16th 
century. But with this new pelitical iullncncc from bi^ynnd tho Alps thera 
cnine, aUo, tho aceds of evangelical truth; and "in tho lint ball of tho 
IGih century," by the blctsing of God upon the acalous lubon of tho eru> 
dit« aud devout f utcr Martyr Vormigli, wya Og Bodd, "uo city of Italy 
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Mtibled >o auny devoted evntigdial Cbristboi ai tlie capital of tlie rapab* 
lie of Lticm : "* and n rdbrrooJ cImrcU waa ftwudetl there, which the Df^ 
dMl r«(nilj wu known to bror. ttiougli, appureiilly, wUboul on 0|icn d^ 
partare from the old td\A tinitl a toincwliat luter iHnriod. 

Ill 1541, the Emperor Chnrlc* f<th aud Pope Paul 3d had their mctnora* 
hie interview at Lucuit ou iliu aSiiira of Germany, tU« emperor laeing then 
ID t)i« mood to favor I'rot«*tauliim fur lii« own umbition'e lakc ; nheu Mi* 
eliela Dioduti. one of aevcrol Boiis of the last iiaoied Aleaaanilro, iKirn io 
1510, was Ooiifiilutitci', mid. as tlie faniilv-crndiuou rana. lodged the empe- 
ror in his ptilace. J. e- the palace of the SiKnoria. Jnat tbeo woa born to 
tiM) cliief mftfjutrale of LJie republic his third eon, by his wifo Anna, dauffti- 
Mr of Martiiio Uuonvigi ; the eniperor, conliniies ilic trtilitioo of the brnlj, 
stood i^lfAlhcr [o this child, haptixcd by the popo, niid gave him his own 
namci, togelhor with ibe lordship of two couniiM, and a qimrioring from 
iho tmperiBl arms, and, on his dcpartiira, loft behind him for the child one 
of his insignia of diamonds which he wore about his neck.f This Carolo 
Dioitati was sont in his youih to Lyons, to serve an npprontisago in one of 
tha banking'honses of iho Duonvisi, his mother's fumily ; bocamo a IVe- 
qnoiiWr of ilio refonnod preaching ihcrtt, and at heart a Prolestnnt ; but 
me BUMOcro of Si. Bartholomew drova bim out of t'rnnce, and Ito took 
reAigo io Genera, whore he was [cndorly reccivoil and entertained by the 
MUtnr of tlio church of Italian rofugncn, nlrcmly established there. Nicotfr 
Bolbani, wat ailmittoil into tho church, liocanio n ciliten of Geneva on the 
Sfltli of Dccomlxir, I,"h2, and conimcted n second mnrriage wiili Marie 
daughter of Vincenzo Mei,t by whoiu bo had four dons. Joseph, Theodore, 
Jean and Samuel, and thrco dnoghton, Anno, Marie and MatUlcino.

Next i* to Iw uoteil. that Pomiwlo Diodnli bad a brotber Nico1{», who, in 
ibc- fnmily-recui-Jit. appuiivH lu bavlng nitaiued lo bigU dignities mxler tbe 
new order of Ihiii^ io Italy (tluiugh at ooe time, apparently, an einigrout 
lo Geneva (or relijtion's tako),t and bad, beside many otber cliililrt-ti. two 
■DM. Gforanm and Uiulio. of whom tbe fbrmer became a Kni^lit Tuoiplar 
■1x1 Prior o( Vetiicc. and the latter a "Summaa Copinruni Pi'a.'re<.'(ui,'' or 
Uajor General, of tbe Kuiperor Ferditiund 2d, tbe Culbolic. the luutler of 
tbe Cftlbolio pnriy iti tlie beginning of the Tbirty Yeara' War, at appears 
froin tbe inscription on a monument in the Ciiureb of St> Auguttine in 
Lucca. Tbis brunch of th? family, also, U now extinct. 

Another brunch of the family which retained its bold npon the old home 
III Italy, and poMP4<iciI a long inheritance of worldly honor*, came of Otta- 
viaiiu Diudjtt, a brother of the namesake of the Kuiperor Charles liih. bom 
ill |. 555, who married, at Genoa. Elconoru di Casa Nuova. lie himself 
wat Gonfalotiier in 1620; his son, I^irenxo. held the Bumo dignity in IC^l; 
bin crandion Oltaviano. in ICRO; hi* gri?nl-grnndiioa Loronxo was repeal 
e>lly Uon&lt>nier anil minister to various Europcitn courta; his gr«At-grea^ 
p«iuUon Otiaviaiio, buvinK iieen. Ii«t, in holy onlew, woa nfterwnrdB Sena- 
tor and Ancient : aod tbe tioti of tliia last Ottavlano, another Lurcniu. was 
"PrK^eciUB SfililuRi," or Generul, to Cliarlei 3d of Spain, whose reivo 
covered the year« from 1759 lo 1788. During the sixteenth century clie 
republic of Lucca still maint^iiniul lU indc[ien<teiicf, bnl under a ri^iitiblicaa 
form of goruninient aristocracy ruled ; the teventcenlh century, umlcr the 
ninligii irilluence of Spanish absolutism, wat u time of nniverul moral, 
intellfyMiinl anil polliit-iil death to Italy, which Lucca could not escape by 
attempting, as *he did, lo hide herself from observation under an enforced 
■itence. with a law forbidding the publication of any facts of her history; 
and the sfliiMi reserve and withdrawal from all aetive concern for the na- 
tional bo«ior, was even more marked a« the eighteenth century came and 
paMed4 Such are the historical facts in tbe light of which the bonurs of 
tbe Diodatis during this period are lo be interpreted. Tito generalship 
uoAvr Charles SA of Spain is also significant, as showing that one of the 
family, at that time, was ready to sacrifice oven what little remained of the 
life i>r his country to the will of the alioa oppreesor. 'llio second Lorenzo 
of thii branch luid also, already, allied himself wii1i Spain, for his wife was 
laabt'Ila dnnghter of a noble Catalan named Bellel. In this connection 
may bo mcntioaod, furtber. that " thore it ia the possession of Ibo familj

Another «on of the nnmtwnke of Chariot 5th wiu the Ri:v. Jean nioditti, 
boni in GvDCvn in lA'U, whoso homo wan in that city during tlio whole of 
hi< life of aeTenty-tfared year*, but whoso liimo and influence wore all over 
Europe while he lived, and of a nature not to perish with the lapse of timoi 
like tbo*e bonurn which fell, n* wc huve >eun, to other* of hi* race. Tbe 
maiu [loinla in hi* lile. and bis principid works, have been ofteu uotioed ; 
jet with len of living nnrtraitaru of chiimciiT than rould be desfredt 6JC- 
cept ia th« reopnt piiblic-ition of De Itudii. of which the title hut been 
already given. His cducjilion wot in the Academy of Geneva, under iiuch 
iDva iw ttt-xx ati<l Coiaulxiti. and «0 rapid was bis progro* thnt he Secnmo 
a dcirtor of theology iK'forc the age of nitielccn. and soon alt^r sui-cci^led 
Co^^iuhon a* profvnior of Ifohrew, awl in the old nge of Bena auiaiiid to 
fill bit place. Alrcoily in the year 1603, when he was only Iwcnty-nevcn 
y^rt old. he [ircaented to the Vcnerablo (*o(npiiny of Ponlor* of C!uneva 
bis Italian vcriion of tbe Bible., a work which wot highly etteeuicd by hli 
moni liMrned ceintemporari«si, and has never yet lieon supcnodeiLf 

But .lean INodaii was far from t>eing a nian of learning alone: be had 
loo much of Italian furvor of teinpc rumen t, and was too deeply imbued 
with tbe Cbriuian sjiirit, not to wiili Io tokq u part in *preadiug ibo faith 
whidi be eonld not but nourish by the study of the Scripturoi ; and hia 
■tieotion waa most naturally directed, ill a special manner, to his ticloved 
untive laod. Veuioe was tbe outpoat which he atpirrd to take (KMneasioti 
of for tbe camie of Rdform. where a great hostility to tlte I'apid See, In 
ooiiicquetioe of the etcommunicatiou of the Republic by Pmid 5th, the 
potent inftueooe, tliough secret. o( the eclebrnliMl Fra Paolo Sarpi. the cn- 
counif^ment of the Kuglish amboatudor Wotton, and other circumtiances, 
aeemod Io have opened tbe way. More or lean, during the years from 1605

On bin retnru for the lam inni! from Vcnioe, Jean Oiuduii was lint for- 
aiftlly euiiaeerut«(I to tlic minimry of the Word, fur whii-h there is reason 
to believe he vnns wiiot^ially llttud. "Ilia eloquunt voict," it has been stud. 
** hia impreuive delivery, and hi« profuuud (»iuviciiun», produced such 
on ctlect upuu his uuinuruus heurdrd ihut they were Atreniithdned iu their 
belief, corrected iu Umir couduut. reuovntcil iu their seiitimeuts i" ud 
though it was " not without many apprehetihions and much awe," a* fa« 
wrote to Du I'lcinis Uoriiay, ibat he nsiumed the reaponsibllity of a praacfa* 
er. y«t, a» sueb, he waa ever dlBtincuiibed by a noble boldneat, wbidi 
Innocent lOth is i^iil lo bavo fell the luree of, to )ub own eorreotbo, ou ibe 
report of u setinou uf Diudaii, in whidi lie hud declared the Church of 
Rome lo be suaudaloualy j^rerued by a woman, meiinln^ Donna Olyrapla. 

One of the cliief marks of dislinciion reeeived by our Geuevete divine, 
and which is next to bo noticed iu the order of time, was bis appointraeat, 
jointly with Tronchin, to repittiont Geneva ut the Synod of Don, Iu 1618- 
19; and hero be cornea before us in a uoinewhui new light. Tliere had 
been doubt about iuviiin;' any ilelegates from the cliief seat of CaiviuiMia 
doctrine, to avoid an appearauce of partiality in calling thetn lo take iiarl 
injudjjingof the orthodoxy of the Beoiooslrantti ; iior could there have 
been dio»cn two mou toss disposed to any uoraproiuise in mnilcrs of ihoo- 
Ic^cal opinion, apparently, than our Diodaii and his colleague. Neither 
thattoNderii«Mof fejuipalliy fur erroriiil», nor that brondcr menial habit of dts- 
crimination botwoen the oMcntinl and the unesitenlial. which no have reason 
to suppose belonged lo Diodati by nninre and through iho influence of his 
spociiil [milling in Biblical eiudy, Ecemii to have pre^urved him from a cer- 
tain hardness of rofeisCance to the plea for toleration, or at leaat for a lil>eral 
and charitable judguioni, without prejudice, of those who could not conseien- 
ttounly Kwcar by Calvin. Such is thu view which Uraiidt's " Iliiiory of ihe 
Reformation aod other f^lcsiastical TraaBactions in and about ihe Low 
Countrio*," gives us of Diodati as bo appeared at the Synod of Dori.

The oiilj' son through whom tho lino of direct descent fVom the Geo*- 
TMC divine vnu i)er]n;liiat«l. wn* Philippe, who »ludiod tlieoloxy, first un- 
der his fuitiur and oUier leurnwl profetaora of Genera, and aherwanU st 
MontAubiin in f rnnre i wont to Holland, and wns in M'l.'il inetnlkd paslor 
of the Wnlioon CUnrdi o( Lfydcn. He married KIixn))eth <Uiightor of 
Sibantien Francken, rddurmnn of Dnrl and counBcllor of the I'roTincial 
Court of Holland ; with whom he Uvi.i] a, happy married life of live yrjtra, 
nnd <liod Oct, 6, I6&9. Pour itoni nero bnrn to him, of whom one died in 
infancy, and the other three were Philippe Sehnstien, Itoilolpho and Jctta> 
the three nepliews of tlie Theodore jittt namiM. whom he made, at wo ban 
«een, hiM principul legatees. Philippe snttlcd in Holland ; he admin intcred, 
however, in HngUu<l. in 1C80. on bis undo Thn>dDro'ii entntc with hin bro- 
ther Jeun. In the record of Doctor*' Common* he i» nulled Doctor of 
Laws. He married Lidia Blankert. nnd won a counnellar at Rotterdam. 
iUph, or Rndotplie, it secinii. did not go to Geneva la livi;. an hin uncle 
expected : be went to the Eiul : mnrrleit on the Mnnrilitnt Catherine 
SnaijuauH ot thai inland : was ai one time Chief of the Dutch Rant ladia 
Company in Jajiitn ; and ih'ed at Batnvtu. 

The only other Hon of Plnlippi' Dindnti viw Jcnn, bom at IiCydeo Jnlj 
2S, 16AA, who. after pasntn>: a commnrfial uppreutiMtgn at Dort, emWrked 
for ItaiAvia in the inhind of ilaTa, in M.iy, 1117(1, to eetabliih himielf na ft 
tnerclnmt there. Ou the 2d of April. iGHO — probably, therefore, in Tu(li« 
— be. m»rri«d Aldegorula Trouvere (Travera ?), of a prominent Irish faniilyi 
a* is snid. by wlKim h« had several diildren : nnd died in 1711 at Sural, 
where his n-uiains are said to have rejioicd henenlh a "lupel-h moiiumaQti'* 
orectinl lo his memory by his lUughtprs.* His wife hi»d liied in li.>98, 

Two of the children of Jean Dioditii liy Ahk-gmida Tronvers were 
Philinpn and Salomon, torn nt Dort in I GdC and .ItiSS, ivhu both became 
QMOGial«a of the Dutch East India Company at BataiHa. The fornie>r died 
childleaa, nt Balavia, ou the '26th of Jauuary, 1733, bequeathing 75,000 
ftono to the Cathedral of Dort, for the puruhaae of oommuuion-plato. The 
Utter, on the "thof December. 1713, married Gertrude dnughtOT of Jerome 
81ott, and in 1733 returned to Holland with his wife and two nom, Martjn 
Jacob and Antoine Jo!in>!, and sotded at the Hague, where he died in 1758. 
Of the«e two aons, Martin esinbtishetl himHolf in Holland, and died without 
male deaoeudants : the other, bom iu 17^)4, haviiig atndiod tlicology at Ge- 
nera, went bock to the Haguo. and became chaplain to the King of Hol- 
land. Luter, he married Marie Aimi^u Rilliut of Geneva, and aettled 
ther«. He was the builder of the msUc of Vernier, already referred to, 
and lived tliere till he died, in 171)1. He wni a great amalenr of the 
fine arts, and had hia house always full of arti>l> ; and. iu coRMqneBOe 
of hia expensive stylo of living, kfl his fortune tctj- much diminished to 
.Ui ohlldron, of whom he had eight, three tout and live daughters. But

It only remains w say tbai the *ita-li;-Uw uf William Uiodato, Stephen 
Johnson, UHmed bi bis will, h son of Nnlhitniel JuhnHuii, Esq., of Newmrk, 
New Jersey, by bis Rfife .Surah Ogilen (descended from Jobo Ogdon, one at 
the I'alenteea of Connecilcut, and founder of Eliiabelb in New ivntj), 
was not unnortby to tranunlt the accumulated honors of the IHodati moe

THE fuDilv to wliirh Mr. Cullttr belonged vttn of puritan »tock. 
Ilis emij^ntit aneOMUtr, John Cutler, originallj of Hinglinm, 
Enfrliiiiil, ik|i{iear8 among the persecuted adherents of one Rev. Itoh- 
CTt IVrk, who " flold their po&aei^iiionit for hsif d>cir value, nud in 
1B37 rcmoTMl with him to Now England, and nimiol ihc phiee of 
their Mrttlcntcnt after their nalnl town." On his niother'i side Mr. 
Cutler'e lineage vriu coincident with (hut of tho family of Ilutcliin- 
•on, which early nttaine<^l so [>rominenI a place in hoth the political 
and rt-Iijfiuus hixlorv iif this country. ThoniAK Hutchinoon, tho 
great uncle of Mr. Cutler, a f^rndunte of Hiirvani, wae governor of 
uie province of Maeeacliuu-tu Bay in 1771. afler having held tlie 
offices of speaker of the General Court. Lieut. Governor and Cliief 
Juflii^c. He in turn was the fuurth remove from the celetimtc^d 
Anne Hutchinson, dimghier «f the lt«v. Francis AlaHtiiry, burn ia 
AUbrd, Eng., in 15'.)I, hut who. beenuiing interected in the preodi- 
ing of John Cotton and of her bruther-ia-Iaw John Wheelwright, 
foHoived the former to this country mlh her husband in 1634. 

ijamuel Cutler, the eubjeet of this memoir, was born in Newbu- 
ryport, Ma»n., on the 12th uf May, Isi).^. Hia father was for 
many years a merchant in that city, president of an insurance com- 
pany, and nanlcii of the FrDiesUmt Epittcopal Church, to which he 
was nmcb nttaclicd. At fourteen years of age Samuel entered a 
as olcrk. but upon attaining his majority removed to Portland, 
le..fonninga copartnership in the dry goods buttineits. In that 
city he continued to reside for a period of eight year*. Hero it was, 
to uso liis own vxproMion, thnt ~ tlio Holy .Spirit was exorcised with* 
in him, giving him a more correct and exalted idea of God than h« 
iiad over entertained." It was tlie earnest go«pcl- preaching and oon- 
•iSteDt living of the cousccriited and r(.'nowned Dr. Etlwonl ['nysoD, 
which under God biought about this happy change. Whoever 
vnu XXXV. Vi 
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knew bolh Dr. Payeon and Mr. Cutler, rnoet have been able to 
di8tiiiguii>h many truita in ttic one which reminded them of the 
other. Coiniiiiring Dr. Cuiiiininf:K'H memoir of Kdwiird Paveoo 
with Mr. CiitlmV ]>rivnte jwirnal, I huvc l)Ocn attoniihcd «l (he aim- 
ilaricv- The former in character and acrvice wac a noble model, 
(ho Inttcr a worthy copy. 

The second copartnership which Mr, Ciitlcr had formed in Port- 
land expired in Fcbruiiry, 1834, ut which time he enme to BoMton, 
wntiectin^ bim.ii-lf at partner with the importing and juhhln^ firni 
of Ivlwnrd Clnrkc & Co., the rcbiiion being 6nally diMolvcd in 
1837-8. And now arrived tlie second important epoch in \\u hi«- 
toiy. His heart had long said, " Voii inny be useful as n minister of 
Jmus ;" and he now thouj;ht he heard tiod'it voice proclaiming " Thtt 
it tlic way, wtilk t/e In it." Tlic tjucHlion of duty i«(»rcly tnmblcd 
him. Flattering openings nppc.-ircd in commercial life, and indica- 
tions were notwfliitiug ibnt such might be bia proper sphere. He 
deprecated what he regarded ns hia lew nitiiinments nnd meagre abil- 
ity, but the cull of God oould not bo disregarded. "Ciin I prepare 
myoclfforthe ministry?" he imiuircil ; to this the answer came, "If 
God has called you, lie will enable you to prepare youraelf ; the 
five loaves will increase io the distribution ; tue one talent may bo 
mtdtiplied if improved ; go on, and trust in the Lord." He went 
on. After muob reflection, conferring only with his wife, and aeck- 
iDg the direction of Him without whoae aid nil our con»ultulioDS 
arc little worth, he came to his decision. " I trust," he writes, 
"(hut it i« a correct decision. — and if so. may God give me grace 
to engage earnestly mid peraeveringly anti prayerfully in the work 
of preparation for the ministry ; if in tliat mini(>try He will be 
pleased to make me an instrument of promoting Hia glory nnd of 
saving souls.'' How faithfully this prayer was answered and the 
work performed, scores of the redeemed declare, some in heaven 
and some on cnrth. 

On May 12th, 1841, Mr. Cutler was ordained in St. ?««!'■ 
Church in Boston to the Dianonnlc by the Rl. Itcv. Bishop Gria- 
wold of the Protestant Episcopal Church. In the following year he 
wna onlaincd a Presbyter in St. Andrew's Church, Hanover, Mnu., 
to the Rectorship of which he had been called. In this latter oi^ 
dination. Bishop Griswuld wna assisted by the Rev. John Woarl of 
Christ Church, Boston, nnd the Rev. Thoniaa M. Clarke, then 
Rector of Grace Church, nnd now Bishop of Rhode leland. iSr. 
Culler remained at Hanover more than thirty years ; which foot 
alone is more emphatic than any language possibly could be, Ib 
demonstration of the high value tlmt his jieoplc plnc<'d upon hia 
labors, and of their deep and abiding attnclimcnt to him as a man. 
Hia re4ij|[niition in 1872 was accepted with unfeigned sadness. Hia 
departure from Hanover was a loea auatalncd not by bis pariah alone, 
but by the oommunity at large. The "Abington Standard" of 
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April, 1S72, <]4iibtlcM trullifuU}' cxprcfsvil the feelings of its read- 
en. M'hvn, in an cxlcodcd Ruiice of Mr. Cutler's work of tliir^ 
yeare, it tctlified itint he "was uiiivernii)1;r re*pec1c(l imd beloved; 
thnt the iD)|ir<^t*ii of liia ministry would nut euon be effaced ; tliiit he 
iroiilil bo iull»K<-il by nmiiy good wirlivd, and long be held in re- 
•p(H.-ifiil and iiffcciionntc nnictijbranc*." 

Tlic full of ia77 brought to(;cthcr in lliu city of Boston the Tri- 
ennial Convention of the frotc^iaat Epipcopal Church. In aome 
reepecte thi& was the moat notable gathering in the hiitory of tlint 
boily. It nitncMcd the roncluvion of the Wiirmly conrestcd battle, 
whirh hnd bwm wnpcd wiibin its communion between llie high and 
the lovf Church parties for nearly or quite a qiuiripr <>t a cen- 
tury. "The result of that lonjt war was victory all along the line 
for the rilualistte advance," wrote John Henry nopkinn, D.D.. 
one of iho boldcM and ablevt rcpre^nlntivea of the High Church 
pony. "A victory bo cumpk-tc," he ml(l». "thm the renewal of 
no»tilitica hcrciil'tcr ix hopck-M." This the wrilor connidt-rA apparent 
cvfu lo a Biiperficiul obBcrver ; and men of Mr. Ciiller'ii mould) 
therefore, felt that there vrns no longer a place within the Protott- 
ant Kpiacopal Church where they could honc«i1y labor. Hie view* 
of the truth were acquired in the extreme evangelical achool. Wa» 
it not nniurnl that he should look with dismay at what he ci>nHidered 
to be a deflection in the Church of his love? In fact, this win the 
underlying; cuubc of his refignation at Hanover, to which wc have 
jutt nfcnxid. Ho was relieved, and his mind brought lo a point 
howcvtr, by the result of thin convention of 1877, wlicn, nfier long 
and prayerful deliberation, he recigned his office as presbyter in the 
Prolcaiant Kpiscopnl Church. Hard wiiit the sttugglc, bitter the 
anguish it cost, but "in the spirit with which John Wintlirop 
anil his Puritan companions, hefuro leaving Ynrmouih in ItiSO (ot 
these western shores, bade an afTeciionate adieu to the Church of 
England, irusting in God to be with and to guide them, bo with the 
pra>er ilmt the divisions and cii)u|)roini9es in llie Protectant Episco- 
pal Church might be overruled for the glory of Oud, he aaid, 
farew, 11 ! " 

More than thi^e Bcoro ycare and ten of his life hnd now been 
spent. Unremittingly he had wielded the Sword of the Spirit in the 
deffin'o o( (he Truth fur ii liiird of a century. He carried the mnrks 
of cunlliet. Mi^ht he not luivc retired in glory and rested in peace? 
No one could have gnineayeil such an act. But his work wiut not 
done. Coke at the ago of ecTcnty si«rtcd to Chrislinnizc India; 
might he not aa well have yet n task to perform? The Itcfunned 
Kp)ii<-iipnl Church, or<!:anI/.i'd by the more aggressive and zeiiloa« of 
bis earlier colleagues, hnd been in existence three years. It was a 
Miicily J*roleslanl liturgical church ; canonically free from roman- 
iziog errors, with an o|)eD pulpit, and bnernmeularianism expunged. 
It was indeed — as he diou<'ht — the cliurch of liia fathers, the Pro- 
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tesunt E[>)Beopa) Church of fifty ycir* »go 1 lu cstabliahment ra 
lliu, tlio iiiU'llccttml nnd incrrnnlilc ciiitrc of New England, iit once 
lir<.'iuiic ttiL- (Inrlio^ nod Iioly ambition ol' his life Hy tlic liclp of 
God he would ^!vG lo it the bencBt of his nnmc, \\\» cxiirmncv imd 
his fnitli I 'i'lie hidtory of his »ui)sequonl efiorte in Uu^lun iniiy be 
briefly niirriitcd. On the I3tli of November, lt<77, his letter of 
rosigiintion to the Bishop of thii- Diocese, iipjieared in print. On 
the Adtcnt Sumbiy foIlDwing, with n liitic Imnd of devoted ndher- 
cnts, he ioaugurntcd public services in the Frccmnn I'liicc Clinpel, 
under tbc constitution and canons of tlic liefanned Eiii»cu[)il 
Cliurcb. This iLi^ion in rejrnidcd ws the crowning act of bis life, the 
ciip-o ho itf uf bill bidtDry ! In miiny respects it piirlook of the cluir- 
iicter of true heroism. Fricnd«i were few. nnd fue* were many, but 
ibe invincible faith of Samuel Cutler neither re(]uircd the encour- 
agement of the one, nur was dismayed by the derision of tlie 
other. He gave no heed to opjvi^ition. In the consciousness of 
right he vti\» content, if need be, to stand alone I During the two 
yettm in which he served as pastiir of this little flock, his Uulc tvaa 
that of a conserralor rather than a promulgator of their pHrticitliu- 
viewa. and when ei;;biec.u moiiilH ago, at bin own request, bis suc- 
cessor ap]ieare<l, ni> the work be;:iin to develop and promise a hap- 
py result, be felt that nt ki>t he inif;h[ die. ilin language was then, 
" LonI, now let ihy servant depart." Tbc day of ha|ipy release soon 
came. In tlie early spring of last year he was attacked by tliscBM 
of a rbcuinatic iiniure, wliieh de^L-il the physician's skill. Ilis 
death however wa* hastened, jierbiips, by his own indisposition 
to remain. "All the days of his appointed time would be wait till 
hid change came." but stUl he ivaa anxious to go. " Why tnrry so 
the chariot wheels ? " he snid ; " C'onie quickly, Lord Jesus, come ! " 
It w«i> juMt liefore dawn on the morning of the 17tli of July, 1880, 
that his spirit departed. Tbc closing day" and hours of hi" life were 
spent in testifying to the power and gooducsB of God. His sutTcr- 
ing was at limes severe, yet not a munnur escaped ; the Atonement 
of Christ was tlie tlienie of liin thougbt : lie o^en rehearsed the 
priimiecs ; hi« faith never failetl. Triumphantly rettiguiiig his 
strongest nnd tendercst lies, he glided away without a fmr or h 
doubt into tbc fullioinle^s. measureless ocean of GikI. " He came to 
bis grave like as a sliock of corn comeib in in his season." Ho was 
ripe for the kingdom. Ripe in yearn, ripe in his worldly relations, 
ripe in the fulfilmeiit of the happiest dream of his life. Tliat life 
closed without a cloud, 

''' A* nttn the murnin^ star, wliich kikm 
Not dowD tieliiud tlie iliirkctiixl ^^l»c. iiur uldes 
UlMonred ainun^tlie tduipeain u( tliu nky. 
But niellii away taia ttii! li^hi ol' tlcuviiu." 

Mr. Cutler's influence extended greatly beyond bis immediate 
circle of frienda and acquAinUtuces. He wa« a cupioui writer — the 
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autltor of wvcnil tracts and larger devotional works, anil n frequent 
Oontril>utor to llic pcnotlicnl [)rci>«. Anioiig (he larger devotional 
books from hi« pen may be mentioned thovc entitled, "The Naids 
Above Every Name," and " Tlie Work of the Holy Spirit;" being 
doctrinal and prneticol tuedituliotia for every diiy in tbo yenr. Both 
of them, recently rcvUed, arc publUhed by (he Atuericsn Tract 
Society. He nna a promoter of private and pulilic ctinritii's; • 
db«c(or of the North Knd Miflsion : inlcrcsied in the American 
Bible and Troet Sociytiea, ilie General Theological Library of Boston, 
and other similar iniiti{u(i»n*. 

On the Slh of November, 1869, he wM admitted a reaident mem- 
ber of the New England Uisiorie, Gcnc)i1o;iicnl Budeiy, and the 
following year constituied himfelf a life member. Ho took nn ac- 
tive pan in the nfi'tiira of the society, and mode frequent contriba- 
tioii.t ti> the librnry. During the abnencc of the recording secretary 
from the United Stated, Mr. Cutler was choecn secrctiry pro Urn- 
pore, and peiformed the duties of that office from December, 1873, 
to June, 1874. At the annual meeting, January 6, 1875, ho was 
ebooeii hisloriogmpher to succeeil the Kev. Dorus Olnrke, D.D. 
This office, for which he hud peculiar quolificiitionK, be held till hia 
death, over live years and n half. In ibis lime be wrote memorial 
sketches of more than one hundred and seventy-five deceased mem- 
bers, which wei« read at tlie monthly meetings of the society and adeiv 
wnrds printed in the Kegisteii. 11i6 readers of this work will 
agree with the writer, that they are models of concise biography, 
showing a painslnking accuracy and love of truth. 

Although Mr. Cutler was twiee married, no living descendant sur- 
Tived him ; his only child — a son, bom of his second wife — having 
died eleven years ago, at the age of tliirty-tbrcc. The firvt marriage 
of Mr. Cutler took place August 31, 1829, with Julia A., daugh- 
ter of Levi and Lucretia Cutter, of the city of Portland, Maine. 
The H'c<in<l, June I'J, 1833, with BUxabcth I)., daughter of John 
■ad Deborah Gnrducr, of Exeter, N. H., who surviveH him. 

He wns ever intensely active, earnest and aggrc«sivo in the cause 
of the Lord ; and like Hexektah, " in every work that bo began in 
the service of God, he did it with all bid heart, and prospered." 
And yet he was a man of great prndcncc. No one could imrt^no 
him biwty, or rn«h, or unwise. It was his habit to dclibcmic long; 
to weigh cause and effect. He was conscientious to an extraordi- 
nary degree. The paramount question witli him was not, " What ia 
my policy?" but, " What is my dntt/ f The personal sacrilice ba 
made on leaving the old church to unite with the new, turned on a 
qucitliun of conscience; so did bis change from mercantile life to 
the bumble and unremunemtive work of the gospel. It would be 
almost superfluous to say to those who knew him tlnit he was pure 
in his life. One can hardly conceive that he had ever nn enemy, 
to GOnsHleratc was he, ami gentle, and true ! He was open banded 
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in chnritir, adopting early in life a lulc to wliicli be crer adhered, 
of fipproprinliDg a ccitmo part of liie annual income to llic scrWoe 
of Oml. As freely nt he received he cheerfully ^ive. " In wnter> 
ing others," he miJ " In- hccniiiv wnU-rotl Hlstt hiinwlf." Ho WM 
hrfiiil in fpirit. Lilte the liitc Dr. (.liiiDDin^', whom in many ro- 
spccla he ;;rcatly rpTcred, he dietnisted ecctarian influence. He 
ncTcr eympathizcd vridi inodcru Itigh ohurcb views, and alvraye held 
to the validity (if the Cliristian ministry and ordinoocet as odntinii* 
lere^) in Prott^ttlant churches of other names th^n hii* own. He wu 
firm in tlie truth. Modern vpcoulation never diHturbcd him bo far 
ne his own hope was concerned. Ho knciv whom he believed. 
He wofl eaddcned by the raliooaliun) and ictidelity of die day be- 
enuse of their efiect upon others ; but oe for himself ho ever re> 
taincd liiH bold tipon tlie truth ae to the Tri-uuily of God, the necea- 
Bity of the Atonement, the plenary Inepinition of the Scriptures, and 
•Tustificntion by Faith. These were (he loundalion stones of hU spi- 
riliml building, ihnii to deny which lie would souner have parted with 
hia life ! He wtui not only tirm in the truth, but steadfast iu faith. 
Fnilh in hi» Saviour's nbiltly and rcadineee to pardon hU xin ; faith 
in the superintending Providence of God ; faith in the fulfilment of 
IliB every promise. Faith which produced a childlike submission, 
a patient endurance, an ever hopeful anticipation. ~ I have faitli to 
believe," wa» UU favorite, anil perhaps niunt frerjueully uttered re- 
mark. It vriui that fnJili which grandly sustjiincd biiu and euoour- 
aged others iu the work of the jroepel. It hae fount! its reward, let 
us hope, in tlie fulfilment of its own holy desires.

tabular pedigree. Tho followinfj letler of instructioni and Docm, 
in Fi'encn, frum llie tmme collection, have hecD translated and fur- 
nialicd iitt by Mr. Turner. Tliitt letter ia mentioned in one rromi 
Piiul Mnsciireno to a. rclntivc tinted " London, 30tli Sent. 1763," 
which is printed id the article first referred to above. TboM wbol 
wish to know the later history of Jean Mnscarenc will find it in thai 
letter of Paul. lie was kept io prison till April, ltS88, when ha 
WHS carried to the frontiers of Fmncc and released, but furbidd«ai 
to return to that counlry. He arrived in (Joiicva, AprU 10. 1688, i 
from which plncc he removed to Utrecht, where he died April 6, 
1698, aged 38.— Editor.] 

Gir, 

I have cast my eyes upon yon to pray you to defend my rights tai 
put them in erldeuce, bccAUu.' I know of no attorney niate eiiliglitetied by 
Mody and by ezpeiieuce, more honorable, or leu* likely to bti intiuL-iioed by 
ta ill-govcnie'l and ill-advined rchgiuim tea]. 

I miike pi'ofeasion of the Reformoil ItiUi^ion, aud I am In prison accused 
of having violated tlie edict of itie King, which forbids his labjecu to de- 
part the k inborn. 

2. I was arrested at Agen the 20th or 2lBt of Febroary in the year 
1C6C (my wife with me) liy the Lu Clievniicr de Grsmoiid. lieutenant of 
dragooim, and conducted by him ami scvcr&l oclier officors, accompanied bj 
soldiers, to the Logis de Si- Jacques : thence, after separnlion from mj 
wife, I was led to the prison of the I'reai<linl of Agen. with others that had 
hceii arrested. An hour later 1 whs vi«ilcd by a sergeant anil a soldier of 
the Touraine regiment, who took my tablets from me after I hiicl opened 
thctn in the presence of the goaler. Thero was Dolhing in the tablota hnt 
a bit of card bonnl on which a diagram wits drawn. 'Iheso tablota wtra 
taken to theoHicers in commnnil of the troops then in Agen. 

3. Two or three days nftcrwani I was cuaminod by an official in a gown, 
who wiu nilHresned as " l.icntcnnnl of the I'rci'idinl of Agun." I nppooled 
Irom him to my natu ml judge, but nkliniigh I had dctermiiied not to an- 
swer any of hia questions, 1 could not rc-*trnin mytcif when ho showed mO 
my tablets and I saw wrilten in thi-m a sonnet in the Gnsi^on dialect In 
duriitcin. us hn said, of the conversions that wnrn made. I preiume ibat tho 
oflicfTs of ttiR Touraine; rrgimciit. through wliote hands niy ll■l>ll^tI pacied, 
had written it there. I eunlented myself with prutoting that I bud tiaitlier 
eomputicil, written, read nor heard mention of the laid sonnet, nud that it 
had been foisted iuto my tablets after I liad banded them over to the aer- 
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gwnt and so)i]i«r. u I culled both ib«in and the gaoler lo witness. Mj 
pralMt wai recorded upon tlie soiinet lu«ir> 

4. Aftpr a second 1ieariii<>. fionie twdve or fifteen <iivs later, dnriiu; 
wbirh I kepi <ir^i"K my appeiil, 1 va.i sent to CastreSi logelher with H. 
Dnpiiy, now n prisoner in the Concter](«rie under th« aanifl charf^ with me. 
He van nriTMted tbe same dny ttiat I was, and it wu ihon thut I made hia 
actgiiniritance. 

AA<T wd hn<I been •ome day* in the priiioii of LHloueandierc at Castru, 
M. Biirlmra. tlio criminal jiid^, proceeded to my hcarii>g. 

0. Ho ukcd tn« \( it were not true that I bad left my houea in C»lrfl» 
at the iH-ginning of tbo Jtuoinier of 1 (183, to go into the country. I replied 
that T lui'i pa*Kcd tlifi nmmor wiib my wife at my farm noar Ang!u«, at- 
tending lo my baying and bartrcmting. and cnUrging my liounc. whicli had 
prcvioiiiily contained but one room, *o aa to paw comfortably onu or tiro 
noiilbn ibcrc crery *iimnier. 

6. n<! aikud m« if after reluming to Castrcs towardi ilio piuI of tbo 
Bnmmer I had not again gone to my farm. I answered in the affirinalive. 

7. ricaikcd me why I luul left my ouuntry house nilb my wife about 
the lOrh or 12th of October. 1685, I aii9were<l tbal my wife niu then 
pre)!i>aiii. expecting to be oonHued in seven or eight days, ami waa much 
alarin'-d it tbe rumoni current that Castrei and Aii;;le* were to bo gireii 
up to till! foldien,-. lu the ueiKhboring (owu8 bad already be«B. and afraid 
that our )ioti«e would hn occiipii-d by ibem. 

A* it was iinposniblc fur me to reaiaurc her, and I *aw that her life aod 
our ehild'i life were in danger. I sought an aaylura for her anmiig Home pear 
aanls in the mouiiiHiiis nt^r Nove. where we piwacd part of tbo wlnt«r. 
Ileve iihi- W1S drlirvri^ of a male child, which wu uauied Jean Paul Msa* 
caretie [hu 'm now at Caatru). 

8. Ilu n'^ked me why 1 had gone to Toulouse. I replied that the ncwa 
thai tweiilT of thi! ConUmark (fMry. KCuigsaiark) regiment had aold my 
ootlasfe and all the bay nnd straw on my farms, together with my furniture, 
and IiikI been detuileii in tlie uight to arrest us, sa iiiureaaod my wife'* feare 
that we were obliged to depart. This waa the more uec«iaary because we 
coahl no longer remain in chat locality by reason of an ordinance of the 
Intenditiit which forbade Imrboring tliose of the Religion under the penalty 
of &<JU lirrei Une. 

I Mid. moreover, that Article XII. of the edict of Ihe IGng revoking the 
Kilictof Nantes, gave ns liberty to go into all the ci^Ba.of iho kingdom ivtlh- 
oat molestation on occoiinl of our religion. 

9. He ashed me why 1 bod not stayed at Touloum, and why I had om- 
barkrd on tlie Garonne in the mail-boat. 1 ansncrcd that thinking it im- 

foaiililo CO remain in Toulou4e with aafety because I was well known itiere, 
detcnnincil to go U> dtir* where I was not known, where I could wui 
sniil it ahould plcMe the King (o ordain tome abiding meaaiires with refer- 
ence to bin iiubj(!Ot« of th<: llcligion called Itoformed, for although it 
wa< forliiiMen by hi* Miijotty to disturb them, noverthelaa* midii peraaoa 
abuKol ibinr power and mi^iod the opportunity to penecut9 >uoh na they 
bad gindgea ^lunil. That my wife could not then travel coovcniently OD 
hortebaek, bccauao she wan not fully rocnvemd from an illneis oonaeijueiit 
upon lK!r lyirig In, and hcnco I concluded to cjnbark on the tiatonnc in the 
boal tliat ruQi regularly to Agcn. Arrived at Agcn I fmrt'd (or my safety 
there, bcuiuite I waa known to Lt. de Romena, a nati\-c of CiislreH, who 
oommaudod tbo troopa quartered in tlie city by virtue of senior Captaincy, 
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luid bcLiuse I nir sereral olher officers who knew my wife Mid myxil^ and 
hennl llmt [icujili; of tlie B«ligioD had been arrcntod ilwra. 

Tbun I wu conipcltcd to wnh»rk nt nnoo on tbp bo«t for Bordeaux. Wn 
wen DO (ooiier aboard, ttinii ttio I.L Clivvnlivr do Gnunond accodcd nio anil 
Mkcd if I did not profeu ilia Religion calb'l RjifomKil. On my replring 
th»t I did, be conunaiided my wife iiod ni^nclf iu ctin King'* name to fculoir 
btm. ami we ubuvcd. 

10. M. ttarbiim, thu criniinni judgo. then aitkcd me explicitly if it were 
not irui' iliiki I hod intended to depart the kiiigiJom. I replied thai I lored 
iDj cbuiiir}r ttxi well to Itiive tU uoleat forofd to do »o. 

11. Lie nf^xt usked oiu if I hod Dot plnuned with U. Dupuy of Cira> 
maa, U. da Mouleus and wife, tbe Lc. Cuudier and wife, resident at Bruni- 
<]Ueti time leagues from Montuuhan. and the Lt. Malabiou (now at Ctt^ 
tres). to depart tbe king<loDi. To thin quetiiioD I replied in the negative, 
and added that I did not know M. Dujiuy or ibe Lt. Gaudier or liiii wife at 
all, and thut 1 onlj koew &I. de Motileua and wife by sight — tliat tlio ibree 
former lived at the di«tanc(t of nioe or ten leagues from my |)lace of re^- 
deiice, tlio latter at the distance of twelve or lllYecn leagues, 

I ocknowlodged that on oij arrival in Toiilon^a 1 Itad met l)ie Lt. da 
Malabion, wlio told me ibnt ho wai bound to iho Tair at Uordeaiix witb the 
bor«o that bi> v/m tbon riding (the hnr^e belonged to ibe judge, M. Bar- 
bam). I wa8 surprised aftcrwanlt to rind tho Lu do Malabion on ibe boat, 
and Mkcil him what ho hid <lono witb his horto. 

1 2. Tbe judge next nukM mo wbnt waa my object in going to Bordeaux. 
I ropli'vl ihnt I went lit^cniiKc I roiild not tamj remain at Agon, and whs 
in htiiKKH to pn.<s a few dayn thnro iiiinnitci.i] aii'l tn nuicC, at leMl during the 
Glir, wbicb wa> to l>egin in nuven or oiglit day*. ( I intended to stop in La 
Rcale or elMWIieie in cam I found the taiely an<l rent thai I was •ecking.) 

Four of toy tenants from <liSoroDt farms toittilied ihni I sot out from my 
farm at Cnm<lle nbcrc I )iud piHscil the «umin(?r, but that they did not 
know wbilbcr I went. One of ibcm said that I set out in the night with 
my wife. My testimony in that regard you will find in *oction 7. 

Two of iho town <viiincil of Angle* tiwtifiod that a acrgeniit and twenty 
toldiiTt ni tbe Coniimnrk {ijurry, Konignmnrk ) regiment, to command of a 
comniiK'ii>n'.'d olticer, w<int to my farm at Carrelle, and that one of tbem on 
bin rutiirn lo Angle« Kii'l tlint tiiny had not found me. See again my teMi' 
mony in seiTtion 7. 

A crri.iin DarriL<)uy tutor in a gentleman's fitmily teillfled that wbcu I 
wtu unked by tbi; gentleman with whom be lived whether I would not cliango 
my religion, I repli<-d that 1 wiet eutii'itiuwl of the triiih of my religion and 
hopdl to lie fiiilbfiil In it at! my life. I not only admitted tbis fuet to M. 
Barbara when he uonfrouted me with this witneM, but I told him that if he 
woul<l Liiko the trouble to tuk mo ibe lame que»tiou, 1 ^ould ever cuaka 
the *nmK reply. 

By judgment rendered in tho monlh of April. 1 G8C, M. l)u]>ny and my- 
self wci'c ivnteucod to the galleys for life, our property was ontilUc.ited and 
a linu tif a tliouuind |nuuds tmpoKcd to bn paid into the roynl ireigury. 

Lator we bad to ap[war before tbe Parltainent of the rn-iidiiiioy of Tou- 
louiin, and tome days thorealter wo wt-re »t'))nrated. M. Dupiiy remained 
at tbe ConoSorgerie, while I was ti-nnnferred to the priton of the llftlel de 
Vllle, trom wbicb I write la you. 

A year uflor, viz. Alar ' tli of tbe present year. 1687, wo hod a hearing at 
La LelettCi where the Coiincillora of the Chamber of Parliameut asked m« 
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•Dtna rjiiQttions canc»7iing the tnaltera spedlle<} above, but nnciipic^l mmt of 
ibv IItiii^ of the lii'iiriiig in duciuaios nlSur* that Iwro uotbing to do witb 
our prc»oiii luisii.<.>^- 

Allhougli tay r<.-ligion paHcs for a crime, and I know well Uial bat 
lor my rrligioii I Khoiild not be in my preMRt ooodition, I miikR hol'l to jw 
tif; tliis sixallcd crimo, and chooso rather lo be tlio criminal iliiU I nm iJiaD 
to rroover all thai I hnve tosU 

All diicusaioii apart, I ani porsiMdcI of llio truth of my religion, my con- 
adcDca r«fiiM« wbut ia oHitreil mc, ami I bavo an uncoatrol tabic avcruQn to 
hyjiotrrisy. 

It in my opiiiinn that all that can bring us to «mhrncu any r«li^on i« th« 
knon-trdgi.' thnt wo have of God niid of nliat he ha» dono for uii, tho love Mut 
gmtiiudc ihnt nc feel towards him, our remgnition mid our love of tratb. 
our fi'ar of infinite and eternal misery, and our hope of [Mirfecl and ctaniol 

hsnptlKTBI. 

Ill nil my hrarings I omitUtd mention of nn afTiiir in vhich my wife woa 
ci>ni.'<\riinl. thiiL gnvo ■>» good rcimon to fciir (ritnrt and maltrentmeni- Yon 
will perhaps consider its Waring upon my ca«o important, and hence it will 
Dot lie itapmpRr for me to digiitis here. 

I marricil Slargiieritc ile 8alavy three ymrs ago. Foiiryitars ago a certain 
joURg man nnmcil CnlvcC gave hern blow in the public sirei;t. On aooouDt 
of thw insult a warritnt was iuucd for his nrr^-at. and he was arTMted and 
carried to t)ic prison of 1^ 'ronrmndicre, tvh<'re the relatives and friends of 
tke laid Mite, dc SaliivT. now my wifi'. nerc obliged to slnnd guurd over 
bim, bvcuusG the gHolnr would not l>n r<-sp(>iiEiI>1e for bis side kf«ping by 
rouson uf lli« innpcurity of thf^ prison ami bis fcJir of llie said Odvet. He 
waa trivd hi-forit the proper oHiciats at CiutrGS, tnd smleiicril to sii yeiire 
tu the galKvys. This aentence was abont to be carried into execution, when 
by tbo decree of tho Pitrliament. issiiod upon his appe»l. it was commuMd 
and he was Motenced to beg Mile. Salavy's p-irdgn in her house at Castres, 
in tlic pre«!nce of *<ich persons as she should choose, and was bouiihed the 
dty and faubonrgs for one year. 

TIm fadicrofthe said Calvct was consul of Castres in IGS5, when the soldiera 
eame there, and as it was a time whnn tbon' wlio hud uulburity abuiied it to 
aatinfy tlieir private animosities, he iKinATcd tbiil tbn first fifty ilriigouiiB that 
enlt-'red Caslrei shoultl be dninilcd to pluinli'-r our property and [lertit'cute ui 
st our sroatl farm al Citrri'-llcfi, wherr w<! then were, and where our only 
■beller was one room. Picture to yourself the feeling* of a woman cz< 
peeing to be conlined in two or three days, oo hearing such oewa m thU. 

Tile same,Calvot was afterwards thecause of our ijuittiug the place where 
my wife va* broogbt to Ited. He happened to meet on his rood a man from 
tbe farms of Pouasines, and in(|uire<) of bim parliculurly my whereabouts, 
laying that be was one of my intimate friends und wished to huow where I 
was in order to offer me his M!r^•ioeB and jnim u few days with me- We 
learifed tlial lie had gone tu Caatres to in|i>rm his (utlier tbo Consul that all 
be bud to do waa to amid tlie soMien. and that tliey could not fu\ to secure 
Odr persons Oiia time as they hod fuile^l tiefore. He bad already had the 
•atisfactiou of seeiiig our property i«izeil and uiiule away with.

But my jouruey was 
made for auoiber reutoii. imkI won due to ttie peraeoutttm of a private 
enemy. 

What right bad be to cnmlcmn me out of bis imagination ? Even if bis 
theory hud ground, it would Ik at mom Inil putting it tbat I bad ibo inten- 
lioii of depunij);; the kiugiloni, uud I have always heard say iliat iutentivus 
are not puuiahcd iu Pruuoe. 

I Wiu arraated at Ageu forty or fifty league* from ibe frontier, anil you 
might say in tbe heurt ol' the kin^om. Admitting tbiil I bud such inicif 
tian, I should have had plenty of time to cliange my mind, an<l might nn- 
sonubly Late done so. knowing as I did ihat eveu since ibo edict of the 
King re<'okiug the Kdicl of Nanlcs, those who jtrofeescd the Keligioti called 
l{«farDied cuuld remuiii in all the cities of the kiiigiiom without being luo- 
lr«tcil ou uccuuut of their religion.

fxianirj- with my fikinily, but what the hu«noM wu lliat called me away 
hi' iImI not know, not baring the gift of ilivinalion so U to be snare of wliat 
jttui-i] in my mind. Sr. Itarbarn threatened in my jvtcsuncn to jiut hiin in 
irons anil to bang him. but tho wtUiess jx^riiutixl, and ik-clfn'cil ibai llirmgb 
he sbonid hiuig for it he voaM only testify to wlmt lia knew, wUereupon 
Sr. Bniliara corrected tho record of his t«>tiRioiiy.

THOMAS SIUKPS LETTER FROM ENGLAND, 1682. 

Conunanltatcd by William B. TataK, Uaq., ef BmMd. 

T~ HOUAS SHARP was one of the eighteen AssistantB of Ibe 
Massaduieettd CDuijian^'. ivlio were chosen to tliat oflice, Oct. 
20, lt)29. Among them were Sir KicJiiir<] SiiItonslBll, Mr. lanao 
John«on, Mr. John Endccutt, Mr. John Humfry, which fuur gen- 
tlomcD, with Mr. John Winthrop, were the same day put in nom- 
ination for the im[forlunt position of Governor of the Company, 
preparatory to the (rnveriiiiient heing traiiafcTTCt) to Now England. 
Tbo Court "having received cxtraorOinary great commcndacotia " 
of Mr. Winthrop, "both for his iotcgritie and Bufficiencie, as being 
one every way well fitted and accoinpliftlied for the phtce of Governor," 
did witi) a general rote and a full cinticnt, " by errccon of liimtLri," 
choose him tJie Governor of said Company for " the ensuing year, to 
begin on this prcecnt dny." Mr. Sharp wae probably a pnMenger 
in the 6eot with Gor. Winthrop. Two days aAcr the formation at 
Charlcatowa of what ta now the firat church in Boston, lie, with four 
otbeni. joined it. Thi» was on the fir»t of .\ugu»l, 1630. Soon 
after, he waa visitctl with a severe domoBtic affliction, which is thus 
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rdirtcd by Got. Dudley, in Iiia Letter to the CountMs of Linooln, 
written nine months after the arrival of the euii^^rHiiiM in thi' Bay. 
"Vpon the tliinl of .Iiinujirj'." I<i;i0-31, "<Iywi llic djiiij;hlcr of 
Mr. Sharpc, a ffMy vir;;innc ninkln;; a eumfurtubic end, aficr a 
long ficknct. The ])lanUtc))u here received not the like losd of 
may woman einco wo came lioiher and tJterefore shoe well lieMrvM 
to be reraeuibred in Una place." A few weelu »iil)oei|ncntIv uio- 
tber calamity befell Mr. Sharp. Uii Uku lf>lh of Maich, ''* abont 
DOOQ," iiceori]in<^ to Gov. Winlhrop (pee his ■lotirual, i. iS), 
"the chimney of Mr. Sharp's house in Dostun took fire, {the «plin- 
tors bcin<; not clayed at the top) and taking the thatch burnt it 
down, and the win<l being N. \V. drove the fire to Mr CoUmm'B 
liouae, 1>eing [blank] rods olf, and bnriit that down aleo, yet thej 
MVLil inodt of their goods. " (iuv. Dudley has it, that ibe accident 
occurred on the 17th, an<l ad<Id, " both whoae bowsed, whidi were 
u good, and tu well furiiinhed n» the uiont in the phnlacl6n were in 
S hourea tpacc burned to the ground together with much of tbdr 
houBohold Btuff, appnrell and other thingee as allsoe eontc goods of 
oUiers who Boiourued w'" them in their howecfl." "For ihe prerca- 
tion whereof," be onitintieit, "in our new towne intended this «omer 
to bee builded, wee have ordered that nuc man there shall build IiU 
chimney with wood, our cover hia house with thatch, which was 
readily assented vntu, fur that divers other bowses have been burned 
since our nrrivoll (tlie Bre nllwaieg bcginniiigc in the wooddoa 
chimneyH)." 

Later in hie letter, Dudley writes, "The thipp now waites bnt 
for wind, which when it blowes there are ready to go aboard tltereiii 
for Knghuid Ht. Richard SoItonAlall, Mr Sharpe, Mr Coddingtoo 
and many others, the iao#t whereof purpose to returnc to vs againe, 
if Ood will." Mr. Coddington, and also the Rev. John Wilson 
who wa:i one of the passengers in that vessel, rcturnetl, but Salton- 
atall and Sharp cnnic not again. The chip set sail IVcim 8iilcm, on 
her outward voyago, April 1st, and arrived safely nt London on the 
89th of the same month. 

Whether Mr. Shar{), on his return to England, took up his abode 
in GrotDD, the nnlivo place of Guv. Wiiithrup, we cannot Ii-ll,^a8 
his address is not given in the letter which tiiUows.

STUDKNTS of early American hijlorjr lire genernlly conversant, 
wo prcuinc, with the story of ihi! two brother*, Juliu and .Sam- 
uel Browne, "t)ie lawyer and the merchant," the former hcitig bq 
Assiatant, who were joined with other in em hero to he a Council ot 
tlic Mssdoehuiietttt iiluntatimi or colony, ol' whom Emlieot was con- 
firmfd :ie Gori'nior. Soon after rhuir arrival hcri', if not prfvions- 
ly, ilitlercnoee of an uccleeiastiL'al nature urosc. The Browncs and 
others net up Episcopacy, maintaining views at variance with the 
two ministera, Skclion and Higginson, w[io did not "use tbe book 
of common prayer," and wore non-con form iula. " Their ai>«eciiea 
and praclisoi^ tcndin;; to mutiny find fiietiun," w it was ullcf^, 
" the governor told them, that New Entrl'Hid was no place for such 
lis they ; and lliercl'ore he sont them both back for England, at cfafl 
return of ihv E>hipa the camo year." 

The firliclc iicrc jirintcd settles the question, nearly, as to tin 
time of arrival in iCngland, and givee tbe name of tlio vessel In 
which they sailed. 

GO) has fuc-similes of the autogmpha 
oftliutwo Browncs, "taken from the Colony Kcconls. The ter- 
mination of the surnames is worn away," he ssys, " but the defi> 
ciency is supplied by the like which precedes, except the final e."

There was a certain John Dummer who was Pnepo^tus or Eoev j of tho 
borough nf Overtoil in Mamptliire, in 1471, and who wae ameretil iu that 
boroni;h in the 2l«t of Kiij^ Henry VII., 1505-6. Who he yt*. wh«ro 
he can)e fVom, or when he died, I bavo been unable to aaceruiu, and aui 
no wiiere Kiid any other refereuce to tiioi. 

I. A little later, viz., in 1523, there apjieara at UwHlebmy, in the aame 
county, a ISicJiaril I'f^Jren, or Pyltirrm, who died before '.'"ebruary, 15-10-1, 
and wa« buried at Uwslebury. He wai a freeholder of Overton aboY»> 
mentioned, and is variously called, in the Manor Court rolls and other 
records, " Richard I'yWren alia* Domer." " Kichiird Dummor aUoM Pyl- 
dren," and "Richard Pyldreni altat Dummer." His wife Matilda, or 
llaude, survived liim, and was living at On&lebury in 1515, as " Mawda 
Pillgryme," and in 154!) as " Mawdo Illdrent," hut was buried at Utvd» 
bury, accordiD;» to her sod's will, before 24lh August, 1559. Whether her 
maidmi-namo was I'yidreu, and her husband aiuained it on their marriiu^ci, 
or whctlicir slio waii a. Dummer and ho had nddeil lior pntronymiu to his 
own, and, if so, wliothor sho was a daughter and hciroM of the John l>um- 
mor of Overton above named, are questions that my most anxious sonrches 
do not oiialile me to answer, and it is not probtihio that they ctcr enn be 
answered. Itut as her sons and grandson coutinutd to use the nnme of Pyl- 
drcn hefiire thnt of Dummer, and iw, nlthongli at some distance from Owslo- 
hnry. they continued to he freohnldors oi' Overton, acid m tliis Richard and 
Matilda gave the nanie ol John to the only two sons they had, titers 
may be a fair prccumntion that Matilda was tho daughter and hcirou 
of John Dummer of Overton, and that her himbaud, lirst ai^uming her 
sumnnid as an alias, liiially dro]i|ted bis o\vii altogether, or rather 
tlint hi* deicendanU did. The conjecture however is not siisceptildo of 
proof ubjolute, nnd it cwu only he itasoned from analogy that the assump- 
tion of a second surname by I'yldron, as in the ease of Almore, was duo 
to the fact that Xm bail " maicbed with Uummer's heir." 

At all events, this UJoliard I'yldron and Maude his wife were the eat^ 
li«tt anctrstors, of ii'honi we can bo absoliiiely certain, of tlie Dumtnera of 
New England, and of tlishopstokc and elsewhere in Hampshire. Thej 
]«ft two nuns, both uamwl John, and evidontljr no other children. One of 
(heee Johns, whether the cldi-r or vimngor cannot Ira dolerminod, was mar- 
ried at Newton Valence. Hants, .Jtb Octohor. 15-11, to Joaoo, daughlor of 
Robert Smith of that place, aud Aj[atha bis wife. Thoy arc monUooed ta 
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dM vUl of li«r mother, Agnlha Sinitlt. AaUiA S3J ScptrmlMr, 15&8, u hft- 
log tli«d It3uet«3, anil thej uviik-niljr dice) without mat, n* Doiie nrit nniood 
in iht! will of ber biubtuid Joliii I'vldivn. which ii» ilBtwt 24lh August. 
INfi. He fliroctud U> be buriud at Ownlcbury. iic-jtr hi* bther niid muiJter, 
ud gave a niudl lepicy to 1ii« brotlierjohii.

And It niuy Im inipected that " Alice Duiuaier, widow," wlio wu buriod 
there on tbe iStb of Decetnlier. 1G03, was tus widow — but of thi* one can- 
not t>e cerluiu. Hi* own burial 'a not iu tbe Durley rttgislcr. aod lift tuay 
bare been burled at Owsleburj, tbe reenter of wbicfa [tarUh ]>r«viou« to 
1676 U bopdeuly lo*t. It may )iu chat tbe family was nWaA Dummer iK 
Darieji but tliat, wlieii ho came to loake his will, ho tlioaght it uiwranry 
to we ouly bin unu fkuiily-uame of I'y)dr«n. In such case it is quito pii>bablfl 
that it waj his ivldovr Alice who was buried at Uurloy in IfiOS. But no 
will of hers can be found under either iiu]iie> and this matter must thorofore 
remain uncertain. 

John DiimmeTt the eldest son. cootinued at Diirlcy, and was the anee» 
tor of the Dummere of tbst place, who never aDcnrnriU imcd the surtiamg 
of I'yldrcn at all : but, as they are of no account in iliis liitlory, I ]>roce«d 
to thnt of tb« younger son, via. :

On the 19lh of SepUtmhw, 1620. bo settled a rcnt- 
oluirgu of forty shiliings per annum, out of bi« land in Itishop^tokc, fur tho 
nao of the poor in that parish, [lis wife yodnr joined with biin i[i this set 
llomcni, but wbo she was, or when she died, I have bocn iitmblc to ancor- 
tain. No will of herRoIf or her husband is to bo foun<l. Tlu-y are not iu 
tbe Principal Registry dtlior at London or Winobosicr, and were probably 
proTod in the Court of the Peculiar of Dasingstoke, tbe rvcnrd* vf whicli 
Cnnrl. i>xccpt a few odds and ends that arc dcpoutod at Wincbotcr, liavo 
not hueti seen within tbe memory of man. It i« ItclinTod tliat they woro 
deatruved during the rivil wars of the 17ih rmuiry. or i-lno hiildnn xwajr 
fbr HBle keeptug, and eventually lost. TIiie Thomits waa living ^Jih Si-pc, 
1625. but died before tltli .March, lt/'2i-fi, the dati» of two of ihn Manor 
Court* of llisbopstokc, ilh appears by the nillx. Acconling to thr muto- 
muut of hiH daughter Mary (the " M. D." of the Gentiulogy printud uu |>agO 
XXI. of the lutroduciion t<> tho Ut vol. of the '' Diary of Sumui'l Sewall ), 
ho wan buried in Uishnpatoki; Church, n:id there is no iiXLion to doubt the

Itector 
of Laiigford, eo. Wilt*, whom she survived. She died 5Lh ^'oveuliei', 
17l>U, iiged 04, and was biiriiNl iil South Stoneliam with hor anciMtora. 

llobert Andrews, geiiL, ibe father of lhc«e children, mmlc his will on 
ifae 30ib of Nuvembor, 1717, and it wnu pi\iroiI at Wini-bcKtcr, by hiK wid- 
ow .Suianiiu. on tbe 9ch May, 1720.

Why his will wa« not pmved tn Loodon ttnttl nearlj two yean >ftor hit 
death, ta^y bo cxplainml on (ho jireBiimptiuii that it wa« immodiatvljr pforod 
ill IImt I'oculinr Court of hi« neighborhood, tbe reoorda of which are loat, 
au'l that KnbMqiiirntly it bocauie u«oeMary to prove il also in Tendon. Hu 
widow Hary survived bim more ihau thirty yearft. an<l was huric-d at Smith 
SlOQsham on the 4th of June, 1720. She boa no uioDuinent, nor can nnjr 
will of horn he found. Probably the left uooe, as she mast bavo lived U 
extreme ol<l age, certainly beyond eighty. 

It baa been always aaid thai the three etnlgrauEs to New England, Rich- 
ard, Stephen and Thomot Dnmmcr, mere hroOiir*. but tliix !■ an evidont 
mistake ao fur n* the laf^l is concerned. Tlie age of the Thomaa who wont 
ont in the " Bevi* " is given as 1 9, in the well kDonn list of paMongers 1^ 
that VAsael, but that list oontaing ol>ber irreconcilcablo itauments. It n 
afaaoiutely ecrtnin tlmt Joane, daaghti^r of Thomo* Dnminer, broiher of 
Kdurd and Sieplieu. nurrird Tliomos Nclnoii n> early as IfilA : atnl tliera- 
lOTt equally cenatu tlut she was not the daughter of a man who Iwd eod- 
grated In 1638 at tbe age of 19. My impression is that Thomaa, the bro- 
ther of Richard and Stephen, nurrr went to Now England at all, but that 
BldMrd. OD bis return to New England in I&a8,took with bim tbe wife and 
dbildr^D of Stepbeu (who bad remained to Now England), and also Joune, 
daughter of their brother Tliooiu*. and Thomas (be son of ibeir brother 
John, the same Thoma* whose history we are now diicussing. who would 
hant been about 19 in 1038, and tliat he afterwanls returned lo England. 
M did hia ancle Stephen, and other* of (lie family. Tliis concIusioD seem 
lo be sustained by the fact that iherd appears lo be do trace of Tbomai 
Dtmuner in New England after 1650, when his name oocars in the list of 
Ibe ori^nol MMllers of g^liabuiy.

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WAS GOV. LEVERETT A KNIGHT? 

AT the monthly meeting of the New England Hittorie, Genea^ 
logical Society, May 5, 1880, tho following letter from JIp. 
TSitllc waa received and rend :

For KcHDC time I liave deairod to »ubtuit lo the oonaideratkm of tho toch 
cty a prO|>OGitiuu looking lo a »oluttou of tlie questloii wliMber John Le^ 
erett. i^^tTuur of MikBHachuMltc Bay Colony tram 1G78 to 11179, was 
knigliie'l by Chart<?a II. of Eiiglaod. lltH koightUood is fVeqaontly and 
Bok-muly affirmed as a liistorical Tncc iii itie pages of the fyeverctt Klemo- 
rial, Doi eicepiiiig the tiile-pagc of thai roluiue, aa tf it ncre iiDqiMMlioa- 
aUe. 

Kly impr«MioD is that this alleged act of the king nerer waa made pubUe 
(ill within f)l\y yean past. At all ereots, this anDoiincemctit mutt bara 
been received irith siirjiriHO by all who knew the hi8Io^y of th« king and 
of the govprnor. No one was prepared to heliovo tliat Chnrlea !I. had any 
such regard for the I'lirilan tiovcrnor, tho aider «nd almtior of Cromwell 
— ill overlhrowing the tnonarchy — as in imptied by conferring on liini 
knigljlliood, or Ibac the GoFernor bad any such regard for the Cavalier 
king mid his court, as lo indoee him to aceept it- And yd the contrary ii 
orecd. among other thing>i, to establiih the Ihct of knightjtooil. 

The BiTlniinlivc evidonco is not strong; it oonsists of a single letter of 
business f^om Mr. Secretary Williamson lo Governor I^rcrt'tt. <bted in 
August, 1676, wherein tho latter is styled a knight in the addreo ; and 
also a docnmont, now miwbg or lost, supposed to bo the royal tcliert pat«nt 
oonfcrriiig this distinction. Stmngo this letter, nliorciii no moiitiou is made 
of kniglitbood. except bj> it appean to tlm Governor's namn in the addresw, 
should lio prcHcrred, and tho imporUnt bnlky l^ttvrs FHteot creating htm 
knight ah on Id he IntL 

Ihin in a novel tray of conferring a« well ns proving title to knlgbtbood. 
Aa Co the letter, no one wlm known what a gruat hlundorcr the itwri-iarj 
WM regarding Atnnriciin alluini and hisUiry, will attach any importuiice to 
that. Ilnw came the secretary, liofort! and nftur. to forget tlial thi> Gov- 
ernor WEu a kiilghl? If thii niiuhiMl of proving right to a title wert^ allow- 
able one might easUy prove, from liii tilcn of lutlur*, a title a> high as he 
night choose to lay oluim, and a* varioux as hi* fancy coiili) dtuire. How 
oflen dcir-s blunder or dtuigii compliment u* in a letter, with a title wholly 
inapplicable and foreign to ountelvesl 

'I'bL- negative evidence is gtrutigly against thii tbcorj- of kniglitbood la 
IG'ii, or any uther ye«r In the rei^i of Charles II. 

During my h!>itt>rieid reueardiet concerning thucon({u<-Ktof Aotdia by tbA 
Dutch ia )t)74, I had occatiou to obnerve with much care tlic official rel^ 
tioiia — and 1 know of no other — between Charles II. and Governor Leve-

en<l ihni il« content; went of litlle cona«<iiience. All this was reported at 
Court about the time tbe royal lettcri jwloDt are alleged tg have been 
bned. 

Gov. Levcretl, m chief magialrate of the coloi>y, it only nurpRned by 
the amiable, prudent and ftcoompliahed WintArop. A« a ntilitniy com- 
mandcr be bad no dfiiAl daring the flrtt, nor peni*p« during the >ocoud 
eliartvr. Ilii. administnttioii is a coDtpiciioua one; and hin mrinory haa 
alirayi bcco held in eytpcni and vcnorntion in New EugUnd. Thiit ho 
erer held any other rrlniions with Cbnrlti* II. than tboiu kiiawn to hia 
eonieinporarii-s. none will beliure who vxamine into the matti-r. 

While I, ms well as maoy oibcra. am (atiidled that be never <m* Icuigbted 
by Charlts IT., lu oUe^fed, then are pertous who believe olberwite, ami 
continue to style him a knight, lliereby making confiiiiou ia our history.

THE Btibjcct of this Hkctcli was bom in whnt i» now the town of 
Rnndolph. Mass., March 17, 1788. At tho time of hie birth 
thi» territory constituted the southerly precinct of the ancient town of 
Brii)ntrc«, and vrtia or^aniKed into the separate township of Rnndolph 
in 1793. An Eoclcsiatticnl PitrtKh hud been formed here May 28, 
1731. On the 8th of June lavt, corresponding in the New ^tylc 
with the date above mentioned, the church at Itandolph celebrated 
iU 1511th anniversary witli appropriate and deeply interesting ser- 
vices. Had this event occurred in the dnys of Dr. Aldcn't strength 
And activity, no roan wonhl have borne a marc pr*>mincnt part in jl 
than he, fur this was a field in which he was especially at home. As 
it waA, the manuscripts and published articles wtuch be had left be- 
hind became the chief sources of infurmntion for tlmse who tonk llio 
firincipol parts in this commeinoration. Throughout tho services 
lis niinic cnme up continually n» auttiority for i!tatcments made, and 
was nieulii>ned always with gratitude and love. 

Dr. Alden was of the seventh generation from John Alden of 
the .Mayflower, llic line of succesniou from this honore<l founder, 
as traced by himself and gathered from his volumo entitled "The 
A IdcQ Memorial," is as follows: 

Of the eleven children of John and Friscilla Alden, the second 
ivta Joteph, who was bom in Plymouth in 163'1, In early man- 
hood he became a citizen of Rridgewnter. 

Of the live children of Joseph and Mary (Simmons) Alden. the 
second was </os^»^, who was bom in 16t>7. He was known as Dea- 
con Joseph, and lived in what is now South Bridgewater. 

Of the ten children of Deacon Joseph and Hannah (Dunham) 
Alden of liridgcwnicr, tlic eldest vras Daniel, who was bom J.inu- 
ary 29. 1691. This Daniel remninol an inhabitint of Bridgcwater 
for « timo. and then removed to Stafford, Conn. 

Of tlie eleven chihlren of Daniel and Abigail (Shaw) Alden. tho 
Moond was Ihtniel. who vnu bom September 5, L72Q. 'S.Vvb\aax. 
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Daniel lived in Stafford, Conn., in Cornisli, N. H.. and tn Leba- 
non, X. H., where )i« died. He ku kiKiwii lui Dea. Daniel. 

Of liie twolv« children of Dwi. Diiuicl and Jane (Turner) Alden, 
the Gllh vroB Sbentzer, who wa« bum at Stnfford, Conn., July 4, 
17S5. 

Of Uic three children of Rbenezer and .Sarah (Baaa) Aldcn. tho 
eldest was Ettenexer, tlic aubject of (tiia Hkctcli, bom (as before 
fltalfd) March 17, 1788. 

[lix mother Samh Bosa was oIbd a lineal dcsctndont of Juhs 
Aldcn of Iho Maytliiwcr, in the lino uf Rutli hi§ daughter, wliu mar* 
ried Samuel Basa, deacon of ihe First Church in Roxhury. By 
tlie same line tlie family v-m connected with the Adams faiuily of 
Quincy, the niotlier of John Adams, the second pn^ideni of tlie 
United tiiutcs, being a dosccndant of Kuth the daughter of Joha 
Aldcn. 

Going hack now a single step, let U9 make our departure from 
the first Dr. Khenezcr Aldon. Tho track over which we have just 
travelled will servo to show that he came of a rc1it;iu»a stock. He 
was cducatc'd at Plainficld Academy, Conn., and having pursued 
hi» medical studies with Dr. Klisha PcrkiDS. was invilod, itt due! 
form, lo Betllc in the Stjulh Parish or precinct of Braintreo. lis 
was called there in ITHI, af llie mim the people hud chosen for their 
physician, Just nstlie Kev, Jonathan Strong, D.D., a few years later, 
WM called lo be their minister. This was a good old New Kngland 
cuatom which we have now outgrown. It was juBt one hundred 
years from the comin<; to Kandulph of the first Dr. Rbenezer Alden 
to the ilcuth of the second. These iwu men, in the <iualiiiG« of tlicir 
intellects and their characters, were in mnny rc«pcct« alike, though 
the son had cnjoye<l larger opportunities for generid and professional 
education thai] tlio fnlhcr. When Dr. Alden, Sen., died at Ran- 
dolph (of typhoid fever), October 16, l«Ol!, hlii pastor. Rev. Dr. 
Strong, said of him: "The duties of his profe^ion he di4>'hargrti 
with reputation to himself and great usefulness to his employers. 
Uis circle of business, though small at Bret, gradually increased 
until it bectime extensive. As u physician ho was remarkably pru- 
dent, attentive and Euccesaful. During the lailcr part of hia life hia 
advice waa much sought and respected by hie brelhrcn of the Fa6> 
ulty in hia vicinity. No physician in this port of the country po»- 
ee^eed tlie love and confidence of bis patients to a higtier degree. 
This was evident from tho universal sorrow felt at his decease." 

Ilis own son, in the "Alden Memorial," says of him: "lie wa« 
eminently a cluld of the covenant, his parents nnd gmndparenta and 
theirs on both'iiidei* down to Ihc tiret ancestors who came in the 
Mayflower, having been menibers of the Conj.TegationiJ Church; 
and, so far as is known, having honort-d tlieir Christian profesatOD." 
Not only was he an able physician with n wide and increasing pTao> 
tice, but he was oUo a medical teacher, (^ultc a number of young 
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men wcro prepared \>y bim for tltc modicnl proTcnion, some of irhom 
became cmiocDt. lie war cut off by n deadly fever, jutit wbcn he 
was rising into speciiU prominence as a man niid a pbyxiciiiD. lie 
fell ill the very strcngtb of his days, at the.age of 51. His son wu 
blcAHe<l witb ft life pnXrurti-d to im imuitiiiil degree. 

Tlie cliildhoud and youlli of tbc *on were piiM*d therefore in ft 
borne uf intelligence and Cbrifitiim nurlb. He grew tip iimid the 
oseocialiuns und traditions of the old stylo of medical prsciicc. wltcn 
the country phyiticinn compounded bis own medicines and carried 
tlicm witli him in large vuriely to suit the various exigencies that 
might nriitc. At that time the home* of tbc pcojile were widely 
scattered ; tlio roads were rough and hard, and in the plain country 
towns npotbeeiiries were almost unknown. To do business in any 
proper and efficient way, the phydiuian tnuat have his medicines and 
liis inttrumenls always with bim. 

The year after Dr. Aldcn 's birth, i. e. in 1789, the Rev. Jonntltan 
Strong. D.D.. was settled in the pariah as collcaf;iie pastor with the 
Rer. Moees Taft, who bad been in oflfice tJiere for nearly forty years, 
and wa« now in the feeblcnefs of ngc. Mr. Taft <)ied two yeara 
later, in 1791, when Dr. Strong remained sole pustor till hifl death 
in 1814. Dr. Strong was therefore the mini«ier of Rumlolph 
ibrough all the early years of Dr. Alden'e life. The Rev. Thomas 
Noyes, of Xeedbam, in tlie American Quarterly Register, vol. 8, p. 
54, says of him : " Dr. Strong's labors were much Itles*ud in three 
revivals during hie ministry, in which be numbered more than two 
hundred converts. His influence was extensively felt. Tbc Maesa- 
chusctis Missionary MiigiiKiiie und the Paiiojilist were enriched with 
his pruductions. He wrnt one of tlic editors of the former work, and 
n Trui>tce of tbc Masencbuectts Missionary Society from \X» forma- 
tion till his death." From his earliest years, thcrcrorc. Dr. Aldcn 
received that l>ent of character, which brought him, all bis life loop, 
into close and living sympathy with tbc church and with all our 
great religious in«iiluliuiie. It i» fair lo credit a good meiuiure of 
thin inlluencc to Dr. Strong. In a place such ne Hundolpb was at 
that time, the families of the minister and the physician would bo 
closely united. Especially would this he ao when the physician him- 
eelfwas a religious man, and cIoi>cly identified witli the church. 

One hundred years ago. schools to fit boys for college were rare. 
Tilts educational work was largely done by ecttled ministers. Some 
of tbcm, hero and there, bad family sdioola for this purnoac. Dr. 
Nathan Perkins of \VeBl Hartford, Conn., Dr. .Samuel Wood of 
BoBcawen, N. H., and mnny other*, became noted teachers, though 
tliey had parish cures aUo continually on their hands. Young Al- 
dcn, in prcp:(nng for college, pursued his studies under the dJTec- 
tion of hie minister. 

Dr. Jonathan Strong waa a native of Bolton, Ct., born in 1764. 
Ilid ftither was of the same name, and was a farmer. 'When the boy 
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wu eight rears old. (he fwnily removed to Orford, N. H. Dr. 
EleOKcr Wlicelock had jiut llten gone up to plimt his luilinii Cliuritr 
School io tlie woodt of New Hiitu[>»hirG, nud so tu lay ilie fuundii- 
tiou* of Dnrtmoutb Cullcgc. Hi^rv yuunj^ hrlroug vms educated, 
)>nilunliii}; with honor in 1766. He b<s»ino n miin of mui'h mure 
than utuul maik in his generation. Quite a lar^e number of the 
ear]y graduati's of DATimouth were from Eaetem Cooncciicut, and 
eej)eciiill^ rrimi tlic towiut of JLetnnuu, Hebron. Bolton, Coventrj't 
Winilliiuii, &C., wliero I>r. Wheduck wna fninilinrly knowu uiid 
rDu<.'h admired. JoQathan Strong went Irom lloltnn, and was griul- 
ualcd at Dartmouth in ITSt!, and tliree years after waa ecttloil la 
Kaudolph. 

Vouiig Aldcn was made ready for coUece at the nge of eixteen, 
and entered Ilnrvnrd in 1804, gradimtinr; tu IHOS. After Bnielilng 
hie college course he wont to Dartmuutli College to study medicine. 
Using his own language, as copied from the Aldeii Memorial, he 
"pursued his [irotWyionid stuilies with Xallmii Smith, M.D.. at 
DartiiKitith Colle;ie. whcru he ruwivcd the »U-grec of M.B. in 1811; 
then iiltendcd Ihc Lectures of Urs. Ku»li, Burton, Wii-lar, l*Iiyftick, 
and otlicrs, in I'hiladcl|ihia, and received the degree of XLl). from 
the University of Pcnn^ylvauiu in 1812. He settled as a pliyeicuu) 
in lits native town." 

Ilitt t'litlier lind died in 1806, nhilc he n-ns in college. Had hia 
father been alive, very likely the medical education of the eon would 
ha\e gune on largt'ly at home. Other men rceurted to that home 
for their medical uducntion, and it would have been idtogether natu- 
ral that he should have done the etmic. A« it wax, be waa futly 
educated, professionally, and entered upon his work under happy 
nusjiiccs at the age of twenty-four. 

'^\x yeiirs later, April 14, lt:'18, hewns united in marriage to &Gas 
Anne Kimball, daughl>/r of Cnpt. Edmund Kimball, of Newhury- 
porC. She was born June 14, 1791. 

Dr. Alden was now fully launched upon his life work, and by de- 
grees ciinic to lill the place uhich the futlier had left vacant, until 
lit Icnjilh be more than (illeil it. By virtue of hia superiur educa- 
tion, both as a phyeician and surgeon, and by his native powers and 
laenliies, eminently fitting him ibr eueccss, ho woe widely known 
anil recognized iis a leading member in his profession. Not only waa 
he tlioi'iniglily ini<tructvd in matteru pcrininiiig to his special calling, 
but be had nl«o nn innate love for studies hiittoncal and ccclesiuiti- 
cal. He grew to bo a prominent Congregational Uymiui, and hi* 
knowledge and experience in this department were oflen cnllt J into 
uie. He was a Pilgrim of tlie Pilgrims, and lie understood well the 
diSercncc between the Cungrcgatlunuliem that came ov^t in llie May- 
flower and that which early prcvniicJ in the StaesachusCtte Bay luid 
was embodied, in 1648, in (he Cumbriilgc Platform. He found 
great txitisfactton in tracing out the way by wliicli the latter style of

churcli polily ivni grailuully displnccil in \cw England and the for- 
mer brought to the front. Tlie writer well remembers tlie [ilcaeure 
Dr. Allien had, between twenty and ttiittv years ago, tn a new edi- 
tion of Ji)hn Wisc'n fiiiinHis b"ok, " The Chiiieh QtiiirrtI KnjiiniBcd," 
iind what nieji»iir(w he took tu promote it* circiiliition. lie recog- 
nized in the Rev. John Wi«c—e« tiled 1683-1725 over the Second 
CburtOi, Ipswich (now E»sex)^-one of the stoutest defenders of the 
liberty of the New England churches as against tlie dominating pow- 
er of the ministers. It wns in 1710 that l)i« above book wtis first 
published, nnd it was largely through this volume and another from 
the same pen published in 1<17, entitled "A Vindicntion of the 
Government of the New England Churches," that a healthier direo- 
Uon was given to New Englnnil Congregationnlism. 

Dr. Allien was n Bibliophile, and early began to be a collector of 
rare books and pamphlets, especially those appertaining lo the civil 
and ecclesiastical history of New F^nglaud. lie built up a choice 
private library at a time when such enlerjirisca were not *o common 
u DOW, That library still remains, and doubtless contains many 
0|>einni«n8, in the shape of pamjihlct and bound rotumc, which the 
collectors would call precious nuggets. 

It was because of sucli toales ond tendencies as have thus been 
briefly noticed, that Dr. A. was lung ago rccogniMil tis a " wise 
master-builder" in our ecclesiastical and eilucational dopArtments, 
and fiir the last forty or fitly years (uniil laid aside by blindness and 
extreme uge) he has been an active worker in these connections. 
It wutild probably bo difficult to find nnutbcr man who ha« been 
idenlilied with BO many religious and cdueniional interests for such 
long rnrigci* of time. The year after his marriage, i. e, in 1^19, 
the liri<t Sabbath School was organized in Randolph. He was cho- 
sen its superintendent, and cmtinued in the office for nearly for^ 
years. In 1827 he was mndc one of the Trustees of the Masenchu- 
•etts Homo Missionary Sueioty. lie held this office by rcC-Iectioa 
and [icrformetl its (luties fur forty-two years, until 18ti9. In tlio 
year 1837 he was chosen one of the Trustees of I*liillips Academy 
and of Andovcr Theological Seminary, lliis office he retained 
forty-four years, till his death, though in his later years ho was not 
able to attend the meetings of the truetcea. For forty-one yeara, 
Irom 1840 to his dcnth, he was one of the eoqtornte members of the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missious. From 
1841 10 1874 he was a Trustee of Amherst College. From 1842 
lo ltlli7 he was a director of the American Education Society, 

Inhere was another class of organizations for which he ha<I a lively 
eympathy, and with which he was in active eoflpcnition. Hi: had a 
strong love for antiquarian and genealogical inir^uitt), and enpecially 
ne they ap|>crtained to the origin and growth ot New England. la 
all those connevtions he was an induBtrious worker. lie early be- 
came a member of the AmericuD Antiquarian Society of Worcester.

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Hi; boic n prominent piirt in tiM fbnnUion nml irronll) oftlic Amcr- 
iran i^intisticnl Aseocistion, He became a uicinbcr ul* tUo N. £■ 
Historic, Geiiealojipciil Society in IS-m, tlie year nfier iu organtM- 
tion, and eoun wftcr iU present l)iiil(ling vtas crvctc<l in Somerset 
Klrix-t, {Miid, uf liis own {;»»(] »ill, t!>Oii ivvninh tliu Ubrnriitn fiiiiii. 
Willi all the early tuovcmciite toward the foniwliun of tin.* Coni-ro- 
galioiinl Library, now grown to lair proportions, lie had tiie most 
cordiid fellovrabip and pnrticipation. 

Then ngnin, «» a prominent member of tlic medical proTcuion, he 
was brought into quite another sot of nssociatioiu. He was connect- 
ed with medical societies, county, eiaie, nHtiunnl, not «e a mere 
looker on, or listener, bat as one who contributed iulei'csting {)aperA 
nod valimble infonnation for their meeting*. Of an obtferving tad 
vtudimis mind, he held nlxu the pen of n ready writer, and took spe- 
cial dcli;;ht io adding to the ;^eneral stock of human knowlcdjtv. 

Still again ; be wa** a bold and ag^iressive worker iu llw tcnipcr- 
nnce movement, especially in its earlier days, and bi'fure it bnd be- 
come su iiitcrniin^led wiih party pulilies. He wim fur many yean 
known ns a public lecturer upon this subject, and firom bi>( csliili- 
lisbed character as an able physician, liis lectures carried with ihcm 
miusuid weight. 

Then in addition to all his oilier talents nnd aclivitie«, he wm m 
cingcr, nnd took u lively interest in church mueie. Tbrou;;b lliti 
nliulo of his public life in Rniidulph, be was a leader and organizer io 
this department, and lbit< love continued with htm to the last. In the 
year l6l>9, ut the time of thi^^ Xationttl Peace Jubilee in UiMtun, the 
irritcr vrdl remembers a brief interview with him, as ho was about to 
enter the great building erected fur the concerts on the back bay. 
He was one of the eliorus singers, and luul hia singingdiuok under 
hid nml, luid entcrcil into the wbulv businwut with tlic enihii^iai-m of 
youth, lie was at that time eighty-one years old. Of the great 
multitude of siugcra who nmde up the chorus for that first jubilee, 
he was. without much doubt, the (ildest, but he yet carried with him 
a hii'ire meiuiiire of the zeal nnd enerf^y of hii! earlier years. He 
miulc one of the vastly larger chorus in the International Jubilee of 
ld72, being then eighty-four years old. 

Not long after this his eye-siglit begim to fail him, and Ultle by 
little the ^imddWit uf nij^ht gntbcred nlmut hjrn, until at length be 
wa» wrapped in toiul darkncM. His In^t years were passed in llio 
quiet of hie home, and in the society of his kindred nnd neighbors. 
But with the eye of his mind be still watched the goings on of the 
great world, and was interested in all piusing eveuta. He died Jan- 
lutry 2\), llj81, aged Hi yonrs, 10 months and [■ days. 

The wife uf his yuulb had passed away ten years before, April 14, 
1871. Three children survive him. These are the Uev. Elicnczer 
Aldcn, bom Au^^ust 10, 1N19, who was ordained a Congregational 
minister in llU'i, nnd spcut iivc years us a pioneer home mitsionary tn 
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' Iowa, being a menibcr of the "Iowa Band." Since 1^'50 Iio has boon 
' tlieiMiMorof thcKii'i<tCijn;^giitioiialCliurc)i inManliSelJ. Wliilebe 
vniB yet young in (he oiinhtry, h« bud, n» one uf hia jiiirinhi^inera, 
DO IcjG a man than Daniel Wcbetcr, nnd tt fdl to hit lut in \^bi lo 
condiK't tlie eini|ile f'unentl service* of tlic great etatcsniau in tbe 
Welwler niAiiitiuii ni .Manbrield. It was like Mr. Webalcr to [irefer 
tliat bit fuiKTHl fliould be lu the plcun New Knglniid riitbiuu, and 
ebuuliJ be conducted by bis country minioler. The second iton is tbe 
Bflv. E^liniind ICiiubiill Alden, D.D., n-ho was ordnincJ to tbe Con- 
grcgiitiounl ministry in 1850, and after serving for some Iwcuty-Bix 
yearn ii» C'»ii|;re^iiiiotiiil juixtoi- itt Ynrmoulh, Me., Ijcnox, Mans., 
and in PhiMi|in C'liurcb, StrutU Boston, is now oue of the SMrctarica 
of ^iv jVincrit.'an Uoanl. Tbcro was nnotbcr 9on, Hvnr}' Auj^istua, 
born August 8, ISafi, who became a civil engineer and died June 9, 
185S. There were three diiughlcrs, of wham Mary Kimball died 
AugUHl It), nm, and Anne Kun>>»ll dietl Deo. S8. Itf&-1. Tbe 
rcoiiiining one, 8iirnb Uiu^a Alden, now o<>;tipic» the Itonmiend at 
Rnndol|>h, and has had the care of her father iu hU declining ycare. 
Dr. Aldcn left a mi^mornnduni indicating bis general wishes as to 
tbe di«po«al to l>c mmlo of bia property, vrbicb was c(>nBiden>ble. It 
was nut in the nhnpe uf a miindntory will. He cunelituled hi* tlirce 
surviving children his cueculors, but, confiding in their Judgment, 
gave them certain discrcCiounry powers that tlicy might decide mat- 
ters aocording to the circtimeHniiccB of the case at the lime of liis 
death. He however named eueh societies, inetitutionn, orguiiziw 
tions, OS he wished to have remembered in the distribution to be 
made. It was his gencnd phtn that a certain portion of his property 
thouhl be divided in thin way. Acting upon Iheee hiitts and aa^ 
cestioDB, bis clilldrcn arc now engiiged in this work of dislribtition, 
Titc amount tu be divided will be larger than at firat antici{>ated, as 
the liiojwrty has of bite increased in value. Almost all the societies 
and insiitutiiius with which Dr. Ahb-ii was eomicctcd in bis lite, 
Uino up before him f»r re men ib ranee in tbiii Una! disposition of his 
property, such as tbe American Board, the MiiMachusetta Hoiik- Mia- 
fiionary Society, the Ameriean College and Education Society, the 
Seamciia' Friend Society, Amherst College, Iowa College, I'blllipa 
Aciuh'Uiy and Andover Theological Seminary, the American Anti- 
quarian Society, the American Stutivtical Association, (he N. K. 
Uistoric, Genealogical Society, the Congregationiil Library, Sloiigh- 
ton &lui>ieiil Society, &x. lo all he IcU giRe large enough to cheer 
and gladden, but exactly bow much each will receive cannot be told 
till the cftflte is fully scitlod. 

We have already implied that Dr. Alden vtn* a, wriler as well aa 
a basy actor, but the hirgcr portion of all bis writings were uf a 
kind tu »crvc the puqioaea of the jiaaBing time, and cannot well be 
reported in a paper like this. Ncrcrthelccs, he hna \cit behind fonto 
published worVs iu the shape of pampblcta and booka, among which 
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arc the fnllowing: A<lilrc!i«e befrtre llie DortnKiudi MetlScnl Soci«tTi 
Boelon, 1820. Mediai! Ueco of Alcohol. Trihute lo ihe Merowy^ 
of Den.

Some of these publicaiiona required a largo amount of labor and 
careful fiiiiily. For vxninplc. The Early History of llie Medical 
Profiwion in llie County of Norfolk involved brief biQgni|>hiea of 
the numerous phy»ciaiis uf the county during the earlier genera- 
tions, a work to be accomplished only by much cumMpondenoe i 
patient reaearch. 

But theme few nublicntion* would give only a faint idea of all ' 
. he nccomplishcd by his pen. In a local paper he pul>li»ho<l a 
Borice of articles on the hieiory of Brain tree and Knndoljdi, goisg 
into the business niiuutt^Iy, liiking up the aevcml portions of tl 
territory, and tracing thv early families in their vorioue localittc 
Indeed, he was the local historian, the public chronicler of U 
dolph, and. to a Urge extent, of the region lying around. 

By his intellectual chnrncler, ns also by bis targn enterprise and 
activity, he waa a man to come to the front, when-ver he nnght ha|] 
pen ti> live, and bear a large iiharc in huninn utfiiirs. The totalit) 
of life within him was greater than in ordinary men, xnd it WN 
natural for him to put himself forth in thought and action, ilcnesl 
through the long years of tiia active life he was intently busy, ainv 
ing in fill hi* place punctually and thoroughly in ail his luuliipltcd 
rclntiiin!>. Tliough connected with so many •ocJetie* and luwoi-ia- 
tioua. hardly any one was more likely to be proecot nt tlicir rcctic^ 
ring business meetings than he. 

In the year lIjRl, July 3, occurred in Brainlree the fiftieth 
versary of the urdinntion and settlement of Dr. Ktdiard ,S. Stor 
The occasion was one of very marked interest. Iwlh from the em!* 
ncnt character of Dr. Starrs himself, and ihtm the conspicuous uiCB.^ 
who took prominent pnrU in the services. Among the last 
waa Dr. .Alden. who followed the Kcv. Dr. Park in the exercise* ■ 
ihe aAernoon. The presiding officer of the day wiwilie Kcv. Iticl* 
S. Storrs. Jr., of Brooklyn, N, Y., and in introducing Dr. Alden lie 
said : " We have heard of the Mimstkks of Brainti-ee, Dr. Alden 
will give us, from his knowledge and hin personal recollection*, b 
true tketch of tlic pEorLE of the town, owl of their former msnoen 
and life." 
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From this address of Dr. Alden we will, in conclueton, select two 
or three pMsagee, which will illualnite more jierfeclly than aiiy gea- 
eml deeoription ran do, the atjfle of the innn tuiJ his inniiiier of 
tfaought. lie »nid : 

" I hAvo been rvcjunstcd to present some ' rcminUconoct of Bniiitrro flfljr 
jear* ago.' b; which I unilenlaiul in the oUta limn bat with « cpccial «■»• 
lion to DO very hrin/—' tun mitmica belter lluui dq hour ' — m if by wjt ncc 
romftncy it were nusiibli; to bring up not only SaniiMl [R«v. Sfticuel Nile*], 
bot threo geuerstion* of Lii* ptHiptc. and cniiM} tlicm to pan before you lilco 
K moving pnnoramii at tho biilitiiig of your mintilcr. Ni;vorth«iani a* it 
wu my privilf!gc to oommuDCo profeuional lifij with lum and •ometimoi to 
prescribe /or liim, il u 1ml rcMuoablA that I iliould iinir contmt that ha 
preecriltt to me i irLich I i^o, uot oiiljr cbeerfutly hut ihntikluliy, heOiuM it 
affords me opportuiiilv nubliely to cxprona the itvpixt I havu long cuter- 
Uiaed for bim oiiJ fur hi» |i«uji1q." 

But in the fir«t (ilacc it was nectlful to give tlic houiidaries of the 
place wliich he was going to deecrihei and these wei-e as follows : 

"The aucicut Bkaktkt was bounded, north by Xtipoiuct River aiid 
MaMadiusuCt* Bay ; ciuC by Nurrngiuiset ; south by the Old Colony aud 
' terra Incognita ' long in diipute : n»t by Punkitnog and Unguilty— io- 
eluding the preseat towns of Itruinlrei-, Quincy and ilmi'luljili. Sonatiqwit, 
or iu(i<l<rni Bbaintree, naa bounded nurt)i by Mr.rry ^[ouiiC ; «ut by Iroa 
Work*' line : MUtb by Cuuhato and .Scadiu \^'u[xI■ ; wMt by tho Bluu Hills, 
eileuilttjg. lu tlie dialect of Fatlier Nilcs, * from Dau to Becrsliebu.' " 

Dr. Alden had in this address a somewhat lengthy and gTn]>hic 
iMSMge on the ainging ({iict>tion, as it was disctisstd in the chureJie* 
beforu ihc middle of the lost wntury. Tliroughout a]mu»t every 
part of New Ka"lani] the fierco discuaeion ivent on, and many 
churcliea ivere ircLl nigh rent nsiuider by ihe violent feelings awak> 
ened. The lienury and mnjesty of miriont New Kngliind conserva- 
tism axv striingcly exhibited in this conflicl. The effort was to bring 
the pcuplc out of the iiiifcrabic droning habit of siuging four or five 
tunes only, and that &y role, und to tench them so to read music 
that they could sing nil tunes by note. Dr. Alden .iiiid : 

** Tlie evil became mo iutvlcrable that Ber. Thonia* Waller, by Te(|ueit 
of Rovvral mliuntera of Botlon and the vicinity, pn!ptiml nud puliliilml, in 
1731, a musical miuiual aud tune book. * * • Aud here is a copy of U, 
the idvnlicul one which ln'Iuugcd to Ellsba Nileu, £«j.. youngest tou of tbo j 
minintcr and exi-culor of his estate. The name* of twenty-two of the most 
eminent di^rjiynien of the oalony are aUached to the rucommoiidalury pro- 
face. But the name of Samuel Nites ta not there. He iuutteil u|ioa the 
' old WAV ' and A>s utcii vay. Kor would be yield iliu tithe of a hair to any 
K^iciiauons, lay or clericaL 

" Meuawbile some of hU people had provided tuoo book*, and were bent 
M ' making melody lo the Loid ' Ay uo/«. Tbeii eame the ' tug of war.' 
Onpual liu, with which tlie pujilor was fumlliar, and afterwanl* wrote a 
treatiu ttfiou U, as he did upon 'Indian Wurv,' broke out Into actual trans- 
The pco]>le aswmbled for public wor&liip, but no mluiflter oamfl. 
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gestt tl» propric^ of Mr. WiUJame being Governor. His inriimi- 
cy ia further shown by the following extnet : " Your lovinge bed- 
fellow is in hcnlth, and prvaenU her indecred affection. So arc all 
your fninily." 

Hiclinnl I3c«klcy wag among the plnntcra in New Ha^'en in 1643, 
wilh an cst&te of 20 pounds, his fnmil}' consisting of four pcrtoos. 
Ho figures there as "Sergeant Beckley " aa late as li'>b9; was s 
juror at Windsor lRfi-1, of Welht-refivld Ifililt. Mr. Snvngc mit» 
he " had prohatdy two wiTi>e, of whom the Inner was a daughter of 
John l)eming:"8ixcliildrcn;"dicd5 Aug. IfiftO, ai WeihcrBfield."

Onv eiiiiie line of fuur dcMenis fVvcn Steplien Duinuur I liavc lieen ablu 
to trace only tbrou];b tbe Manor Court reconU. tbc nuiat iui|>cii-Laiit of nil 
the rcmuroea I bare lioea able to explore, aod nitbout wbicb tbis iiarrativo 
would buve potseved comparatively Uttle value, &* Ita eoBclualoua would 
bave beeii >i>eou1ative raiber iha» posiiivo. Tbo fortunate prewmtion of 
ihma Court ItulU. wbile to lujiiiy otlier reoords bare been hopeleuly lost, 
enable* me to ^liuir [)ijsiuvv!y tliv aiit«oedeiiU of Stephen Duojuier, and to 
ideniiiy bla ancwtora to tbe tbird geii(.'rulion, nben probably bis Duiuuier 
oaeeitreu morged ber family-nuuc in tliat of I'llOruu, to be re«umod ogiuu, 
after the lapse of another oentoi-y. by ber de&cendonts. 

On tbe 24th of Soptcnibvr. Iti:;^, at tbe Manoi' Court of Bishopsloke, 
"Siepben I'yidrym h/iVm Dummer," youngoat son of "Thomas I'yldrym 
o/iuj Dummcr," wii* udiiiitusl to llidiIl«*ireol and Hole farms, in Ilisliop- 
stoke. oTi the turKU'liir of bii luiid fmhcr. I shall show ihe descent of 
Lliesu luo farms, fruuk father to ton. fur upwunls of a century later, beyond 
which I dill not punue the tedioui osamiimiiou of the Court Itolls. It is 
dear that soon after ibis be aliuiidoncd ibe use of the double surname, as 
he always 8ft«rwnr(U uppi-uni only ax Stephen Dniamer. Tbe date of his 
fpUig to New Raglund would be mo«t desirable, and I have before pro- 
Bamed ibnt bo and his brother Ridmn) wmt over alone, say about lfiS4, 
and ttiat in ICi^H. leaving him tliere. Ktcbaril returned to KngUnd and 
carried bikck with liiui, iu iJie UevU. llie wife nnil children of Slephon. Tbo 
dilBculty in iho cmu artsea oat of tlie entry in tlie passenger-list, which 
makes i>tnphea only nine yeort old. and yet deacrlbM him as a husband- 
man. There i* sumclbiiig tlcarly wrong t^ilhtr in tbo age or ibo pnifos- 
■iiHi, but boUi are so given diatiuctly iu the original list which I liaro ox-

in cuacofanaocident to hliuself, [ransferrod the two famitinto the names of] 
two of hia aona. Of the history of ihia Thomaa and hit d«>ccnih>nt» I can [ 
leium nothing aluulutely cen:>in beyond what I irna able to glnui from tbt J 
Court R'^lla of the Manor of lli-.hopttiiki-, lie tulutniucntly uim^ndrrcd 
Middleatreet farm, lo wbidt hia aon Slephrn waa iidinillcil, who in turn anr> 
rendcriil it in favor of his aon and hnr Nuihunii'l, who in 1719 aurrendor- 
cd it. and hia aon Nathaniel wa* ailniittnl. Thia livat Nuthuniul appc-nra to 
hni'u died without iiuuc. It mual bavo lit-cn. I think, thu llri>t Natliaaidi 
whom, us hivcouau, Chief Ju*tico Sewull mention* lu In New Kiiglaixl 
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in 1685 and 1G8G (see Vol. I. pages 88, 90, 91, 97, 98, 110 and 134), 
there eviileutiy combiDing a. visit to his tciiidred with.a buaioess-adventure. 

4. Nathaniel, who must have been the first child born at Bishopstoke 
after the return of the family from New England, and, according to his age 
aa given on his tombstone, in 1648. By biB wife Abigail, whose maiden- 
name I am nuable to ascertain, be had three sons and five daughters : 

(1.) Naihamel, who was still living, with a daughter Mary yet in her 
minority, in 1721, but whose wife Elizabeth was buried at Bish- 
opstoke 24th January, 1701-2. From his faiher'a will he ap- 
pears to have been in pecuniary difficulties at tbat time, and I find 
no further trace of him. 

(2.) Stephen, who died at the age of 31, evidently unmarried, and was 
buried at Bishopstoke 8th March, 1713-14. 

(3.) John, who was baptized at Bishopstoke 23d April, 1685, and buried 
there 28th April, 1700. 

(4.) Abigail, who was married at Durtey, Hants, 30th January, 1693-4, 
to John Cosens, and was still Hying in 1721. 

(5.) Heiler, who waa married at Bishopstoke 21at November, 1C99, to 
Thomaa Eaatman, of Uowuton, co. Wilts. Both were living ia 
1721, with issue John, Thomaa, Joseph, Benjamin, Elizubuth, Abi- 
gail and Mary. 

(6.) Elisabeth, who was baptized at Bishopstoke 10th March, IC8G-7, aud 
waa buried there 22d November, 1700. 

(7.) Mary, who was baptized at Bishopstoke 26th Dec. 1689. and married 
there 22d Sep. 1719, to William Gater. She was her father'a re- 
siduary legatee and executrix in 1722, and dieil 9th Dei^ember, 
1741, aged 51. Her husband died 28th April, 1757, aged 62, and 
they were buried in the church-yard of Bishopstoke, where there 
are gravestones for them and their children William, Jacob and 
Slartha. 

(8.) Sarah, who was baptized at Bishopstoke 28th March. 1C92, and waa 
living in 17'J1, as Sarah Weekes, with children Uary, Sarah and 
Abigail. 
The Dummers appear to have been all buried in the chnrch-yard of 

Bishopstoke. Their head-stonos are close together, westward of the 

churcb. On one of them is the following inscription : 



" Here lyes Nh than iel 
Dumer aged 74 
And near this place 
Lyes Abigal liia wife 
and their ebildren 

John aged 16 
Elizabeth aged 14 
Stephen agM 31 



Aug". 3. 1723 
Aug'. Ifl, 1709

These dates all agree with the entries of burial in the parish-register, 
except in the case of the daughter Elizabeth, who is there said to have 
been buried the 22d of November, 1700. 

The will of this Nathaniel Dummer is the earliest one of the line of Ste- 
phen Dummer iu existence, and, with one exception, the oidy one proved in 
the Peculiar Court of Bishopstoke that has escaped the geuerai loss or 
destruction. I therefore give it verbatim and eutire :

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EARLY raSTORY OP BROOKFIELD, MASS, 

Bf Bix>T B. Wiin, Bti]., of W«m Nowton. Hau. 

IX the midst of the diriving Tillxgc* of South and West Brook- 
l>cM, and Burrouoded by the charminff ewclls and in«ad(>vre of 
thin ancii'nt ton-ti, U k lofty eminence koowo to the prewiit ptncra- 
tiun aa " Foi>trr IIHI." over which winda ihe "old po»t road " from 
Boston to SpriiiKficld. On it,i wcftern iiIoim!, in a dilapidated oon- 
dition, stands the former rcvtttcacc of the Hon. Jedcdiidi FixMr, 
one of the wisnt and pumt of tlic revolutionary patrioiit, and on 
the oppofii(« elope is the site of the older raaosion of the ditttin- 
cuinhcd Mi-rriok family. Inter and more widely knoivn n« the 
Wait Tavern." a popular revort of travellers and soldiers during 
tlie French and Indiun vrar ; but tlic cliief point of hitttoricnl intcr- 
Mt ia to bo found on the broad suinnut of the hill, where may «tiU 
be tmccd the vcatigea of a more ancient occupation, and on whidi 
stiJl ecctns to linger the shadow that waa cost thero more tlinn two 
liuiidred years n<;o nlien llic 6r«t settlement of the place n-as extin- 
gtUBhed in lilood and ai<he« : to be n^fnin attempted, and for forty 
yeara atiendnl with euch constant danger and so great loss of life, 
that altogether the name of Rrookfield has ever since Memed to ba 
a reminder of Indian treachery and hostility. 

Tlw question naturally arises, who were the danng pioneers that 
had the hardihood lo diuturb (his s<>li(u<)e, hitherto broken only by 
the cries of ferocious hen«t« ant) of more savage men, and to plant 
their future home* in this perilous re^on thirty miles away from 
tlicir nearest and only neighbors at Lanoaater, Sjiringfii-ld and Had- 
ley ? Surely it would scero to retjuiro a rare resuhiliun to tarry here 
oven a single niglii; "for yonder (juicl wlrcjini, ci-eeping down tlto 
valley like a silver thread into the \Vicknhoag would guide the set- 
tler to the chief ecat of thv NJpmucs — but a niorning'a run distant " 
—a larger tribe, and ranging over more territory than any of tlie 
New Kngland Indians, except the Xarragansctls. 

Kcftrring to the rc<'fflrds of the town, they are found to commence 
with the second incorporation in 1718, and while cunfimiing a few 
earlier land grunts, arc silent u|K>n this subject with one exception 
hereinafter mentioned. The record of the Qcncral Court under the 
date of May SOth, IfiCO, says: "In ancwer to the petition of seve- 
ral inhabitants of Ip4wich this Court judgcth it meet to grant tlie 
petitioners six miles s<juarc of bind near Qunboag {tond,** Sen., but 
who the [ketitionera were <locs not appear. 

Recorded at Springfield ia the following Indian deed :

slopping bis destroying »o many niercbautuien ? I faopo to como aoroaa her 
one of these days and try her metal sguiiist us." 

April S, 18G3. "At 10.30 A.M. wu were called to quarters for inspee- 
tiou, and gut into onr places when the new Dflicen enmeover the tiAv. Ttn-y 
then iii!t{iected the crew and the sblp, and the retn:at was beak The men 
and officers were callixl to mu^iier, and Cupt. Pickering's orders were read, 
ordering hiin home, and he introduced Capt. John A. Winstow as oon- 
mander of the Kearsarge, and TUorulon as first lieutenant and execu- 
tive officer." 

Judo 12, 1804. " Sunday. I''irat part of the day rainy, but soon cleared 
off and came out fine. Inspection at <juarlors. Divine service* were held 
in the cabiu of Capu Winslow, who nl^a dl^ti'ibuted a ijoantity of religioot 
tracts lo ibe ship's company. At half past seven got under way and steoia- 
ed up the river Scheldt. Went about and steamed donn past Flushiog. W« 
were cheered by tho poopio, who sooiocd to bavo all tutnod out to lake « 
last look at us. Wo had juxt got post when tlic rough voice of tlto boat- 
swain was hoard calling nil liaixU to muxter, and tlicre wax a geoetal rusfa, 
all anxious to hoar the news. Wlitin all were up. Capt. Winilow addrcssod 
tlio crew lliux : ' Men, 1 oojigr^itululi; you in saying that thu Alabama has 
arrived at Clierbour^, and the Kpiirsarge, having a good name in England 
and France, is to have her cruihing ground off tliut port.'

Into my (>oiuc>»iun, and I deem it beet to put them into ebape for 
those whom it may concern. 

]{oger Garde was one of the early planters of Maine during lh« 
doininiilion of the Gorgea, and 
bad settled in York before IG37, 
M on June 11th of that year 
Samuel Maverick sold him land 
in the town limite (York Deeds, 
i. UH). Till! (mt court held 
uiuler commission of tlic Lord Proprietor Sir Fenlinnndo Gorf^, 
trna convened at Saco. and Garde wiie appointed its registrar, wtiicb

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office he held tmtil his death. In th« «rcft(ioD of the first munirip4fl 
charter of Accoraenticus, giving the rtraggling villago the privi- 
leges of n coqwration, 10 April, lG-11. Gorges noniinaled liim m 
one of i\w cjght aUlemioni nud adds : " The said Roger Onrtle rhallio* 
tlic fir«t Kcnorder there Mtd he shal nlsoe execute the Ofik-o cif Towni 
CUrko" (Haznrd, i. 472). Before the more elnboralc chaner, 
dated I March, 16-ii, had arrived, when Gorge« nctuall; made ibis 
village a city in luune ( before it waii called a " Towne ") , Onnle hud 
iQOOecdtHl Thomru Gorges in the boroitgh maj-oralty (WilliAioHun, 
i. S88-9), and )r' in turn at the election under the new charter wu 
dcfeatud or eupereedcd hy Edward Godfrey, who bocatne the ftnt 
cit^ magistrate. At tlie next term Garde was elected as succcsaor 
to Godf^y. or na Wiiiihrop records it, " . . . for they bad Lately 
mode Aromeiiticiis (a poor village) a corporation, and Itnd mn<Ic a 
taylor their mayor " (Winthrtip, ii. 121). It may be inferred from 
this sarcastic fling at the new city, that the northy Governor eup- 
poscxl he had finished the ctiaracter of the place by the encering allu- 
sion to the triule of itd chief official. It came wilh rather doubtful gracA 
from the grandson of a clothworker. L)uii1ttles» the reanon of the ele- 
vation of Garde to this office vroe duo to hi« pcrsunal exertions for llie 
welfare of the " poor Tillage." In a deed from Maverick to him dattd 
iiSNov. 11)42, it is recited, that is given "for and in consideration of 
the great charge &. travel the said Roger Gnrd hud bestowed for tbs 
ndvanecment and furlheriuice of the Plantation of Agamenti^us." 
When Governor Thomas Gorges left Maine in the fail of li;(3, he 
made Garde his steward, — according to the testimony of It6bcrt 
Knight and Arthur [tragd<m, taken li •luly, 1(!7], "to lei A i^) bit 
whole estate ho left in the Province of Maine " — York Deeds, rN14. 

Turning again to Winthrop's J«urnal (li. 210), under date Vf 
February, 1644-5, the following facts arc gleaned: ' 

Sometime in this month, " one Cornish," formerly of Weymouth, ' 

as found ilfiid in York River. "Ilia wife being a lowd woman, " ^ 
wiMi siiHpoclcd and brought "before the mayor Mr. Roger Ganle 
and others of the province of Maine and strong presumption* came 
in against her, whereupon she was condemned and executed." She 
finally cunfe«eed to have led an nilullerous life, and " charged two 
especially, the paid Garde, the mayor, and one Edward Johnson,^! 
who confessed it openly at ihu time nf her execution ; but the uuiya^^| 
denied it, and it gave some likelihood that ho was not guilty bocauae^^ 
ho had carried himself very zealously and imparlinlly in discovery of 
the murder." Wiulbrop suspects tinit be mi^^ht hare been disMMO* 
bling, 08 he was " but a eamnl man and had no wife in tlie country." 

The results of this trial had a depressing effect upon .Mayor 
Oarde, for while it is probable that the charges against him were 
but the malignant slander of a condemned adultcrCM. yet they wcra 
of nueh a nature as to make many people ready to suspect him. 
^\1iile she might not have been able to proie her nuertiuiu, yet 
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in tbos« days with nothing else but ^^usip to occupy their minds, 
lagers were ever reiuly lo liAtid; tliis sinry about. Tlte fol- 
Jiletter fnmi •laiii<-.t Piirkcr, Jiit*-!] " .Slriiw bvrrie Bunclc the 
28 oFilw! 5lh 45," Ii-ml* xin X'\ the concluKinn tliut ttii* imjii*t popular 
opinion may tinvc hastened his dcalbi which occurred nfWr 12 Aug. 
1644 and previous to 24 Jan. 1C45. Parker writes :

allr been knighted. 

Hi» foilior Tlioma*. 1fi8A-l 6A9, of a bmity for many oeDtnrlea honora- 
bly ostablulied Id Llocolnnbire. in IlilO mHrried Ann Flaher.in Hi. Ho- 
tolphs in lloitoii, of whidi pariidi John Cotton bccuine vicar twu yean 
later. For twenty yean we are told that oxeelleat pastor, lhoti;>h inipect- 
ed of diaobedJence to ecclerfaatioal domination bi doctrine and obMrvanoe, 
retaioed his incumbeney through the influenoe of tli« elder I^viTetl with 
offidaU of the eccletiastlcal courta, one of the proctors of wbitb was bia 
friend. Wbeti later the uncompromiiinc; oouaciciiliousneu of tbe jiuritan 
^viiie proTotced the ill will of a jmriiiliionrr, wlio denouiiced him to the 
■Dtlioritiea for adminittering tlie Mcrament to oommunicaiita tiaudiitf; in- 
stead of kneeling, Laverelt again exerted hi* Eutlaenoo at court Io avert tbs 
daD);er. But iMrd Dorset, not a yery creditabla peraooage, infonnol Mr. 
Cotton that if be bad been guilty of dninkenueta, or yet much j(ravcr bull, 
be might hare obioEned hie pardoot but as he naa jfuilty of puritaniam 
and nonoonformlty, hb crime «m unjuirdotiable, aud tliereforo he adviaed 
him (o dec for bii> safety. Collon liad already been invited to Itecomo the 
oolleagiie of John Wilion in the new plantatfon ou MastuchuDetia Uay, and 
leaving his beautiful diurcli oiid ibc home so long endeared to him, with 
Dtany ^onds from tli« neighborliood, be canie Io America in IGSH. Tlio- 
mm L<'verett, refticnJng his oQicu kb al'lermati vt Itoiion. aecoanpaaieil Ins 
nartor, Kdmund l^iiiucT. Edward Huicbinaou the elder, and othen of nolOi 
into exile. Not lon^ before he bad received with Mr. Hcauehiimii, kina- 
man nf ibo Karl cf Warwick, one of the company, a grant from the lly- 
moiith Council of ihu Muicongus patent In Maine of '* ten leH;;uea Kiaaro." 
It proved of no ))ecuniat7 udvaiitaj^e either to biiueelf or )iti dofCDiidaDta 
for a ccutory and a half, and then ^horn of ita grand pro[>ortions by tretpaae* 
era and grants toado ttoat tinte to time lo protect tlio re«t, very little ww loft 
for cvvo those wlio then indiroclly represented tli« original propriotois, 
most o( it baring veeted io IIm heirs of Urigadier Waldo when it becomo 
of any value. 

If not dcetiiwd to realiie his expectallona of lerrilorial aggrandtitcmflnt. 
tlie al<l«rman and patentee nas spared the bardahi[is and tolidtudoa of 
frontier lifti. I le eatablialied himeelf in BoAtoo, and here in honor and o^c- 
(iilDcaa spttni the Kotatitder of hJsdays. Uii rendeocalsy next mm ot the 
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fine nvccting-houM, near Uin pretcnt coidct of SUIO vti CoaiptM Stt«ti> 
Hi* iiTouiidi in thn tvar ndjoinvd Wintbitip'*, whow death uul ti[« OWB 
oociirrrd iilmont withia tbu mum twolrc-moDtli. Not tar ta iht weU, oa 
wKut ri nonr I'ciDbcrton S<iiutrn. thrti Sentry Hill, dwdt Iua (Hmd and 
pMtor Mr. Cotton. A mline rider of the churcli, appointed iii 163-0, wllk 
Ueiiry Vane ant) Thoiniu Oliver to nvtUc all di»putc«, one of liie leaden 
ia ibe caiuQ of Dducnlion iu estuUlialiing ilin Itnl free Mbool. for the rix 
eariioM yean rooorduis the miuiidpul proccediagi in whkli lie took pan 
as Mileclraiui, liin nxperieooea to tlie boroach tomi of olil Boatoo ai aliler* 
niRB. vitm ouriuiuly aud rarioucly bruugbt to bear ia ovsanUing puUit 
nffiiira iu tll<!

5niiii-ils, to enauro jwave. wliiub pruved saooeHAiI. fie vent io im4 to 
jii;;liiiid witli lioberl Sedjjwii'k, wlio kiiviog bdouged to tlw nrlillory com- 
pany in Loudou, bad formed uur uwu upon iu model. Trainod to arau 
under to nccomplished a laoator, Levereit wan prepared Io lako part in iba 
luniioil tliat wiLt ilieu deiolutini; tlie boinu country witb frafTnuit ttrifl- 
Uolh Sod;;wick au<l binuelf took up ariuB for tbe patliamuit, Lovemtc bav* 
ing a coioniand in KainHborrow't cavulry regiment, iu wbidi Mfvios li>* gatiwd 
cxpcricnco and toino renown. Tbo lou of bis wife July 7, ICIC. tliroa 
months aflcr th« birth of bia fourth child John, lod tbe following year 10 
hi* marriage witb Sarab Sedj^wick. oud three yoan lator 1m loM bit 
father. 

Tho next yonr at (be a^ of tbirt;-dve began his legislative career. Ht 
wnk L'loct,:i.i ill 1651-62 one uf tbe two represeuuiives of Itoston, part of the 
linio piesitUog as Speaker. The favorable UaptMsion be mode upon bia a^ 
■ocialM in the liouae, niuy be xumiJied f^om the posilioos of Inist with which 
th(-y honored bim. Ue waa aeut oominlsBioiier to reduce MaiiM) to (ha 
jiirisilii.-liou of Maionchuneiu, and eoon after employed to reprew Gov. Stuf- 
vesniil, wbuae pi'ojoeied attack on the Kn^'lish settlement* bad become 
known IO Croinwell. A foroe of five bundrcd nioii was raitod for tbe pur- 
jjose. but aa they were i-mhmkiug peace coniracMd between the iwo Ijciiig- 
erentfi left tbem at liberty fur aoiue oilier eDterpriso, and .Srdgwirk aod 
I^vereit, at ibuir ^rvut cipcnuo und after hnni lighlin'r, look jioucetioo 
for Kn^liuid of all tlie French poitit«$aiooa botwoeu the Kvnncbiic and 8l 
Lawrence. The country una restored by the treaty of RroHn in 1664 to 
tbe French crown, much to the diaadvauLage of the Eoglish colonic*, prov 
iiij; fur u oeiittiry longer a bone of couteuiion. 

While ibiia employed Levereii was selected to TcprcMDt the oolonf in 
EiiKlund. und wliru theae and other tashfl assigned him pormitlod, wont 
vvor ami remained ait yeara. UjKin liia return in I66'i, be was elected' 
Alnjor (ieiicrol uf the colonial forven, und a;;aiii in tlie legislature preridoA' 
Bs .S)>eiiker. taking an active part in tlio debatos and provocdings. For the 
next aix ream he had u aeat In the Council, aiul after acrvins two yconi as 
deputy ^OTenior by £^"^''^1 cooaeiit he succeeded the Dgoil llolUiighaiDi 
and Has rctjlectoi] tia Tung lu he lived without oppoiiiion. His own death 
in Kill) made way for Bradatreet, the lost of our governors under tbooolo- 
liiul charter.

\*vj of impmls ntid of luxe^ on iniuore and »tmig4fn. ibc oxtli of nllegi- 
uc« flzootod to tbo coloaj. ibough char;^ tomewbU auJs, nii<l p<^rbii]M 
Bi«T« pr«tcitM uacil to vncat« l)i« diarler in \t%!t, were eoivtatit Milijects 
of oonpliiint sgninirt the colonbl covenimeiit. Tlvoro worn other oScnces. 
mdi M tlio attack on tbe Aoailiitn fort« am) the Dutch, ilialurhiog the 
friCTKlW rvliilioni witli Fraiice, wblcli cr«nte<l prpiinli<» M wiiri. The oolo- 
DT. if it hull not lH-lp«l 10 stir up the ;*nrAt nstwllion, hiul oponlj^ taken 
•ide* nilb the pnrliameut. Il wiu aliU regnnlci m of doubtful alloRiAiioe, 
and it.-i iiidi^jieudeiii icmper alarmed prerogntivc King i'liilip poxsibljr

«oii1<J be tooAk by Charles to defend his rebel dependency. All ibe doco*

poiiiL We bave ditigcnily examined tiro r^orls of the rariout defMrt- 
mentd, which prove oonclusivc)}' that I'allVey is correct, and agree witli Mr. 
Tuttle'ii idea that the king did not favor t)>i. or John Levereli as our rcpre^en- 
Ulive. Tbe condition ol aflaire reipiiriii;; ability of tbe hent and odsuhi* 
Bttte tact for their guidance, Levorett, from his inlinialc arrjimintniioe with 
the public men hero itnd at court, his tsniiliurity irilh affairs civil and 
tnitilnr}-. iho coiilldence be inspired by his honesty of purpoRe, dignilkxl 
demeanor and plpnsanl nays, proveil ei]ual to tbo emergency. lie wielded 
a ready pon ; an adiln^s of his to the king elicited mutrh comin<indatioD, 
as did also his comMpnii deuce, proclatnitttons aixl olber public documoDt*. 
While defending fl rally and with excellent judgment tbo cliartcred rights 
of tbe colony, hie loyalty to ibe crown, eipreiiiied witlioot reserve, and at 
tlw Btme time without taint of suliserrieiicy, skilfully averted controvcruea 
at critical momenu which might have |>ul thoMi rights in Ji«pardy. 

Hit military career in the piirliatuGniary aroiy in 1644, and his irell 
known friemlly rvlatioiM vitb Oomwi-ll, bis independent course in the cs- 
«retM of his ollldnl faoclions since hia return to America in 1 liOS, his dis* 
possession of the Dnioh of their settlements in Acadia in 1G74 and K75, 
may be considered powerful, if not conclusive arguments against the pro- 
bability of his ever liaving nrceivad the dt^linction of kiiigblhuo<l. Ilui 
wboerer is familiar with llmt period, or many another tn Kiigiand's Listorj 
■Dd«r 'I'ador and I'lantagenet, or wilb tlte annals of our race in otlwr lantU 
und ages, mutt rocall nutntiroua ioslatiCM wliore invaluable services to crown 
or couuiry rvmainod without rtwiuital, and ilisiLlfociion and demerit were as 
oftini ipiito fi>rgotteD wbcru tbvra was power to hurt, to be purclmscd b; 
rank or gifl. 

Tbcre were, however, no manv more honorable motik-ea which might 
have actuated the king to knight l.cvcrcit, creililable to tticm both, that il 
is (air to nssumi;. wpn- tbo confcriing of this dignity a mutter of seriona 
doubt, tbat tlie honor, whether confr^rred or tendered, or only oon tern plated, 
WM tiitt^i>d«(l at lui apprupriatv nckiiowlcilgment of oflicial worth or dia- 
tiuEumheil service. Sir William Iterkcley. down to 1077 governor of Vir- 
piim, bad nlreiuly be«D knighted when he wnat there in 1641 1 and Uke 
noDor was later ooDferred upoji Pbips, for rooovaring treasure, some yean 
before hii> appuitjtuiuat aa giivuraor under tba prorntcial cliarler.

December, 1630, in tho court of the Arcbdeacoury of llitcfaio, Hori*, by 
Thomas Halo, the nxocutAr named in it. Tbe origiital is still on file amoog 
the recordii of ibat court, is agnod by tho leslaior in a decent and legible 
though evidently not a bimnon band, is sealed witli tbo imprOMsOiu of a 
unicorn'* heml, and is witncmod by Ifrancis Kirby and by Jolu) Hale, tlie 
latter signing by mark.

This completes our knowlodgo of Thomas* IJale and of liis kindred by 
bkiod, exeept so far m be is alluded to in the wills of liis wife's kindred 
luninafter named. From tbe brief record it is apparent that be was of tka 
rank of yeomaa of tbe smaller dass as to properly, but apparently marked 
by thrift, rMp«oubiliiy, honcaty, piety and prudent furesigliL It is impo*- 
ribto to determino the valne of tbe estate which he left, hut it was eiidently 
not targe. Thomas the ton nndoiilModly hwl as heir the larger purl of the 
Mtale, ami the nntis ho wns to pay his motlixr and sisters, nine [xiunils per 
year in all, were in that day eqiiivalrnt in value to from X27 to XJti (tay 
Sl^A to $180} at the present day. The widow Joan was of course entitled 
to dower in any of tbe dowable undt left by the t«sIator, in addition to tbe 
•jiociGc devtMa and beouetta to her, and frum Ktrby'* lirtter to Gov. Win* 
tnrup it ap]>«!sr* that "Aiomas* tlie omigmnt would bo entiilisl to some fur- 
ther property at his niolbcr's death. 

Tbotuas' was twentyfour yean old at his father's deatli, and at that early

FruTicm Ktrby wuuld hm-lii lo liavo met with fhiitnclal reverses during the 
time of tbe cumuiouweakb, abnudont'd bis old busines* and ipul his old 
ponsh of St. Helen's, wlierv his Urst wife had died in 1635. Some years 
before his death be was appointed by the comuion couodl of Loudotii 
bridge-master of Olil Loudon ISridge, and he held tliat post to bts deoUu 
Tlio olHce was a rcNpectalitu aixl rtTiipoiii^iblc one, and though iDdicotive of 
fallen fortunes to Mr. Kirhy, was no lew indicativo of tbo conHdence ttti 
re8|)eci iu which he wtu livid by his tMtighbors and fcllow-tradcsinvD. Ao- 
cording to the old chroniclers it was an oSico tilled by " some ftMmao 
olocied by the city to took aflur tli« repustioms of the bridge; bo hath k 
liberal salary allowed him. and tlio place hath ■ooictimes bc«o a good re- 
lief for some lioncnt citixcns falinn to di.rcny." His euioluiDeiits connclod 
of a salary and fees amounting Iu aWil i!IUO a year (equiratent to about 
jCSOO to £400 at tbo procnt duyj aud the iisu of a cooifortahlc bouse at 
tbe Surrey end of the bridge in ibe parish of Si. Olave, Suuthwark, known 
as t])o bridge-master's boune, and rciiilily illNtiTiguishcd in tlio old eiigrav- 
iagii of I.ondon llridgis Hero he duubllesB dii^l, and was buried in the 
pariih church of Sl Otave'a, 12lh Octuber. II161, tbe registry deticribtiig 
liini MQiply a* " Frniids Kerby, liridj^euia^ler." 

Ilin rmluceil fortunes were evidently somen but improved l)eforo hi* death, 
his will indituiting ihnt be lefl a comfortable estate It bear* date 24tb 
July, ItJljU, aud was proved iu tbo Pieio^tlTe Court of Cautcrhury 1st

THE manor of Aiwiogion, Nortb Devon, lias 1>e«n in pouetttion of odo 
line of the Collin family for more tlinn mx ceuluried ; the BUtemenl 
itiat t1i« manor was given to a i>ir Richard Col&n al ttie time of lli« oon- 
qitetl \i disproved by the Oometday Itook (A.D. 1085), where It is record- 
ii ai ihu properly of iho Earl of Aloruiiio in [MMse^iuii of [Iain«!ya. 

The manor honsp is at I'oril<>{)gu, at a ditiancc of about half a milo from 
the seu-tiliore ; it« ciuirnal apjicaraiico, in t)io picture we preaeiii, bu tm 
Elixabeihaii aspect, but in ihc older part, whicli is now the book of ibo 
bouae. Gothic work am! (ivon tomo Norman can be trnt^ed. 

It would bo ilillicnlt in drlormiac [ho proclso time wboo tbia manor wh

Shortly after I IjO(> >' i " became ibe flxed ohanvcior 
to rcprcstrut tba sbort *ound of " y," and took ils place in the name of 
Coffin. In this form tliu name is tiiienvoven with history for more thau 
two civtitnriea ; and the foolish idea which some of that name hare, of r^ 
turning to the anoietit methoil of spelliug. would sever ihtat desoeadant* 
bistoriciilly from conuectiou mill) most worthy ancestors.

In tbo Coiintr of Kent tlie law of f^velkind prevailed. Tbi« gare lieir- 
abip to all thn children, nn<l it is iio^ceable tbat ttiore were no Villiens 
(boiul-meii) nitliin tbat county wlien tli« mnlcriat for tbo bomcsday waa 
coUecled, wliilu Dovon tru fiill of them ; but in Ucvon tlie right* (lo ralltol) 
of primogeniture and entail drove nil but the oldwl bom into ham work or 
poverty ; anil ivbcn male b(.*in failed in tlie muQ lino, (he ctlat«a would 
paM by mariiage of tbo bcireu to her liiuband. It was nrolnbly in this 
way that Alwiiigtott originally came into tbe ponawon of the Coffin fiunily 
•onicwbun: about A.D. 1200, and the «aoce«iuan contttiiK^l ui tbo male Uoe 
of tlial family miiil tbo ilentb of Ricbanl Culfiit in 1766, when it paoMd

TOD and atara were popular armorial I>oaruig*, and at tbe beginning of Bri(> 
bb Hetablry, before tliere waa any other aatbority than pertooju eboico, 
ire find the Coflin family of Alwin^ton bearing, Ar, a tkerron between ihrtt 
mvU^M fiitrftd ttihk; the im]>rci»ioni of the perMMial %ea} of the lord* of 
Alwingiou uputi deeda oiadu during tliu ttme of Henry tU.

Monck, 
Duke of Albemarle. wa« duwwtided by tJie marriage of Uaude Ooflio and 
Peter Le Moyne — lliia name was changed to MonoU after H25. Beacombo 
waa a locality »o near to Alw!ti|;ton tbat it irus wilhotit doubt in tbe pariah^ 
mnd tliere is Urouj; reason lo ibink thai both these familiea were of Uia lama 
lino. 

Wb«i in 1685 John Prince began to gallier material for a hl&tory of 
tha " Worthim of Devon," he fuuiid thai Richard CofOii. the lord of 
AlwiagtOD atHl lligli SberifFof the L-ounty. h.^il a more tliorougb knowledge 
of the liiitorio) of its families and ita worthy men than Prince could expect 
to ikojuiro, aitd a letter from Prince beseeching Mr. ColBo to write the hia- 
torv i« cxumi. 

Mr. iliimilton. who rcoonlly wrote "The Quarter Scuions" of Devon, 
found that tlie .MSS. of the SherilT. still preserved at AlwIiigtoD, oootaUied 
more information relating to its law aflyra ibaa the couutf poaawed in iu 
afchiro*.

The tvru committers of the town of Canton, whose reports are here printed, hare 

shown exeel lent judgment in liilSllinfr the duties assigned tbem by the town. Both 

have Hou^jht to perpetuate the history of Canton. 

The cuinmilteu on tlie seal have devised one to keep in mind the suceensive corpo- 
rate names under which iti inbabitanti have lived. A triple- towered castle, from 
the seal of Dorciiester, whence it was tranBlerrwl from the seal of ita EnKiish name- 
Bskc, reprewntfl tiie mother town, now merged in the city of Boston ; the arms of 
Lt. (iuv. 6tou^htiin, for whom the town was named, represent Stougbton ; and a 
Canttm aiure represent'* the name it now bears ; while the inscriptions " Ponkipug, 
1650," i;<ves its Indian name ami the date of its earliest mention, and " Canton, 
179T," givfs its pre.ient name and the date of its incorporation. 

Tlie committee on naming the streets of this town bnvo acted on the advice of the 
Bev. James Freeman Clarke, who says : " The names of streets should not be select- 
ed for their preAy sound, but as memorials of the past." The namen chosen seem 
to be in f^uud taste.
